I know 
what mine are and I intend to discharge 
them and I hope that you make it clear 
to all of us.

Miss Ballinger: 

Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
take the privilege of asking you and 
members of City Council to listen to 
two groups this afternoon for a few 
seconds, with regard to the strike. I 
understand this isn’t legal as you’re sup¬ 
posed to give the City Clerk two weeks 
notice, but these people feel this is a 
dire emergency affecting themselves and 
the City of Pittsburgh. With the per¬ 
mission of yourselves and the members 
of Council, I would like to ask that Mr. 
Gabor Kish, President of the Pittsburgh 
Neighborhood Alliance be permitted to 
speak for a few minutes and Mrs. Pug- 
liese, one of the wives representing hus¬ 
bands who are employees of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


Mr. Lynch: 

How long will they be speak¬ 
ing? 

Mr. Kish: 

Approximately 15 minutes. 

Mrs. Pugliese: 

Only a few seconds. 

Mr. Mason: 

Permission must be by unani¬ 
mous vote.

Mr. Kish: 

I am Gabor Kish, President of 
the Pittsburgh Neighborhood Alliance. 
We have present here representatives of 
neighborhood organizations from every 
section of the City of Pittsburgh. 

We, as leaders in our communities 
come before this body to voice our con¬ 
cern over the crisis now engulfing the 
City. We come here today in hopes 
that ours may be a constructive effort 
towards resolution of the present crisis. 

The present work stoppage by the city 
employees was certainly uncalled for. It 
could have been avoided, had cooler 
heads prevailed and had the best inter¬ 
ests of the majority of citizens in this 
city been uppermost in the minds of 
those who would thwart the majority 
will of the people. This stoppage serves 
NOT to benefit the union members em¬ 
ployed by the city and certainly it 
serves NOT to benefit the general citi¬ 
zenry of the city of Pittsburgh, as it 
now stands it serves more for po¬ 
larization of these forces that can 
have dire consequences for the entire 
city. More than anything else, this 
stoppage serves to promote the objec¬ 
tives of those selfish interests who 
would like to undo what they could not 
manage at the ballot box—that is to 
thwart the will of the majority voters. 
They hope to make inoperative that of¬ 
fice of city government for which the 
overwhelming majority have expressed 
their support. 

It is the citizenry, all of labor in¬ 
cluded, that suffers most when City 
Government spends most of its time on 
“infighting" and neglects the problems 
of the city. Like the garbage, the prob¬ 


lems keep piling up while the infight¬ 
ing continues. The citizens have had 
enough. They want it stopped. They 
want the city government to get down 
to brass tacks and do the job for which, 
they were elected. 

Obviously some compromises will have 
to be made. Unless both the legislative 
and administrative branches of govern¬ 
ment recognize this, no progress can be 
made. 

The legislative branch will have to 
reckon with the fact that the voters 
have the final say so and if these same 
voters will an administrative branch 
of government not to the liking of 
the legislative branch, we can only say 
the voters have made their choice, you 
have no alternative but to cooperate 
and work with the people’s choice. This 
cannot be done if power politics is used 
to obstruct programs mandated to the 
administrative branch of government by 
the people. Whether some members of 
the legislative branch like it or not the 
mayor was elected by an overwhelming 
landslide to the position of administra¬ 
tor because of certain views he repre¬ 
sented. It is these views that were man¬ 
dated by the people. But if and when 
the mayor tries to carry out the man¬ 
date of the people, then power politics 
comes into play, we can then only con¬ 
clude and interpret those actions as 
not against the mayor, he is only an in¬ 
strument of the people, but as an ac¬ 
tion against the will of the people. 

It is also true that the legislative 
branch of our city government was elect¬ 
ed by the people. But if that is to be 
interpreted as a mandate to make inop¬ 
erative the administrative branch of 
government, then some councilmen had 
better have some second thoughts, oth¬ 
erwise you will be wasting your time 
going before the public in the next pri¬ 
mary elections. 

We believe, Mr. Mason, that you as 
the duly elected chairman of city coun¬ 
cil should exercise that authority. We 
are firmly convinced, that authority, 
properly exercised, can help turn off 
the infighting and turn the full atten¬ 
tion of the legislative branch of city 
government towards the resolution of 
problems confronting the city. An ob¬ 
jective approach to these problems 
could certainly go a long way towards 
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establishing harmonious relationship be¬ 
tween the legislative and administrative 
branches of city government. Given 
that opportunity, we feel the mayor 
could exert more force—leadership in 
dealing with the problems of the city. 

Certainly, it is not a one sided propo¬ 
sition. You know it takes two to tango, 
or is it two to tangle. Well, either way, 
it takes two. But if two start out to 
tango and if one steps on the other’s 
toes then it turns out to be a tangle— 
The point is we better learn how to 
dance together. 

While we hope that city council 
might mend its ways, we are also con¬ 
cerned with some phases of the mayor’s 
program. 

One of the major concerns of the 
Pittsburgh Neighborhood Alliance is the 
growing problem of unemployment in 
the city. It is in the midst of this prob¬ 
lem, when government should be devel¬ 
oping programs to combat rising unem¬ 
ployment from private industry, that 
city government launches an austerity 
program resulting in lay offs that only 
compounds the already existing prob¬ 
lem. Perhaps it was necessary, in or¬ 
der to reduce the tax load on the peo¬ 
ple of Pittsburgh and possibly to re¬ 
move some “deadwood” the city has 
been carrying for some years now. Be 
that as it may, we nevertheless feel some 
programs should be developed that con¬ 
cerns itself with not only those workers 
laid off through austerity programs but 
those laid off by private industry as 
well. 

There is on the Federal Statute Books 
a law known as the "Full Employment 
Act of 1946”. Surely City government 
could have exerted some effort and de¬ 
veloped some program for the enforce¬ 
ment of the provisions of the act that 
would absorb those discarded by private 
industry and austerity programs as well. 
What is the unemployed worker to do if 
his government also lets him down? 

We are also deeply concerned over 
trends that might develop from the 
present dispute around the city work 
stoppage. If the intent of the austerity 
program is to have plumbers doing 
teamsters' work and vice versa—then we 
are afraid the city government is 
going to face some tough sledding. 


One thing leads to another where la¬ 
borers will be called upon to do carpen¬ 
ters’ work, painters doing glazers’ work, 
the city will then constantly be faced 
with jurisdictional upheavals. Private 
industry has for over fifty years tried 
to get this done, we hope city govern¬ 
ment doesn’t try to take on that task. 
We advise against it. 

Finally, we are gravely concerned 
that unless the present work stoppage 
is immediately halted it can only result 
in a polarization of forces in the city 
ending in confrontations that would not 
benefit the city, the unions nor the cit¬ 
izenry generally. No one is in a posi¬ 
tion to remain adamant in their stance. 
Some bending must be made by all. The 
health problem created by the garbage 
piling up would be a minor one com¬ 
pared to a stand off of polarized forces. 
This cannot and must not happen. 

There is one thing we want to make 
emphatically clear, that is, that while 
we come before you as representatives 
of citizens’ groups we wish to impress 
upon you that perhaps ninety percent 
in these citizens’ groups is labor. There 
Is a tendency to lump labor together 
with the special interest groups. Noth¬ 
ing is further from the truth, some la¬ 
bor leaders may have lined up with spe¬ 
cial interest groups, but let me point 
out Mayor Flaherty could not have been 
elected had the membership followed 
the dictates of some labor officials. 


Mr. Mason: 

Thank you Mr. Kish. 

Mrs. Catherine Pugliese: 

I live at 6208 Stanton Avenue. 
The reason I am here, we want this set¬ 
tled. This has nothing to do with Mr. 
Pagan—the strike. Our Steward, Mr. 
Arduini, felt we should strike because 
they wanted plumbers driving the 
trucks. Nobody in this room would want 
an outside man to come in and take 
their jobs. If we let Mayor Flaherty do 
this, none of us are safe. We want a 
meeting and its up to Council to ar¬ 
range it for us. Mr. Fagan wants us to 
go back to work. We can’t do that as 
long as we’re being threatened—our hus¬ 
bands, our Incomes. We want Arthur 
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Arduinl and the Mayor together, and 
we want the news channels in on it, 
too, because they have been lying. 

We would rather take a layoff rather 
than this to happen. Our husbands go 
to bed at night and don’t know from 
one day to the next whether they will 
still have a job. I realize you’re busy 
and we want to make it short. We want 
a meeting with Art Arduini and the 
Mayor. 

Miss Ballinger: 

I would like to ask, has an at¬ 
tempt been made to set up a meeting 
with the Mayor? 

Mrs. Catherine Pugliese: 

He has tried to have a meeting 
set up but he won’t meet with Art Ar¬ 
duini. If he has a fight with Mr. Fagan, 
and we don’t even know Mr. Fagan. Half 
of us wives don’t even know Mr. Fagan. 

Miss Ballinger: 

Well, let’s have you meet Mr. 
Fagan now. 

Mrs. Pugliese: 

I am sorry, Mr. Fagan, maybe 
you run the organization but we don’t 
know you. We’re not going to stand 
by just because you tell our men to go 
to work. We want to go to bed at night 
and know our kids have food on the ta¬ 
ble. Even with 12 years’ seniority there 
is no security and most started at $40 
a week. I wish that citizens’ commit¬ 
tee and the newspapermen had to work 
for $40 a week. Arduini tries to get a 
meeting and he won’t give it to us—this 
is, the Mayor of the City. 

Doesn’t he agree with labor? If he 
doesn't want a labor union, why doesn’t 
he say so? Then nobody will belong to 
no union. It’s terrible. We want jobs 
our husbands can be sure of and we’re 
not fighting for money. We haven’t had 
a decent raise in seven years. We get 7 
per cent, just like the laborers, this 
year. I would like to have some of these 
newsmen eat on what our husbands 
bring home. 


Will you see the Mayor gets together 
with Arduini? 

Mr. Lynch: 

The Mayor’s position, to my 
knowledge, is that the strike is illegal 
and unauthorized and he informed us 
he will not engage in discussing the 
merits until everybody is back to work. 

Mrs. Pugliese: 

If he would agree with a pup¬ 
pet arbitration, our men would go back 
to work. 

Mr. Lynch: 

You’re attempting to put pres¬ 
sure on Council, using these chambers. 
Council is not in a position to commit 
the Mayor to negotiations. 

Mrs. Pugliese: 

Illegal? To fire our men, is that 
illegal? He calls our strike illegal, yet 
he will fire men with more seniority 
than other men, and they’re protected 
under Civil Service, too. What good is 
Civil Service if it won’t protect our 
men? 

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. Chairman and citizens, the 
question arose about a meeting. A meet¬ 
ing is in progress at the present time in 
Judge Lewis’ Chambers for the purpose 
of trying to get both parties together. I 
wanted to hear what the citizens have 
to say here but I Intend to go up after 
this meeting is adjourned. Many of the 
remarks here are well taken. This is a 
serious dispute and we are doing every¬ 
thing we possibly can to have a meeting 
between the Mayor and representatives of 
the various unions. Prior to coming in to 
this meeting, I arranged that meeting 
and sent out on the street for the labor 
leaders to go up to Courtroom No. 4 to 
meet with Judge Lewis. He is trying to 
mediate this problem and get the people 
back to work and get a basis for settle¬ 
ment through arbitration. 

Mr. Kamyk: 
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Mr. President, members of 




Council, and citizens. I will give my 
own personal opinion of this had situa¬ 
tion for the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh. Not everyone will agree 
with me, I know, but my feelings are 
such that since these conditions under 
which the people worked in the past 
were set by precedent, I do not agree 
with the actions of the Mayor. This 
situation was a minor situation but 
now, because of the very great disturb¬ 
ance of the City of Pittsburgh, and be¬ 
cause the situation is hurting the citi¬ 
zens of our City, my advice to the 
unions would be this. 

The unions have demonstrated their 
feelings to the Mayor. The Mayor has 
refused to arbitrate until the people go 
back to work and maybe the unions, 
for the good of public relations—and I 
think public relations would go sky 
high as far as union leadership is con¬ 
cerned—should consent and go back to 


work and then keep on fighting back, 
while at work. 

I know a lot of people do not agree 
with me, but that is my opinion. 

Mr. Shields moved

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Lynch: 

Mr. President, I would like now 
to present a request for Council to ap¬ 
point a special citizens committee to 
study the Black Police ratio in the City. 


Mr. Lynch presented 

BUI No. 1926. WHEREAS: There 
is presently a serious under-representa¬ 
tion of the Black community on the Po¬ 
lice Department of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh which due to attrition (retire¬ 
ments, death, disabilities) wHl lead to a 
further decrease in the complement of 
Black Officers on the Pittsburgh Police 
force, and 

WHEREAS: The present racial imbal¬ 
ance tends to increase polarization, pro¬ 
mote discord and distrust, prevent posi¬ 
tive community respect, and continue 
the Image of systematic denial of equal 
opportunity and full participation, and 

WHEREAS: The conditions cited above 


work to the disadvantage of the entire 
community both black and white and 
thus prevent effective police work. These 
conditions must be eliminated by a sus¬ 
tained effort to recruit and train large 
numbers of Black citizens to become Po¬ 
lice Officers, and 

WHEREAS: Presently the Pittsburgh 
Police Bureau has an enrollment of less 
than 6% of Black Officers, whUe the 
Black population of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh is in excess of 25%, and 

WHEREAS, We, the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh, in order to alleviate the serious 
conditions and disadvantages, propose 
the formation of a Citizens’ Steering 
Committee, as follows: 

STEERING COMMITTEE ON 
RECRUITMENT OP BLACK OFFICERS 

AND NOW THEREFORE be it resolved 
that the Mayor and the members of City 
Council propose that the President of 
City Council appoint a Steering Com¬ 
mittee to explore and recommend meth¬ 
ods of correcting the racial imbalance on 
the Pittsburgh Police Bureau. This com¬ 
mittee to consist of nine individuals. 
Two of whom shall be members of the 
City Council, one representative of the 
Mayor’s Office and six representatives of 
the Black community. This committee 
shall consider proposals and recommen¬ 
dations to correct the aforesaid racial 
imbalance and commend such recom¬ 
mendations to the City Council for im¬ 
mediate adoption into law. City Council 
will schedule at least two public hear¬ 
ings for the purpose of informing the 
public of its progress. These public 
hearings to be held at the request of 
the committee. The Council shall pro¬ 
vide reasonable facilities including meet¬ 
ing rooms and some clerical facilities in 
order to provide the committee with a 
means of conducting its business. 

The committee Bhall be formed by 
March 1, 1971 and shall complete its task 
no later than May 1, 1971.

The Chair: 

Are there any other motions or 
resolutions? 

Mr. Michaels: 

Mr. President, I would like to 
bring to Council’s attention Bill No. 
1704 dealing with the schedule of fees 
for the use of City operated facilities, 
for the furnishing of identification 
passes, records, maps, drawings, reports 
and other materials. The thrust of this 
ordinance is to place the responsibility 
for fee3 for such services directly in the 
hands of the various department heads. 

They are directed by Section 102 which 
reads as follows: 

“Such fees shall be commensurate 
with the cost of rendering such serv¬ 
ices and the opinion of the director 
may be adjusted from time to time, at 
his discretion." 

There has been considerable expression 
on the part of the media with respect to 
the issuance of identification passes and 
the charge therefor. There are two 
points in question: (1) whether or not 
such charges are in keeping with the 
services being rendered by the City and 


(2) whether this may or may not be an 
aggregation of their rights under the 
First Amendment. 

That being the real purpose and ques¬ 
tionable under Bill No. 1704, I move that 
the Director of Public Safety, in whose 
department the responsibility lies for the 
issuance of the identification tags, be 
instructed to address himself to this 
problem before the Committee on Fi¬ 
nance this Wednesday, February 24,1971.

Miss Ballinger: 

Mr. Chairman, yesterday (Sun¬ 
day, March 28, 1971) I attended the 
meeting of the people from the East 
Street valley on the so-called "Slope” 
situation. I tried to prevail upon them 
(whether I did or not, I don’t know) 
that City Council is doing everything 
they possibly can and have done every¬ 
thing they possibly can, to try to allevi¬ 
ate this situation. We went into detail 
quite a bit about this. I also explained 
to them that we had again sent copies 
of the Bill which involves their project, 
to the various legislators, asking them 
again to use their influence in order to 
meet the demands of the people so that 
they could rest more easily. 

Council was aware that we did send a 
telegram last Wednesday to the Gover¬ 
nor asking him to visit the "Slope” be¬ 
cause we felt that this would ease the 
minds of the people who are involved on 
these hillsides. We did not get a reply, 
however on Friday I did put a call into 
the Governor’s office and I suppose this 
telegram came in late on Friday but I 
did not have it in my possession for the 
meeting yesterday. It was dated March 
26, 1971 and reads as follows: 

"In receipt of your telegram request 
I tour the East Street Friday. Sched¬ 
ule is presently involved with legisla¬ 
tive affairs. Cannot give you a date. 
Will contact you at a later time.” 

After much discussion yesterday, the 
people who were present, some two hun¬ 
dred, asked me if I would take back 
to the members of City Council what 


was discussed at the meeting and ask 
the members of Council if they would 
support the East Street project, in that 
they had hoped that they would take 
some drastic steps the latter part of this 
week, in order to prevail upon those who 
are responsible for holding up the proj¬ 
ect. 

I said that I would take the message 
back to City Council and they could act 
upon it the way in which they saw fit. 
So therefore, I come here today to ask 
the members of Council whether they 
are going to support these people in 
their project so that they could come 
to a just conclusion as soon as possi¬ 
ble, so that the people will know what 
they are doing, when they are doing it 
and especially, why they are doing it. 
I would appreciate some action on this. 

The Chair: 

Miss Ballinger, are you making 
a motion, are you making a suggestion 
or are you asking for Councilmanic ac¬ 
tion after the minutes have been ap¬ 
proved 

Miss Ballinger: 

I can make a motion that mem¬ 
bers of Council support the East Street 
Valley Project. 

The Chair: 

I think we have evidenced that. 

Miss Ballinger: 

I think we have too but they 
want a reaffirmation. 

The Chair: 

In what form do they want 
this reaffirmation? 

Miss Ballinger: 

As an act of Council here, in 
the form of a motion. 

The Chair: 

I will hold your point just one 

second. 

Mr. Michaels! 
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Mr. Michaels: 

I agree, Mr. President. This 
Council has tried to show that it is in 
sympathy with the problems that are 
faced by the people who live either in 
the valley or on the slope and the proce¬ 
dure by which we may best help them, 
is one difficult to arrive at. We have 
tried to influence the Governor to come 
and visit the site. The members of 
Council, along with myself, have v isited 
the site, representatives of HUD have 
visited the site, Congressman Moorhead 
has visited the site on occasion, as have 
other government officials. 

The question in point now is, what is 
the best method of procedure with re¬ 
gard to any action taken by the resi¬ 
dents of the valley in trying to thwart 
Penn-Dot into demolition of structures 
which they have already taken posses¬ 
sion of. I see only further complica¬ 
tions which will not work possibly in the 
best interest of that community. This 
would once again place certain health 
hazards in the community, something 
which has already been a source of com¬ 
plaint from the neighborhood and I also 
have to question how we proceed with 
regard to the Slope problem. There are 
two things involved here; either the tak¬ 
ing of all the residences on the slope 
and having Penn-Dot acquire them or 
do we try to provide auxiliary road sys¬ 
tems for slope residences and allow them 
to continue this route. 

It seems to me that while I may have 
a personal opinion, as there may be per¬ 
sonal opinions, for instance, expressed 
by the officials of the HEART group, I 
don’t think that is a true cross section 
of what might be done. I suggest that 
we have the Planning Department con¬ 
duct a proper survey of the residents 
by a particular interview with each res¬ 
ident of the Slope area and come back 
to us with an indication as to what the 
over-riding attitude is on the part of 
the residents. Do they wish to remain 
or do they wish to be bought out? I 
have discussed this with Director Pater¬ 
noster and he advises me that such a 
survey could be made and I believe that 
the City could well afford it because it 
would not be that expensive. I feel that 
it is the responsibility of the City to in¬ 
terview and then bring back a report to 
this Council as to what is the attitude 


of the people living on the slopes. In 
this way, I believe Council will have 
done something constructive toward al¬ 
leviating the problem. 

Having that information before us, we 
will then know how to proceed with re¬ 
spect to the problem. If the people 
want to remain, then the approval of the 
highway plan must include that in it. 
If the people want to be bought out, 
then obviously we have to acquisition 
that in order for us to know what 
course to pursue. 

The Chair: 

Were we not advised this morn¬ 
ing that the final design had now been 
approved by the City of Pittsburgh? 

Mr. Michaels: 

That is right, but that has to 
do with the acquisition for the right- 
of-way and does not necessarily affect 
the Slope. Encompassing that acquisi¬ 
tion, ought to be that information and 
until we have that, I would like to move 
that we prepare such legislation to ena¬ 
ble the Planning Department to proceed 
with their investigation. 

The Chair: 

Would you hold your motion, Mr. 
Michaels, because I was trying to get 
from Miss Ballinger what suggestion she 
might have, in addition to what has al¬ 
ready been done and other than the sur¬ 
vey which Mr. Michaels has suggested, 
Miss Ballinger? 

Miss Ballinger: 

Mr. Chairman, I think Mr. Mi¬ 
chaels’ suggestion is very good. As I 
stated in the conference this morning, 
I found out that there 64 streets in¬ 
volved in that project and evidently, as 
Mr. Michaels said, there are probably 
many people who want to move and some 
who don't. However, I feel that inas¬ 
much as this coming Friday they are 
going to take some drastic action as a 
result of what we might do here today, 
I hope that we will be able to do some¬ 
thing because I don’t know what these 
people might do. Any of you who have 
attended any of their meetings know 
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that they are pretty rambunctious and 
what they feel today, I don’t know, hut 
they did want something definite for 
Friday in the matter of whether we 
would support their project. Of course, 
their project is to stop the bulldozers. 
In fact, they are going to stage what 
they call a “lie-in” or whatever they in¬ 
tend to do on Friday, they expect us to 
support them. 


The Chair: 

In what way? 


Miss Ballinger: 

If they attempt to stop the bull¬ 
dozers, they want the support of City 
Council or whatever they attempt to do, 
they want Council's support. So we are 
going to have to decide how we can pac¬ 
ify these people. I feel that we should 
have a motion telling them that we are 
behind them 100% in this project. 

The Chair: 

If they haven’t gotten the mes¬ 
sage by this time as regardB our sup¬ 
port, I don’t know what else we can do. 

Miss Ballinger: 

You have to understand, Mr. 
Chairman, when you have someone there 
who is leading them who is also aspir¬ 
ing to a position in City Council, you 
have a pretty difficult time in convinc¬ 
ing them. They don’t want to be con¬ 
vinced because they have a gentleman 
there to present his case every other 
Sunday and the news media evidently 
like him because he gets an awful lot of 
publicity. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Kamykl 

Mr. Kaniyk: 

Mr. Chairman, I second the mo¬ 
tion of Councilman Michaels. 

Mr. Caligulri: 

In terms of Mr. Michaels’ mo¬ 


tion, I agree that we should support 
these people short of interfering with 
the Public Safety and of course, that 
would be stopping traffic etc., where 
you have a Public Safety situation in¬ 
volved. 

The Chair: 

It has been properly moved and 
seconded that Mr. Paternoster take an 
immediate survey of the persons who 
want to move out of the slopes and of 
those who do not wish to move out of 
the slopes.

Mr. Chairman, I wish to react 
to Miss Ballinger’s statement regarding 
East Street. You know, I live in that 
valley and I probably have as much at 
stake politically and otherwise, as any¬ 
body else in this Council. But, you 
know, it gets a little nauseating to me 
for people to use the hardships and suf¬ 
fering of those people in the valley for 
political purposes. I won’t be a part of 
it and I live there, and have relatives 
there and I will not make statements re¬ 
garding East Street that I cannot full- 
fil. If I have to do that for votes, then 
I am not going to accept those votes 
and I don’t want them. Life is too 
short and my reputation and my honor 
means more to me than that and if I 
have to degrade myself to cash In on 
votes and the suffering of the many 
people in the East Street Valley and 
promise them something that I cannot 
deliver, because nobody has come up 
with any answers to satisfy them, then 
I don’t want to be a part of it. Now, if 
there is something that I can do I will 
support it wholeheartedly In this Coun¬ 
cil to help in any way, shape or form 
but no other candidate is going to force 
me into a position where I will go out 
and make statements that I cannot full- 
fil. Now, if they want to play that kind 
of cheap, political game, let them play 
it but I am not going to be a part of it. 

And, let that be a part of the record.

5. Permit Impartial inspection of all 
prisons. 

6. Permit a free flow of mail between 
prisoners and their families.

Miss Ballinger 

Last Thursday, I listened to a 
Mrs. Mark Ruhling who is president of 
the National League of Families and 
Pennsylvania State Coordinator for Pris¬ 
oners of War. She gave a 15-minute 
discourse on how our prisoners are be¬ 
ing treated there, going into a lengthy 
discussion outlining what the fellows 
are given to eat, like pumpkin soup or 
bacon fat, explaining the conditions of 
their bodies and how they are losing 
their eyesight. Therefore, she is going 
throughout the City asking everyone to 
sign one of these letters. Incidentally, 
this letter is addressed to the Office of 
the President, Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam, Hanoi, North Vietnam. 

Therefore, I come to the CouncUmen 
today asking them whether they will 
sign the letter so that it can be for¬ 
warded and a copy of the said document 
to go to Mrs. Ruhling so she will know 
that we, as City Councilmen, are also 
interested in the prisoners of war, and 
that is why it is before you. 

Mr. Kamyk: 

Mr. President, I move that a 
copy of this letter, approved by City 
Council, be mailed to North Vietnam. 


Mr. Shields: 

Mr. President, as a veteran of 
World War H, I can appreciate the con¬ 
cerns presented in the letter. However, 
I do think that we, as City CouncU, 
should be more concerned about matters 
over which we have control and about

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which, we have responsibility. There is 
no question but that these problems are 
existent and I would be most willing to 
sign it as an individual but as a City 
Councilman, I would not. Perhaps we 
are a little bit lax in terms of public 
relations when we get requests of this 
kind, no matter how meritorious they 
might be, because it indicates to me that 
people do not know what we are here 
for, why we’re here, and what we are 
supposed to do. I will sign it as an 
individual, as a citizen, as a patriot and 
as a veteran. I will not sign it as a 
City Councilman. 

Mr. Lynch: 

I echo Mr. Shield’s feeling com¬ 
pletely. I think for this City Council 
to take upon Itself the conduct of world 
affairs would be to assume responsibili¬ 
ties with which we have not been 
charged by the citizens. So as a veteran, 
citizen, patriot, as someone most sympa¬ 
thetic with this, I would be most willing 
to sign. While I consider it improper to 
sign in Council, I am not unsympa¬ 
thetic with the sentiments. This is not 
the forum or place for it so I will not 
support it and will oppose it. 

Mr. Kamyk: 

Mr. President, this is not inter¬ 
fering with upper echelons of govern¬ 
mental affairs. All we’re doing in this 
letter is interceding with the govern¬ 
ment in Vietnam for our own prisoners 
of war and I cannot see anything wrong 
with it. I cannot see any interference 
in world relations of any kind, nor do 
I see a manuever of any kind. All we’re 
doing is appealing to that government 
so they publish the names of our pris¬ 
oners so our relatives of the prisoners 
can communicate with them and do as 
much for them as they can. My motion 
still stands. I move Council approve 
this letter and send it to the authori¬ 
ties of Vietnam. 


Mr. Michaels: 

I agree with the statement by 
Mr. Shields and Mr. Lynch. Responsi¬ 
bility for city business which is con¬ 
ducted in this chamber is the responsi¬ 
bility of this Council. We, as members 
of Council, can take a position publicly 


on any issue we feel, as elected officials, 
and in our own hearts, is proper. How¬ 
ever, to use this office and the Official 
Seal of the City of Pittsburgh with re¬ 
gard to a piece of business that is not 
the business of this Council, I believe 
to be improper. I have taken this stand 
on issues before and I feel I have to be 
consistent, although I have great em¬ 
pathy for the prisoners of war and find 
it very distasteful to find myself in the 
position to have to vote against this 
when I realize the plight of the pris¬ 
oners. I would like to move this be 
ruled out of order.

Mr. Lynch: 

Mr. President, the President of 
City Council already has the power to 
schedule public hearings at any time he 
deems advisable. This motion is not to 
expand the functions of Council but to 
limit the business of the President. We 
have changed the rules of Council in 
caucus in 1968 when Mr. Kuhn was 
Chairman of a special committee to re¬ 
view the rules of Council. In that con¬ 
text, I believe, Mr. Caliguiri’s motion to 
be really a political motion that has no 
real meaning to this city government; no 
real meaning to the conduct of business 
of this Council and that it should be 
ruled out of order and I request It be so 
ruled. 


Mr. Caliguiri: 

Mr. President— 

Mr. Lynch: 

I would remind Mr. Caliguiri 


the motion to be ruled out of order is 
not debatable. 

Mr. Mason: ' 

For the benefit of Council, I 
would like to read Rule XV to Council, 
which rule is clear to me. Let me read 
the rule as it now Btands as to the re¬ 
sponsibility with which I am charged. 

“Public hearings may be granted to 
petitioners and remonstrants and in 
any other matters affecting public 
business which are within the juris¬ 
diction of the Council. Such hearings 
shall be held on the day and at such 
time as may be fixed by the Presi¬ 
dent of Council. The President shall 
preside at all such hearings and shall 
arrange the calendar for same. No 
action or vote shall be taken on an 
ordinance, resolution, petition, remon¬ 
strance or communication at the time 
a hearing is held on the same.” 

I have tried to operate on that basis 
and I would rule this request out of or¬ 
der. 

Mr. Michaels: 

I think there is something basic, and 
I read that thing several times and I 
just heard something that hits me for 
the first time and that is this. In es¬ 
sence, you are either assigning your re¬ 
sponsibility for setting the hearing to 
the President or you are not. By put¬ 
ting in that extra paragraph, this adden¬ 
dum, you are restricting him, in placing 
in the minds of the citizens the great 
realm of ambivalence about what is the 
responsibility of the President. Does he 
truly have the operation of setting hear¬ 
ings or is there some qualification? It 
would seem to me once you decide to go 
to evening meetings, you go to evening 
meetings and if you are are going to 
have a day time hearing, you have it. 
Once you add this addendum, you have 
muddied the water and clouded the in¬ 
tent of what we set out to do. 


Mr. Caiguiri: 

Mr. President, number one, I re¬ 
sent the implication that this motion Is 
politically motivated. I have been in 
Council five months. Had I been in 
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Council longer, I guarantee you this mo¬ 
tion would have been put forth a long 
time ago. As far as taking the preroga¬ 
tive away from you, it is not— 


Mr. Mason: 

Not from me, Mr. Caliguiri. From 
the office of President. 


ittr. Caliguiri: 

If this prerogative were here and 
if the people had the opportunity to have 
evening meetings with Council, why 
have you not had them? I want to re¬ 
emphasize this rule: the community does 
not know it has this prerogative. I have 
been running around to different com¬ 
munities now for the past, not five 
months, but three or four years and the 
main complaint, what they want from 
Council, is to be able to come down 
here, to be present, not during working 
hours. I have spoken to these people 
during the last couple of weeks during 
hearings here and their main com¬ 
plaint is that it is tough for them to get 
down here during daylight hours. Hold¬ 
ing evening meetings would give the 
working man the opportunity to be pres¬ 
ent and not have to take off from work. 

This is not Just me presenting this mo¬ 
tion to Council; this is the community. 
Certainly I realize in Buie XV, you now 
have that prerogative. I am not trying 
to take the prerogative from you. It 
should give be given to each member of 
Council to decide whether or not he 
feels it is justified to have an evening 
hearing. I feel we should begin to re¬ 
spond to these people with evening meet¬ 
ings. You will notice in my amendment, 
I am stating we take these hearings into 
the community when proper and when 
possible. I think we should get closer 
to the community. But to say it is po¬ 
litically motivated, I resent that very 
much. Again, I state, had I been in 
Council a long time ago, it would have 
been presented a long time ago. Whether 
this motion is in Rule XV or not, I think 
we should reemphasize that motion. This 
is not taking any prerogative from the 
President of Council, but I am saying 
each Councilman is responsible to see 
that citizens get a hearing whenever 
convenient for them. 


I am sure there are many people who 
do not realize Council has this preroga- 
ative. If they did, whenever we get these 
letters from people asking for a hearing, 
I am sure they would state many times 
that evening hearings are desirable. 


Mr. Lynch: 

I would respond, to reiterate, 
that the President of Council is author¬ 
ized to hold evening meetings when the 
press of business says we should. Each 
Councilman can have evening meetings 
anytime he so desires. I think this is a 
cheap, politically motivated action. 


Mr. Caliguiri: 

I am not going to argue back 
and forth but I must say if each Coun¬ 
cilman had that prerogative, when was 
the last evening meeting held in Coun¬ 
cil, and why not? 


Mr. Lynch: 

I have had two of them, three 
Saturday morning meetings, one Sun¬ 
day evening meeting in Council with 
one of my colleagues. 

Mr. Caliguiri: 

If we are talking about evening meet¬ 
ings, I can say I have had about 20— 

Mr. Michaels: 

With respect to Rule XV and 
the desire on the part of any member of 
this Council to see the President move 
in that direction, I do not feel it is 
necessary to change the Rules of Coun¬ 
cil. I think it is only necessary to di¬ 
rect yourselves to that question. Coun¬ 
cil has not held evening meetings, but if 
you would so like to address yourselves 
to that problem, then the President of 
Council ought to fully consider whether 
there should be evening meetings on cer¬ 
tain issues. 

Mr. Mason: 

I am ruling the motion out of 

order.

Council worn an Ballinger and 
Councilmen, we have two guests here 
from the Congress of the United States.

I was called about eight or nine days 
ago and they are here on a trip which 


they will explain provided I get unani¬ 
mous consent from Council to hear 
them for one and a half minutes each. 

Mr. Lynch: 

With regard to their request to 
speak, and as we all know, Council 
Chambers here are not to be reserved 
for the conduct of the City’s business. In 
my conversation with Congressman 
Schoyer, I am informed that he wants 
to address Council for a few minutes 
with regard to the happenings of Federal 
funds for the City of Pittsburgh. I think 
in that context, it might be allowable 
and I have no objection to allowing the 
Congressman to speak. However, if this 
is to be a part of a march or some in¬ 
ternational or national movement which 
does not bear on the rights of the City, 
I would call it to the attention of Coun¬ 
cil that that is not a proper use for City 
Council. If Mr. Schoyer will restrict his 
remarks to those aspects of the Federal 
Government which affect this City, then 
I will be happy to hear him. 

The Chair: 

This is my understanding by the 
advance people, Councilman Lynch and 
I would like to have a motion to that 
effect. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Ryan: 

Mr. President and distinguished 
members of Council: 

We appreciate very much your courtesy 
in receiving us. We are very proud to 
serve as Congressmen of the United 
States along with your distinguished 
Congressman, William Moorhead, who is 
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certainly a great credit to the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

We are here visiting today, as we have 
been in other cities and counties, to talk 
about the war in Vietnam and its effects 
at home. In view of Councilman Lynch’s 
reservations, let us address ourselves to 
the needs that are unmet in our cities, 
which is known full well to every mem¬ 
ber of this City Council, and especially 
of the realization of the natural re¬ 
sources towards meeting those needs. 
Just as you face a deficit in housing, 
education and other services needed in 
your City, so does the City of New York 
and every other major city. 

Let us hope, and soon, that when this 
war is ended, we will then devote to 
these needs the resources which we have. 
We have the ability to do so and 
towards that end, we would urge you to 
help your Congressman with your pres¬ 
sures, bring to an end the war in Viet¬ 
nam. 

And now, Mr. James Schoyer. 

Mr. Schoyer: 

Ladies and gentlemen: 

The cities in America are choking. You 
have Been the bitterness, hate, frustra¬ 
tion and alienation. They are choking 
because our cities are bankrupt. The 
City of New York is slashing its munici¬ 
pal services. The City of Pittsburgh, in¬ 
stead of hiring more public servants, is 
reducing its employment rolls. 

There isn’t a city in America that does 
not need new schools, new hospitals, 
better mass transportation and more 
moderate income housing. There isn’t 
a city in America that does not have to 
extend its school system down to include 
the pre-school years, down to the age of 
two; that doesn’t need to increase its 
medical and health services. 

There isn’t a city in America that 
doesn’t cry out to the challenge of that 
$30,000,000,000 a year that is being 
wasted abroad in the Vietnam war. We 
want that money back into America, 
back into our cities to make them viable. 

We want you, as public officials, to 
do your job with confidence so that you 


can hold your heads high and can say 
that you are really serving America. 

So, we urge you to check with your 
national Legislators, your Congressmen, 
and ask them to support the national 
movement to get us out of the war in 
Vietnam and that you have the resources 
to make Pittsburgh a city that you can 
all be proud of.

Mr. Michaels: 

Mr. President, I would like to 
refer to Bill No. 2267 on which I cast 
an "Aye" vote. This bill deals with the 
Garfield Code Enforcement Program and 
while I felt I ought to vote favorably 
on this bill so that the program might 
be continued since there is a definite 
lack of funds as it affects this bill and 
we do need to go ahead with the pro¬ 
gram, there are certain inequities in 
the program that ought to be pointed 
out. 


I think in code enforcement, you deal 
with people of certain communities and 
place certain restrictions or certain in¬ 
vestigations in that area unique to it 
that do not affect other people in other 
parts of the City not under the same 
code enforcement. 


In this particular area, I know there ) 
are certain total blocks being condemn- ‘ 
ed while other blocks are not and par- f 
ticipants are requested to fix up their 
homes. It seems a number of alterna- j 
tives ought to be provided for people 
of marginal properties asked to comply 
with the code or leave their domicile. 


the property boarded up, and the people 
have no satisfaction under the law, re¬ 
ceiving no compensation for their prop¬ 
erty. Whereas, in another block, with 
the same code enforcement, someone 
would come along and pay for that 
property. 

It seems to me that Urban Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority ought to be looking for 
further funds so when they go into an 
area, code enforcement would be applied 
equally or else there should not be code 
enforcement at all. 


Mr. Kamyk: 

Mr. President, Mr. Michaels was 
not in Council when the Garfield area 
was chosen to he the area for rehabili¬ 
tation of homes and that is why the 
code enforcement is treated as it is in 
the Garfield area so that the area would 
comply with Federal requirements. As 
far as rehabilitation of homes in Gar¬ 
field is concerned, I think we should 
continue to cooperate with the area, 
also with the code enforcement pro¬ 
gram, and with Urban Redevelopment 
Authority. 


Mr. Mason: 

Anyone else care to react to Mr. 
Michael's remarks? 

It appears your remarks would be 
taken in proper context and perhaps 
this calls for communication with Urban 
Redevelopment Authority. We had the 
public hearing regarding the stringency 
with which code enforcement was being 
applied on the Northside. The pres¬ 
sure was first brought to bear by Citi¬ 
zens Against Slum Housing, for strict 
code enforcement. We went into strict 
code enforcement and now they are ask¬ 
ing for relief. What you are asking for 
is some kind of uniformity be applied 
in the enforcing of the code. 


Mr. Michaels: 

In the code enforcement area itself, 
they are not treating all the people 
within the area equally. In areas where 
they intend to put new housing, they 
condemn everything where there is a bad 
house. Where they do not intend to put 
in new housing, they board the prop- 
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erty up with no compensation to the 
people and I think that is unfair. In 
order to continue with the program, I 
think funds have to be provided and I 
think Urban Redevelopment Authority 
have some work to do to find more 
funds to take care of these people.

Mr. Shields has made due note 
of this and will see what can be done 
about It.

Judge David Olbum was bom in Cin¬ 
cinnati, Ohio, received an L.L.B. from 
the University of Pittsburgh Law School 
and served as Adjunct Professor of Pub¬ 
lic Administration in the Graduate 
School of Publlo and International Af¬ 
fairs of the University of Pittsburgh. 

David Olbum served the County of 
Allegheny and the City of Pittsburgh 
during his lifetime. He was Director of 




the Department of Elections of Alle¬ 
gheny County from 1937 to 1948; a 
Member of the Board and Vice Chair¬ 
man of the Allegheny County Sanitary 
Authority since that authority’s crea¬ 
tion in 1946. 

David Olbum was named Director of 
the Department of Public Safety of the 
City of Pittsburgh, and served in that 
capacity from 1955 to 1956; was a 
Member of the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh from May, 1956 to November, 
1961, when he was elected Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas of Allegheny 
County. He served as a Member and 
Chairman of the Planning Commission 
of the City of Pittsburgh and as a term 
trustee on the Board of Trustees of 
the University of Pittsburgh from 1970 
to 1972. 

As a lawyer, Director, Counc ilm an and 
Judge, his life was devoted to the law 
and to better communication between 
all people of the City. He was Chair¬ 
man of the Community Relations Com¬ 
mittee of the United Jewish Federation; 
a member of the Allegheny County Bar 
Association; a life member of the Board 
of YM&WHA of Pittsburgh; a member 
of the Board of Trustees of Carnegie 
Library and Carnegie Institute; a mem¬ 
ber of the State Board of American Civil 
Liberties Union; member of the Board 
of Educational Department, WQED; 
member of the American Society for 
Public Admininistration; member of the 
Mayor’s Commission on Human Re¬ 
sources; member of the Citizens’ Spon¬ 
soring Committee of the Allegheny Con¬ 
ference on Community Development; 
member of Action Housing, Inc., mem- 
ber of the Board of Community Action 
Pittsburgh; member of the Mayor's 
Commission on Human Relations; and 
served as first Vice Chairman of the 
Pitt Law Alumni Association. 

Judge Olbum expressed his devotion 
to Justice, his belief in civil liberties, 


and his passionate zest for life in a 
colorful, and humorous, rhetoric, the 
like of which may not soon be heard 
again. 

He leaves behind him an unexcelled 
record as attorney, civic leader, Jurist, 
and not the least, a lovable human 
being. 

He was a devoted husband to his wife, 
Ann; and a loving father to his son and 
two daughters.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Leslie: 

Mr. President, at this time I 
would like to make a motion that we 
hear from Mr. M. F. Stewart, Executive 
Secretary of the Asphalt Manufacturing 
Association, who has come here in order 
to make a presentation to City Council 
in regard to the manufacturing of asphalt 
and the application of the same. I think 
because of the many questions asked by 
members of Council in the past in regard 
to the paving and resurfacing of our City 
streets, and with the coming of winter, 
I feel that it would be well to hear the 
dtory from the other side of the fence by 
a person who is experienced and well 
qualified in this field. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Stewart: 

Mr. President and members of 
City Council: 

I am happy to come before you this 
morning in order to give you, as best I 
can, some information pertaining to the 
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manufacturing and the application of 
asphalt, and of course, to answer any 
questions that I can. 

I might start by saying that the holes 
in the streets in this area of course, are 
very important to the people of this area 
and will become even more so as we go 
into the winter and spring months. 

Now, there are several kinds of streets 
that we have to deal with. We have the 
stone streets, the concrete and stone 
streets and the asphalt. 

Judging the load specification of the 
streets that we have to repair, this adds 
up to be about one hundred and fifteen 
(115) thousands tons of asphalt to do 
the paving. On a good day, the asphalt 
plant can turn out about two hundred 
and fifty (250) tons of asphalt. In 124 
working days and working ten hours a 
day, using sand and slag instead of stone 
and concrete, then can turn out 360 tons 
of concrete per day. 

Most people think that in order to 
repair a street you just have to resurface 
it with asphalt. But this is not true. 
Take for instance, the pot holes that we 
are all familiar with. In order to repair 
a pot hole properly, it should first be 
cleaned out of any debris and then filled 
with a mixture of concrete and stone 
before it is resurfaced with asphalt. By 
doing it this way, the resurfacing will 
last much longer. 

Now for the streets. The best streets 
are the ones that have a base of concrete 
and stone and then covered with a layer 
of asphalt. But is has to be a good 
heavy layer of asphalt and not Just a 
thin layer, otherwise it will not last and 
will eventually crack and become full of 
holes. Also, there is a mixture of sand 
and slag that is sometimes used. 

We have a specific time in which we 
try to get any paving or resurfacing done 
and that is between the months of April 
and October, finishing up of course, 
around the 31st of October. Right now, 
we are r unn ing about 45% of our maxi- 
mum capacity, which of course means 
that we are behind in our work and we 
have about sixty (60) calendar working 
days left in this year in which we can 
do our work. 


Beoause of the rising cost in materials, 
wages, etc., all of the roads that do not 
get done now or this year, they are going 
to cost more next year. 

Also, any paving or resurfacing that is 
done from April through October will last 
much longer and give much better wear 
because asphalt improves with use before 
the cold weather and stands less chance 
of cracking or breaking. It is very neces¬ 
sary to keep this in mind because when 
those pot holes appear in the streets this 
winter, you will know why they cannot 
be repaired right away. It is just im¬ 
possible to do this kind of repair work 
in the winter or when the weather is 
cold. 

The Allegheny Asphalt Plant in Pitts¬ 
burgh is supposed to be reopened but 
right now there is some trouble about 
the dust and pollution in the neighbor¬ 
hood. What could be done is to install 
a dust collector that would eliminate 
some of that pollution. I think you 
voted them $100,000 to reopen the plant. 

There are different grades of asphalt 
and it runs from about $13.00 per ton 
to about $15.50 per ton, dependinig on 
the materials used in making it. 

That is about all that I have to say 
and if there are any questions I will try 
to answer them. 

Thank you. 

Mr. Lynch: 

I would like to know the specifi¬ 
cations of the actual material that goes 
in the pot holes? I understand that the 
specifications consist of certain elements 
or mixtures that go jnto the pot holes? 

Mr. Stewart: 

Yes, we have tried out six (6) 
different ingredients and mixes that have 
worked out quite well but we are con¬ 
stantly trying out other materials in 
order to come up with better mixes. 

There is always room for improvement. 

Mr. Michaels: 

Mr. Stewart, are the specifica- 
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tlons for the City, County and the State 
all the same? 

Mr. Stewart: 

No, they are not. The City has 
its own specifications which are different 
from those of the County or the State. 
Some municipalities such as Braddock, 
McKeesport and some others are governed 
by State specifications and then there 
are others governed by the County. 

Mr. Michaels: 

Do you participate in the bid¬ 
ding? 

Mr. Stewart: 

The company that I am with 
participates. After all, that is what keeps 
us in business. 

Mr. Michaels: 

Would you be willing to specu¬ 
late, in your opinion, aB to why in some 


counties, one contractor has been the 
low bidder? Is this an advantage that 
he enjoys? Is there any reason for this? 

Mr. Stewart: 

I would say that perhaps there 
is only one contractor close to a parti¬ 
cular area where there is going to be 
some resurfacing or paving done and he 
makes a bid to do the work in that area. 
There are other bidders that perhaps do 
bid, but they may be so far away that it 
would not pay them to make the bid be¬ 
cause they would have to haul their 
material from a distance and this would 
not pay them. So, consequently, that is 
an advantage to a bidder who is closer 
and this is one of the advantages that he 
enjoys.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. Leslie: 

Mr. President, I would like to 
move that the report from the Director 
of Public Works, in regard to a motion 
unanimously approved hers in Council 
at its regular meeting, pertaining to 
the cost analysis of paving and quality 
control and cost regarding asphalt, be 
made a part of the record. 

The report reads as follows: 

‘‘Charles Leslie, Chairman 
Committee on Public Works 

Dear Councilman Leslie 

In compiance with your request of 
August 4, 1971 that this Department 
provide the members of Council with 
data relating to the Asphalt Plant and 
our contemplated resurfacing program, 
I wish to provide the following informa¬ 
tion. For the purpose of clarity, the in¬ 
formation is being presented in the se¬ 
quence followed in your communication. 

1, A cost analysis of paving— 

An analysis of the out-of-pocket 
costs of producing asphalt at the 
City Asphalt Plant has Indicated 


an average unit price of $7.36 per 
ton. 

Since we have not encountered a 
major breakdown during the pe¬ 
riod of operation, we are at this 
time unable to provide an actual 
maintenance figure. However, 
maintenance should not exceed five 
(6%) per cent per ton which would 
only add thirty-seven ($.37) cents 
to the average unit price cited 
above. 

2. A program or schedule— 

The Asphalt Plant has been in op¬ 
eration for more than one month. 
During this period we have pro¬ 
ceeded with the resurfacing program 
contained in the Mayor's 1971 Cap¬ 
ital Improvement Program. It is 
our intent to continue with this 
program until work is prohibited 
by unfavorable weather conditions. 

3. Quality Costs— 

The material which we are current¬ 
ly producing is equivalent to that 
produced by Russell Industries and 
by Lampl Asphalt Paving Company, 
who are using the same material 
and meet the requirements of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. We 
have periodically tested the mate¬ 
rial at the City of Pittsburgh’s 
Bureau of Tests; the results have 
been favorable and the material in¬ 
stalled has proven to be very sat¬ 
isfactory. 

If further information is required, I 
shall be pleased to comply.

The Chair: 

Now, due to a previous motion 
in Council, I would like to call on Mr. 
Edkins. 

Mr. Edkins, will you kindly take the 
podium? 

Mr. Edkins: 

Mr. President, Members of 
Council, Ladies and Gentlemen. 


Mr. Leslie

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I have been requested by communica¬ 
tion dated September 14, 1971, by 

Members of Council, to provide a report 
as to what plans the Department may 
have for making arrangements for Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday at the Automotive 
Garage. 

Again I wish to Inform you that there 
are personnel available at the automo¬ 
tive garage twenty-four (24) hours a 
day, business is six (0) days a week. 

I visited the garage on Friday and on 
Saturday. During this time, there are 
men working with respect to mainte¬ 
nance and repair of various vehicles. We 
also, of course, have personnel available 
on Sunday. 

I do believe actually that the prob¬ 
lem, specifically, that we have reference 
to is not with maintenance and I think 
that there are three points that should 
be emphasized. 

1. From January 1, 1971 to August 0, 

1971 there was a total of forty-four 
(44 pieces of fire apparatus out of 
eighty-three (83) that were actual¬ 
ly involved in accidents which re¬ 
quired that these pieces of equip¬ 
ment be put out of service for ap¬ 
proximately a week or two. I be¬ 
lieve, most certainly, that this 
number is extremely high. 

2. I believe that as a rule when these 
pieces of equipment are put out of 
service, and as was testified to by 
Mr. Greenlee, many of the reserve 
vehicles have been utilized to re¬ 
place damaged pieces of equipment 
which we may have on hand. 

3. I believe also, as I pointed out, 
that we do have mechanical service 
available on Sunday in the event 
there should be a need for a me- 
ohanic. 

Should such a need arise, the garage 
can be contacted. In turn Mr. Grenlee 
can be called there immediately and in 
conjunction with the Fire Chief, can de¬ 
termine whether an emergency exists 
and of course a man can be made 
available. 

I believe the three points relates 
actually to the purchase of a particular 
national equipment. As Members of 


Council are aware, there are different 
types of equipment previously ordered 
which should be available around Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1972. 

In conclusion, I believe that most cer¬ 
tainly we do have a fair number of me¬ 
chanics fully employed to handle the 
maintenance required with respect to the 
work of fire equipment as well as High¬ 
ways and Sewers, and Water and any 
other Department involved. 

Mr. Leslie: 

Director, is this a change in 
plans since you were here at the public 
hearing? You said that we have auto¬ 
motive repair available on Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Mr. Eilkins: 

We have personnel available 
seven (7) days a week. 

Mr. Leslie: 

If you call. 

Mr. Edkins: 

There are mechanics there on 
Saturday. 

Mr. Leslie: 

Mr. Greenlee said at the hear¬ 
ing that you were covered from Mon¬ 
day through Friday, 7:00 A.M. to 11:00 
P.M. Do you or do you not have me¬ 
chanics there on Saturday and Sunday? 

Mr. Edkins: 

There are mechanics there on 
Saturday. 

Mr. Leslie: 

We went through this whole 
thing; the forty-four (44) pieces of 
equipment that was down and the lack 
of manpower to get the work done. It is 
all here in the minutes. 

The last thing that Mr. Michaels sug¬ 
gested was that you and Mr. Greenlee 
get together and present your request to 
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Council as soon as possible so that this 
matter could be taken care of immedi¬ 
ately and make the money available. 

Mr. Edkins: 

Councilman Leslie, if you re¬ 
member I did not have time to testify, 
I could not talk, I didn’t have a chance 
to before the hearing was adjourned. I 
spoke to Councilman Mason about it 
and he said that I could make a resume 
of what my testimony might have been 
at that particular time. Which I did. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Edkins, I don’t want any 
misunderstandings about this. When I 
called for your statement, Mr. Greenlee 
took the floor and I will say again 
quite clearly, that I was not aware of the 
fact that you wanted to testify. 

Mr. Edkins: 

Councilman Mason, you are cer¬ 
tainly correct in what you said. As you 
will remember, after Mr. Greenlee had 
given his testimony, the hearing was im¬ 
mediately adjourned and I did not have 
the opportunity to be heard. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Edkins, I tried to make this 
clear to you before you decided to ap¬ 
prise the Chair of this. 

Mr. Leslie: 

Mr. Chairman, this is ridiculous. 
We are wasting time, I want to read 
from the minutes. Mr. Greenlee says, 
“The only problem with having one 
man on call is that he may get to two 
(2) fire stations or three (3), then again 
he may only get to one station. I could 
use a couple of men on night turn.” 

Now you are saying that you have 
adequate personnel at all times but the 
testimony states that he doesn’t have 
enough personnel and there is nothing 
set up for implementing this. It is ri¬ 
diculous and you know it as well as I 
do. I wouldn’t go out and work on 
Saturday and Sunday if I didn’t have to 
either and I am sure that you wouldn’t. 


There is no such thing as gratitude or 
a final reward for faithful service in the 
past, so these men would generally be 
hard to find and I am going to end 
this. You accepted these minutes be¬ 
fore you appeared here and if you 
didn’t, you are just defeating the pur¬ 
pose of the whole hearing. 

Mr. Edkins: 

Councilman Leslie, I attended 
that meeting and the fact still remains 
that we do have adequate personnel 
convenient for the maintenance of theBe 
vehicles. 

Mr. Leslie: 

That is your personal opinion. 


Mr. Lynch: 

Mr. Chairman, I think we have 
a language problem here. We are try¬ 
ing to find out whether or not the ga¬ 
rage is covered twenty-four hours a day 
and seven days a week because Council 
has every intention of providing ade¬ 
quate fire protection for the citizens of 
this City. 

Now, I would like to ask the question 
again. Is there now available in the 
City of Pittsburgh on twenty-four (24) 
basis, seven (7) days a week, trained 
mechanics? 

Mr. Edkins: 

I believe I answered that ques¬ 
tion. I think it has been generally in¬ 
dicated to you that from Monday 
through Saturday, there are mechanics 
available at the garage. 

Mr. Lynch: 

I asked, ‘‘twenty-four (24) hours 
a day and seven (7) days a week?” 

Mr. Edkins: 

There are available, upon call, 
mechanics when required whether in 
the street or maintaining the equip¬ 
ment. I told you before and I will tell 
you again, we do have adequate cover¬ 
age. 
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Mr. Leslie: 

Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
move at this time that the Director of 
Public Works be requested to submit to 
this Council, in writing, a report as to 
whether or not he has automotive equip¬ 
ment mechanics on duty twenty -four 
(24) hours a day, seven days a week.

Gentlemen: I 

By communication dated September : 
14, 1971, I was requested to provide 


Council with an oral report relating to 
arrangements to have automotive re¬ 
pair personnel available on Saturdays 
and Sundays. 

After presentation of the oral report 
the members of Council requested that 
a supplemental written report also be 
provided. 

As I indioat d, there are personnel on 
duty at the automotive equipment ga¬ 
rage 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. 
Mechanics are on duty Monday through 
Friday, 8:00 A.M., to 11:00 P.M., and on 
Saturdays from 8:00 A.M., to 4:30 P.M. 

24 hours a day, 7 days a week, a road 
service maintenance man is on duty at 
the Automotive Equipment Garage to 
handle emergency service to all City- 
owned vehicle. Emergency tow truck 
service is also provided by the City on 
the same basis. In addition, a laborer is 
on duty at the Automotive Equipment 
Garage at all times to receive emergency 
calls, man the gas pumps, and service 
vehicles. 

In the event of a breakdown of fire 
equipment, arrangements have been 
made through the Superintendent of 
Automotive Equipment and the Fire 
Chief to have the vehicle involved 
towed to the garage for repairs. In the 
rare event that mechanics are needed 
at a fire, they are available through ar¬ 
rangements worked out with the Fire 
Chief. 

The number of mechanics assigned to 
the maintenance of Fire and Police ve¬ 
hicles has not decreased. The assigned 
personnel have experienced a temporary 
increase in workload caused by an ex¬ 
tremely high accident rate (44 of 83 ve¬ 
hicles damaged from January 1, 1971 to 
August 6, 1971) which has resulted in 
the permanent loss of some equipment 
and lowered the number of standby 
equipment. Some delay in repairs of 
equipment have been occasioned by re¬ 
ceipt of specialized parts from the man¬ 
ufacturers. 

The shortage of standby equipment 
will be rectified by: 

1. The recent placement in service of 
two snorkel trucks. 
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2. The purchase, under the 1970 Capi¬ 
tal Improvement Program, of five 
(5) new pumpers; and, 

3. The purchase, this year, of an ad¬ 
ditional five (5) pieces of equip¬ 
ment. 

In conclusion, I wish to advise the 
members of Council that mechanics have 
been provided in the various segments 
of the repair division of the automotive 
garage to maintain our original staff. It 
is my observation, as well as that of Su¬ 
perintendent Greenlee and Chief Ken- 
nelly, that the present system is func¬ 
tioning satisfactorily and emergency 
service will be provided as considered 
necessary by the Fire Chief and Superin¬ 
tendent Greenlee, who are experienced in 
this matter. 

We would recommend to the members 
of City Council that the ordinance re¬ 
cently submitted providing for the pur¬ 
chase of the additional fire equipment 
be approved as early as possible so that 
the essential standby facilities can be 
available without future delay.

Dear Sirs and Madam: 

After ear ful review of the attached 
Bill No. 2685 I am returning it unsigned 
with my veto. The reasons for my dis¬ 
approval are: 

1. The bill is vague, ambiguous and 
not properly titled. 

2. The ownership of the property 
involved is vested in the three taxing 
bodies and cannot be altered without 
joint formal action of all three taxing 
bodies. The bill attempts to amend a 
prior agreement entered into by formal 
resolutions of the three taxing bodies 
without formal consent of the three 
taxing bodies. 

3. The bill attempts to interfere with 
executive and administrative branch 
cf City Government by requiring it to 
enter into an agreement with one spe¬ 
cific person and thereby prevents the 
executive from publicly securing the 
best possible use and price for the 
lands in question. 

4. The leases referred to in the bill 
involves lands that are zoned for pur¬ 
poses other than billboards and since 
said leases have properly been termi¬ 
nated they cannot be revived since 
they do not conform to City zoning 
codes. 

5, The bill attempts to direct the 
executive to place and lease billboards 
in areas of the City which do not con¬ 
form to the Zo nin g Code and is against

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the public policy as stated in the Zon¬ 
ing Law of the City of Pittsburgh. 

6. The bill is an attempt to amend 
the Zoning Code for the benefit of one 
person, a special interest, Pittsburgh 
Outdoor Advertising Company. 

The bill constitutes an unlawful inter¬ 
ference with the executive power by the 
legislative branch. 

I have requested a legal opinion from 
the City Solicitor and am advised that 
the bill is illegal and unenforceable.

I want to reply to the Mayor’s veto 
message, and I will do so in paragraphs 
numbered to conform to his statement. 

1. The bill is clear. It says briefly 
and plainly that Council wants the 
leases to Pgh. Outdoor Advertising Co. 
continued in force and that these are 
to be cancelled only upon approval by 
Council. 

The purpose is also clear. It is to curb 
arbitrary and personal decisions in a 
matter affecting employment in the City 
and revenues to the City. 

2. This is erroneous. The bill does 
not affect ownership relations of the 
municipalities, nor does it attempt to 
amend any agreement between the 
municipalities. 


3. This is patently untrue and ri¬ 
diculous. 

(a) Under the Second Class City Code, 
the legislative power, which in¬ 
cludes power to sell, lease and 
contract. Is vested in Council. The 
Mayor has the right to veto legis¬ 
lation, and Council has the right 
to override his veto. 

(b) If the Mayor has a higher offer 
for the use of this land he has not 
told Council of it, as is his duty. 
In fact, the Mayor's action could 
reduce revenue to the City. Actu¬ 
ally, most of the land involved la 
useless for any other purpose. 

(o) Every year, Council, with the ap¬ 
proval of the Mayor, authorizes 
many leases, sales and contracts 
with a specific person or persons. 
Apparently, a person is a special 
interest when the Mayor dislikes 
or opposes him. 

4-5 Use of the leased parcels for 
billboards is a proper legal non-con¬ 
forming use under the zoning ordi¬ 
nance. The Mayor Is attempting to 
do Indirectly what he failed to do 
when Council refused to pass zoning 
amendments which would have put 
outdoor advertising companies out of 
business, with resulting increase of 
unemployment and decrease In tax and 
other revenues to the City. 

6. As he pointed out above, hun¬ 
dreds of leases, sales and contracts are 
regularly and properly made by the 
City with Individual persons or corpo¬ 
rations. Each one could be called a 
“special interest”, but such a label 
would be false. 

Council, as n body, is not concerned 
with personalities but only with issues. 
If a policy is good for the City, it should 
he adopted, and rejected if bad for the 
City. Calling names is not the way to 
determine policy. The Mayor demeans 
himself when he accuses Council Is fa¬ 
voring a “special interest” because the 
Mayor disagrees with Council, when in 
fact, both the Mayor and Council must 
deal with individual people and specific 
companies when entering into a con¬ 
tract. It is time the Mayor recognized 
that personal whim or prejudice is not 
the guide for City policy. 
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7. So far as the solicitor's legal 
opinion is concerned, we do not ac¬ 
cept it. I understand that the legal 
question is now before the Court of 
Common Pleas for determination. 

I want to make it clear once again 
that Council has passed this ordinance, 
and has refused to pass prior ordinances 
of the Mayor on this matter because the 
effect of the Mayor’s polioy will be to 
increase unemployment. Council is de¬ 
termined to do all that it can to in¬ 
crease employment and I wish the Mayor 
would cooperate with us in this, as well 
as in other areas. 

Mr. Chairman, I move that Council 
override the Mayor’s veto. 

Mr. Fagan: 

I second the motion. 

The Chair: 

What Mr. Kamyk is asking 
Council to do is override the Mayor’s 
veto and and to vote “aye” if you are 
in favor of overriding tho veto and “no” 
if you are opposed. 

Mr. Lynch: 

Mr. Chairman, before we vote I 
would like to make one statement. I 
think it is important that we as mem¬ 
bers of this Council, who have been 
vested with the duties of City Council, 
should know whether or not City Coun¬ 
cil has the right to review contracts on 
behalf of the City. 

I do not think that the executive ad¬ 
ministration has the right to intervene 
in matters of this ki.'.J and I think that 
we are obliged to override the Mayor’s 
veto. I find it somewhat trying that the 
executive administration would oppose 
the Billboards. 

I also strongly feel that the issue here is 
whether or not Council has the author¬ 
ity to oversee the actions of the execu¬ 
tive administration and I think It is 
important, as a City service, to know 
this. 

In light of these things, I agree whole¬ 
heartedly with Mr. Kamyk in overriding 
the Mayor’s veto.

Mr. Chairman, with reference to 
the Bill involving Parcel “A’* of the 
Lower Hill Project and the parcel of 
land which the Port Authority wishes 
to use to establish a terminal for mass 
transit, I would Just like to say that this 
matter has been given a great deal of 
attention by all members of Council. 

We have received a number of legal 
opinions as to the role that Council 
should play and the role that Council 
cannot play with reference to that 
Parcel. 

It appears to me that whatever action 
we do at this time would be rather 
futile in view of our legal limitations 
and that we should perhaps take a role 
of being available to the Port Authority, 
the Commissioners and the Administra¬ 
tion when and if called upon to do so. 

Rather than to proceed to act on this 
Bill, I would recommend and 1 would 
move at this point, that this Bill be 
tabled and reco mm itted to Committee. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Shields, could you rephrase 
that motion please? 

Mr. Shields: 

Mr. Chairman, I move that Bill 
No. 728 be recommitted to Committee.

If I may Mr. Chairman, I would 
like to turn back the clock to the events 
of the past week. 

I think the events of the past require 
some significant revision on the part of 
this Council. It seems to me that we 
are involved in a situation which the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority is going 
to be able to pick a particular site which 
will then place a premium on the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

I am sure, and I don’t believe that 
when this Agreement was constituted, 
its founders did not intend that they 
should be able to sit in Judgment and 
say who shall and who shall not have 
mass transit. 

It is clearly outlined that the Auth¬ 
ority is under the strict power of the 
Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh and the 
Mayor may make proposals or approvals 
to this Commission, but it is also up to 
this Commission to serve in the best 
interest of the people and I wonder 
about this Authority, whether they are 
really serving the people in the best 
interest of all. 

I have here a letter before me stating 
that a meeting was held on October 28, 
1971. The Bill in question was with¬ 
drawn by the Authority at that meeting. 

I had no previous knowledge of this 
meeting or what was taking place other 
than what I read in the news media 
and this letter, and I think Council 
ought to know whether they have legal 
authority to do this. With respect to 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority, I 
think we have to know the what, when 
and where as Council becomes a party 
to this and I think we ought to know 
our weaknesses. 

The Chair: 

With respect to what has been 
said, I think that the public is entitled 
to an explanation. 

While talking, Mr. Michaels continued 
to use the term "Bill.” What he really 
meant or what he was referring to was 
what the Urban Redevelopment Author- 
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ity considers their "Bill.** It is their 
Resolution that they are withdrawing, 
but this Council has a Bill before it and 
the motion is that this Bill be heard 
in closed discussion before bringing it 
to the public. Therefore, it has been 
properly moved and seconded that this, 
our Bill, be recommitted to Committee.

Mr. Michaels: 

Contrary to statements made by 
the public and mass media, City Coun¬ 
cil has not “backed away" from its res- 
ponslbitities, but recognizes an inherent 
weakness in moving legislation involv¬ 
ing the Urban Redevelopment Authority. 

Events of the past several weeks, which 
have seen Mayor Flaherty replace a 
member of the Authority at will just 
because his vote was in opposition, indi¬ 
cate one glaring weakness and deny the 
opportunity for Independent viewpoints 
on the part of members of the Auth¬ 
ority. Also, the appointment of new 
members without the advice and con¬ 
sent of City Council makes the Mayor’s 
position virtually unilateral and City 
Council's opinion meaningless. 

Since City Council and the Mayor are 
both parties to a cooperation agreement 
entered into with the Urban Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority, the Council must be 
given an opportunity to exercise certain 
judgments as to actions taken by the 
U.R.A. This is not possible presently. 
The Mayor’s actions have undermined 
the integrity of the Authority and the 
Council must now seriously consider the 
propriety of moving U.R.A. legislation. 

It would be my hope that information 
gained from the rec omm endations of the

A REPORT TO THE PEOPLE 
I am pleased to report to the people 


of Pittsburgh that the financial stabil¬ 
ity of your City today is better than it 
has been in the past ten years. 

This is unique today since most major 
cities throughout the country are faced 
with high taxes and even higher deficits. 

The City of Pittsburgh will end this 
year with a cash surplus—and a de¬ 
crease in taxes. 

This is in keeping with my pledge to 
the people to provide firm fiscal control 
and sound management of your tax doL 
lars. 

It has not been easy. In Pittsburgh 
the cost of Government increases 8% 
per year while income from tax rev¬ 
enues increases at a rate of only 1% per 
year. This gap between costs and taxes 
is the cause of the big financial crunch 
facing all cities. 

During the last 20 years we lost one- 
fifth of our population, 150,000 people, 
mostly younger and middle income 
groups who were in the age range 
from 25 - 44. 

Today we are no longer servicing 676,- 
000 residents that lived here twenty 
years ago. We must face the reality of 
serving our remaining 520,117 people. 

To attempt to maintain a payroll of 
7,000 with built-in patronage and poli¬ 
tical favoritism would have been too 
great a burden on our taxpayers. 

In the 1971 budget I took out 800 po¬ 
sitions, and I have taken 200 more vac¬ 
ancies out of the 1972 budget. 

True, there are still some jobs appro¬ 
priated for, but unfilled, but they are 
mostly in Public Safety and I have left 
them in as necessary for the operation 
of this City, 
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I have not cut the police and fire 
budget and ask that you do not. 

In the event of an emergency a reserve 
ia necessary. 

Then too, we have by no means com¬ 
pleted our reorganization. 

Under the strong leadership of Police 
Superintendent Robert Colville and Fire 
Chief Thomas Kennelly we are in the 
process of reorganizing and evaluating 
many areas of Public Safety. 

I believe that it makes for more di¬ 
rect and responsive management to have 
the Police Superintendent and the Fire 
Chief directly in charge of their bureaus 
and the men who serve Tinder them. 

This is why I have not filled the po¬ 
sition of Director of Public Safety. 

There are 80 more policemen on the 
street today than when we took office 
two years ago. This has been accom¬ 
plished by transferring many policemen 
and supervisors from clerical duties to 
street duty. 

We are the fourth highest City in the 
nation in the number of policemen on 
duty in proportion to population. 

We have 3.2 policemen for every 1000 
residents while Cleveland, our nearest 
neighbor, has 2.9. The national average 
for other cities is 2.5 policemen for every 
1000 residents. 

This year the crime rate for the City 
of Pittsburgh in major crime areas 1 b 
down by 10^. 

Our present force consists of 1680 men 
with an additional reserve of 82 positions 
available in the 1972 Budget in the event 
of an emergency and to permit Superin¬ 
tendent to further evaluate our police 
manpower needs. 

The Fire Department has been in need 
of strong leadership from its Chief. In 
the past hiB role was weakened because 
of the structure of the Safety Depart¬ 
ment. Now the Chief manages directly 
the operation of his Bureau and has tak¬ 
en a firm hand in scheduling the men 
for duty assignments. 

New specialized fire-fighting equip¬ 
ment has been purchased to better pro¬ 


tect our City including five new fire 
pumpers and six new hl-expansion foam 
generators to better fight fires. 

A 1971 evaluation by the American In¬ 
surance Association has given our Fire 
Bureau a higher rating than it had five 
years ago. However, this does not mean 
the fire insurance companies will be de¬ 
terred in their efforts for higher insur¬ 
ance rates during 1972 

There are 1016 men presently on the 
fire payroll and 84 unfilled positions 
which we are keeping in the budget for 
availability for Chief Kennelley and his 
manpower needs. 

After the first of the year, the Bu¬ 
reau of Fire will be reorganized as the 
result of the mandatory reduction in 
hours granted in this year’s arbitration. 
As a result of reducing the working 
hours from 52 to 50 the number of 
companies will be consolidated from the 
present 81 to 71. This will enable the 
Bureau to increase the number of men 
in each company. These changes will 
further improve our firefighting capa¬ 
bilities. 

In 1971 the City received a Federal 
Grant in the amount of $2,287,400 to 
develop a 12-month Public Employment 
Program for the unemployed. 

We could have used this money to ex¬ 
pand our City payroll but this would 
not have been the most effective use of 
it. Instead, I channeled over $600,000 
to the Pittsburgh School System to hire 
100 security aides in schools, lessening 
the burden on the Pittsburgh Police. An 
additional $800,000 was channeled to the 
Housing Authority to upgrade their work 
force. 

These Federal Funds, are also being 
used to hire 37 disabled veterans to work 
in the Police Bureau to relieve police¬ 
men and policewomen from performing 
clerical duties and will release more po¬ 
lice for regular duties. 

The Water Department is another area 
of increased City services with less per¬ 
sonnel. 

When I took office two years ago 
there were 505 employees in the Water 
Department. In this budget there are 
369 employees, and we are providing a 
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high quality of water according to U.S. 
Public Health Service and our water 
rates are lower than surrounding com¬ 
munities. South Pittsburgh Water, a 
privately owned water company charges 
98 cents for each 1000 gallons, while this 
City has a current rate of 73 cents per 
1000 gallons—a difference of 25%. 

The 1972 Budget calls for further im¬ 
provements in the amount of 81.5 mil¬ 
lion for new and rehabilitated water 
lines. 

The Department of Public Works un¬ 
der Director William Edkins has pro¬ 
duced 30,000 tons of asphalt in four 
months of operation for our City streets 
and potholes. Over 8 miles of City 
streets were paved. 

I reopened our asphalt plant because 
this City has been under the domination 
and control of Allegheny Asphalt now 
known as Allegheny Contracting Indus¬ 
tries. This street contracting company, 
because of old political alliances, has 
kept other contractors from competing 
here. They have divided up territories 
so that our City is their captive, and it 
was time we stopped them from doing 
business in this manner. 

In our Capital Improvement Budget 
an additional forty-one miles of City 
streets will be converted to new mer¬ 
cury street lighting. 

An additional $2 million in capital 
improvements will go into street recon¬ 
struction. 

Keeping traffic arteries and streets 
clear of snow is an important City serv¬ 
ice. Last year we used 27,000 tons of 
salt. This year we will use approxi¬ 
mately 28,000 tons and our plans for 
1972 include purchasing 30,000 tons of 
salt. 

Our City taxpayers pay the garbage 
and refuse employees the highest wages 
in the nation and they are entitled to 
good service and equipment. 

Some of our refuse compactor trucks 
are worn out and should be replaced. 
However, City Council has failed to 
honor my request for new refuse pack¬ 
ers to improve our refuse collection 
services. I urge Council to act on this 
request at once. 


In Parks and Recreation we main¬ 
tained all existing parks, playgrounds, 
swimming pools and added ten more 
portable swimming pools. Twenty-nine 
recreation sites were lighted and new 
play equipment added. 

In the 1972 capital budget we will be¬ 
gin construction of a new ice skating 
rink in the East End and an additional 
ice skating rink is going into the South 
Side. 

Three new modern playgrounds will 
be constructed and sixty existing play¬ 
grounds will be rehabilitated and im¬ 
proved. 

Our 1972 Capital Improvement Pro¬ 
gram, which is also being submitted to 
you today, totals $38,041,250. Less than 
one-third of this constitutes new City 
bond funds while $25,048,000 represents 
monies obtained from outside sources— 
Federal, State and local. 

Major new capital expenditures will be 
in the areas of housing, street recon¬ 
struction and repair, the repair and 
maintenance of our water system, im¬ 
provement and renovation of public 
buildings, more lighting—both down¬ 
town and in the neighborhoods—and the 
building of new park facilities. 

By the end of 1971 in the City of 
Pittsburgh we will have had 1600 new 
housing starts. This is 200 units more 
than were constructed last year. 

For years people have been talking 
about cutting the red tape required to 
obtain a Building Permit from the City 
of Pittsburgh. In 1972 we will be doing 
something about it. We will provide a 
one stop service for those requesting a 
permit — either a single appearance at 
the Public Safety Building or a mailed 
permit system. 

In 1971 the Neighborhood Youth 
Corps Program provided jobs for 2,000 
disadvantaged youth. 

The Model Cities Program provided 
two thousand residents with dental care, 
while 760 people have received help 
from Neighborhood Legal Services. Five- 
hundred youngsters went to camp this 
summer while another 500 were tutored 
to improve educational achievement. 
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We have one of the most scenic cities 
in America with many open green hill¬ 
sides breaking up the monotony so often 
found in concrete cities. 

Unfortunately billboards are marring 
the natural scenic charm of Pittsburgh. 

There are presently 1782 billboards in 
our City, more than 30 for each square 
mile. 

Since television and radio have banned 
cigarette and alcohol commercials the 
billboards are increasing at an alarm¬ 
ing rate in Pittsburgh. 

In 1971 I asked City Council to pass 
an Ordinance restricting the growth of 
billboards and they refused. 

Council event so far as to continue 
their use of City owned land in non¬ 
commercial zones. 

In 1972 I will resubmit this Legisla¬ 
tion and ask Council to take action. 

I occasionally hear cries of anguish 
from some of the local politicians, and 
some City labor leaders, who seek to 
alarm the public that our cost-cutting 
methods reduce City services. The facts 
are otherwise. 

Our cost-cutting technique has been 
to weed out and reorganize and consoli¬ 
date manpower so that City taxpayers 
get more for their tax dollars. 

Again I can only promise these crit¬ 
ics more changes until we eliminate all 
unnecessary positions. 

As a result of this cost-cutting reor¬ 
ganization and re - evaluation we have 
ended the year with a cash surplus of 
$9,296,664. 

Other cities have not been as fortu¬ 
nate. For example, Cleveland, our near¬ 
est large City, with a budget similar to 
ours will have a deficit of $26 million 
next year. 

Philadelphia is projecting a deficit 
that may go as high as $30 million. 

Ironically, those critics who have 
fought our cost-cutting every inch of 
the way have been the first to Jump in 
as the new friend of the taxpayer. 


This surplus will have a short life as 
most of it will be needed to offset in¬ 
creases in the 1972 budget. 

Among the major increases are police 
and fire arbitration awards amounting 
to $1.7 million. 

For the first time in this City’s his¬ 
tory we will be paying our policemen 
time and one half for overtime which 
will also be an additional cost increase 
for us. 

Refuse workers and School Guards 
have negotiated final settlements which 
increase our cost $265,000 over the cur¬ 
rent year. 

For all other non-uniformed employ¬ 
ees I am recommending a five per cent 
increase for those employees whose sal¬ 
ary is less than $10,000 per year. For em¬ 
ployees over $10,000 per year I recom¬ 
mend a flat increase of $600. This will 
increase costs $1,194,000. 

For years foremen and some other su¬ 
pervisors have not received wages equal 
to the employees they supervise. I will 
propose an amendment to the Salary 
Ordinance to provide for grade and step 
increases to these employees to cure this 
inequity. 

I am also recommending paid over¬ 
time to all blue collar employees at the 
rate of time and one half. This will 
eliminate the previous practice of so- 
called compensatory time off, which was 
given in lieu of overtime pay. 

It will also increase our costs. 

Another change in the blue collar 
budget is in the area of crafts. In re¬ 
cent years the crafts have been working 
a different number of days each year. ., 
such as 239 days for electricians as op¬ 
posed to 254 days for carpenters and 260 
days for laborers. 

This practice is not in keeping with 
good management and we have budgeted 
on the basis of a uniform standard of 
260 days for all which will increase our 
costs but provide more productive work 
from the employees. 

Early in the year we had a strike. Al¬ 
though that strike was illegal we must 
face up to the fact that the new Public 
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Employee Law has approved the right to 
strike after bargaining and mediation 
is exhausted. 

This means that we must be ready to 
take a strike as a fact of life. 

And public officials must know when 
to grant demands and when to stand 
their ground and weather the storm. 

Just as there is one bargaining unit 
for the blue collar workers so too is 
there one bargaining agent for manage¬ 
ment. 

The official bargaining agent for man¬ 
agement is the Mayor’s Office. Bargain¬ 
ing is an executive function not a legis¬ 
lative function. 

If the labor bargaining unit is unhap¬ 
py with the negotiations they must 
proceed according to the Public Em¬ 
ployees Law to mediation and fact find¬ 
ing. 

They cannot bypass proper procedures 
by seeking to have City Council inter¬ 
vene in the bargaining process. 

In short, they cannot play the game 
of going from the Mayor to Council to 
increase their demands. 

Another major increase in next year’s 
cost is debt service which will go up in 
1972 by $1,045,760. 

Three Rivers Stadium which had a big 
year with the National League Playoffs 
and World Series still was not able to 
meet its debt as its promoters pledged 
and so the City taxpayers will have to 
make up the deficit which is $750,000 
for 1972. 

Because of the unusually fine year 
for the Pirates our amusement taxes 
were up $200,000, not near enough to 
offset the $750,000 deficit, and while I 
hope the Pirates win again we cannot 
budget on the basis of another World 
series.

In the 1972 budget we have net in¬ 
creases of $8.2 million and if we did not 
have the surplus it would have been 
necessary to increase taxes by ten mills 
on land and 5 mills on buildings. 

With this surplus we can meet these 
increased wages and costa without a tax 
increase. 

After payment of these 1972 cost in¬ 
creases there is still a remaining sur¬ 
plus of $1.7 million. 

Therefore, I recommend that the real 
estate taxes be reduced two mills on 
land and one mill on buildings. This is 
a percentage decrease of approximately 
three and three quarters percent 
<3%fc). 

In choosing real estate taxes as the 
tax to reduce we carefully reviewed all 
our tax sources and because of the in¬ 
creasing number of elderly residents of 
limited means I am convinced that a 
real estate deduction is the only fair 
method of reducing taxes. This will ben¬ 
efit all homeowners and tenants as well 
as the business community. 

In summary the 1972 budget has been 
balanced as follows:

During the first decade of the renais¬ 
sance of Pittsburgh much was done for 
the renewal of our City under the lead¬ 
ership of David Lawrence and Richard 
K. Mellon. 

In the second decade the leadership 
passed into the hands of an alliance of 
special interests, consisting of the poli¬ 
tical machine and private interests who 
made the renaissance their own private 
enterprise. 

Massive projects which heavily fa¬ 
vored special interests were forced onto 
our City taxpayers. 

We have seen how the Stadium, Sky- 
bus and even the location of the Con¬ 
vention Center are being used to subsi¬ 
dize private interests at the expense of 
the taxpayer. 

Skybus is an example. The ride will 
not be worth the cost. It is another 
subsidy for the special interest and it 
will not provide mass transit for the City 
or the County. 

The people should decide in a refer¬ 
endum this Spring, which is what most 
cities have done. 

The City must serve the needs of all 
the people and this includes the resi¬ 
dents as well as business interests. 

This is the leadership that I have 
pledged to you. 

Finally, while the past two years have 
been difficult the one thing that has 
kept me going has been the encourage¬ 
ment and support I have received from 
you, the people of Pittsburgh. 

I am grateful for your patience and 
understanding. 

With your help and support we have 
balanced the budget and cut the taxes. 

It’s a new day.

An Ordinance requir¬ 
ing that the City Solicitor shall insti¬

Re. Mayor's Veto of Bill No. 2171 & 2972 

Gentlemen and Madam: 

The Port Authority of Allegheny 
County is attempting to begin an ex¬ 
perimental transit system in Allegheny 
County on a piecemeal basis without 
clearly disclosing what the transporta¬ 
tion system for the entire County is to 
be and what it will cost. 

The total cost and plans of the en¬ 
tire transit system Is being withheld 
deliberately in order to prevent a ref¬ 
erendum by the people of Allegheny 
County. 

The law requires the County Commis¬ 
sioners to submit the issues to a coun¬ 
tywide referendum because County bond 
funds will be necessary over the amount 
now authorized. 

In order to avoid the referendum re¬ 
quired to be submitted by the County 
Commissioners in such case the Port 
Authority and majority County Com¬ 
missioners are disclosing only a portion 
of the plans and costs now estimated at 
$228.5 million. 

The purpose is obvious. They seek to 
begin by immediately co mmi tting $4.7 
million in construction costs into the 
Wabash Tunnel. 

The aim of the Port Authority and its 
proponents is to begin piecemeal con¬ 
struction to prevent any turning back, 
and thus force the people into am irre¬ 
vocable position. 

It is an arbitrary and capricious act 
for the Port Authority and majority 
County Commissioners to undertake any 
portion of a transit system without dis¬ 
closing what the entire plan is and what 
it will cost. 
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It Is arbitrary and capricious to begin 
construction and rehabilitation of the 
Wabash Tunnel site without having 
first acquired all of the rights of way 
along the proposed TERL line. 

The Port Authority has not as yet ac¬ 
quired the necessary rights of way and 
land sites from the other public and 
private bodies now holding ownership 
of land along the TERL expressway. 

Nor has the Port Authority obtained 
the consent of public bodies and mu¬ 
nicipalities through which the TERL 
expressway will run. 

It is an arbitrary and capricious act 
for City Council to approve this Bill and 
the Early Action Program without hav¬ 
ing first received a full and complete 
disclosure of the entire project. 

I recommend that City Council with¬ 
hold its approval of this Bill until a ref¬ 
erendum is submitted on the entire pro¬ 
ject and its costs to the people of Alle¬ 
gheny County. 

Such a referendum can and should be 
placed on the ballot at the Spring Pri¬ 
mary Election or sooner if the County 
Commissioners will call for a special 
election. 

For these reasons I hereby veto Coun¬ 
cil Bill No. 2971. I am returning the 
Bill unsigned, and urge you to recon¬ 
sider thiB Bill at the next meeting of 
Council, Monday, November 29, 1971

There are several prob¬ 
lems that we have been faced with and 
therefore, I think that it ought to be a 
matter of review. 

What I am asking for is that we re¬

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portant business was handled and Coun¬ 
cil had to face up to and which we, 
ourselves, are in this mess which was 
not of our own doing. 

The Chair: 

On Monday, November 8, 1971, 
Council introduced Bill No. 2971 and 
Bill No. 2972 and on Monday, November 
15, 1971 at its Legislative Session, Coun¬ 
cil by an eight (8) to one (1) vote, 
passed the ordinance. To further eluci¬ 
date, on Monday, November 15, 1971 im¬ 
mediately following the Legislative ses¬ 
sion, I signed the Bill, sent it over and 
learned that the Mayor was not there 
and would not be there until two or 
three o’clock on that date. 

Mr. Lynch: 

Mr. President, I would like to 
bring out one point. The Mayor implies 
that it is illegal for Council or that 
Council has no right to over-ride his 
veto. This Council asked the City Solici¬ 
tor, Mr. Ralph Lynch, for his opinion as 
to whether or not Council has the right 
to over-ride the Mayor’s veto at today’s 
meeting. The City Solicitor has indicated 
that it was in order to over-ride the 
veto on December 6, 1971. Therefore, I 
think we should proceed to do so. It is 
apparent that the Solicitor does not 
agree with the Mayor that Council has 
no right to over-ride the veto. 

Mr. Shields: 

Mr. President, I would just like 
to comment, for just a moment, about 
the convention of the National League 
of Cities. It was a very good program 
and very informative. We learned that 
other cities the size of Pittsburgh and 
others have similar problems that we 
have and that our problems are not 
unique but rather universal. The opin¬ 
ion of most of the people that I spoke 
to and those most knowledgeable about 
Cities, have mass transit in the United 
States. 

It was also the opinion of most of the 
people there, that to do nothing is to 
stagnate and I endorse the idea of mov¬ 
ing ahead with mass transit and I not 
only endorse that idea but I certainly 
don’t want to have any part of deterring 


the motion of approval of the City’s 
rapid transit, doing nothing, and I sug¬ 
gest that we move on. 

Mir. Caliguirl: 

I am very upset about this veto 
that is before us but I intend to be 
consistent with my vote. However, I 
might add that our responsibility here 
does not end with either a “yes” or “no” 
vote and I intend to try to get the best 
type of mass transit for the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

If this means that we have to get to¬ 
gether with the Port Authority or the 
powers that be in order to come up with 
some agreement, then that is what I 
intend to do. I, myself, am going to 
try to sit down and work out a solution 
for this whole mess and assure the 
people of Pittsburgh that this thing is 
not going to be made a political foot¬ 
ball. 

I would hope that all of the parties 
would sit down and try to iron this 
thing out. There are people who are 
going to be hurt through all of this 
rhetoric and technicalities about whether 
or not a veto should or should not be 
approved.

Mr. President, I would like to 
make a suggestion, I just want to throw 
it out today, not in the form of a mo¬ 
tion or resolution, for consideration by 
all of Council. 

I am thinking in terms of some of the 
things discussed at the "so-called exorbi¬ 
tant and perhaps unneeded” conference 
that the National League of Cities had in 
Hawaii, in terms of the large number 
of delegates from all over the United 
States and in which Pittsburgh was 
poorly represented in terms of numbers 
of delegates there. 

One of the most significant things 
and ideas and thoughts that was 
exposed and brought to light waE 
a need for coordination and plan¬ 
ning between various governments and 
also the need to deal more directly and 
more prematurely with the people. In 
other words, plan with them instead of 
for them. I wanted to throw it out 
today so that perhaps Council can—I 
am thinking in terms of a coordinating 
committee for community input involv¬ 
ing County officers directly involved in 
doing things that directly affect the 
people, the City departments, and any¬ 
one else, so that we can together un¬ 
derstand what one department is doing 
and how it affects another department 
and, generally, how it affects the peo¬ 
ple. From that, hopefully we will reach 
the point where we, after understand¬ 
ing each other and after understanding 
where the particular mover is going, 
then the matter can be taken to the 
people for an explanation prior to the 
time that it hits the news without 
there being an awareness of what is 
going on and resulting in a great deal 
of misunderstanding and general con¬ 
fusion and lack of knowledge. 

I think if we could work on this kind 
of thing, involving all areas of govern¬ 
ment for exchange of ideas and plans 
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and from there taking it out to the 
community directly involved, perhaps 
we will be saving ourselves a lot of 
trouble. I feel personally the manner 
in which the Port Authority has gone 
about mass transit, which I am for, has 
created a lot of problems. I think the 
public relations aspect of it has been 
pretty bad and I think this is one way 
we can eliminate that kind of thing 
happening again. I would like to throw 
it out for the thoughts of my colleagues 
so that perhaps after we are through 
with the budget next week or the fol¬ 


lowing week, we can discuss it and work 
out something workable, sensible, and 
practical.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 

BUDGET REMARKS 

Edgar W. Michaels, Finance Chairman 
Pittsburgh City Council 

December 30, 1971 

The City of Pittsburgh Budget for the 
year 1972 is $109.4 Million. 

This is an increase of 6% or $6 Mil¬ 
lion over the appropriations for last 
year. And the 1972 figure is actually 
15% more than the anticipated expen¬ 
ditures for 1971. 

City Council feels that these appro¬ 
priations establish the proper rate of 
expenditures to carry out its mandated 
responsibilities for the safety, health, 
and economic interest of its citizens. 

Let us be reminded that City Coun¬ 
cil has an obligation to deliver a bal¬ 
anced budget to the taxpayers of the 
City of Pittsburgh, avoiding both any 
significant deficit or surplus. In our 
present case, a surplus provokes many 
interesting and revealing questions: 

—Have the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh been deliberately over¬ 
taxed in order to create a year-end 
surplus for the purposes of political 
expediency? 

—If the money has been appropri¬ 
ated at the Mayor’s request for pro¬ 
grams and personnel and then has 
not been spent, what is our obliga¬ 
tion to the taxpayer? 
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—Have Pittsburghers been unneces¬ 
sarily denied valuable programs and 
been forced to contend with lower 
quality services and deferred costs? 

Considering the substantial surplus in 
1971 of $9.2 Million, the Mayor’s 1972 
recommended budget increase of addi¬ 
tional $8.2 Million over the total ap¬ 
propriations for 1971 hardly seems 
justified. Numerous job positions re¬ 
quested by the administration and al¬ 
lotted for in the 1971 budget have not 
been filled and services and programs 
have not been expanded, so that this 
huge credit at the end of the year was 
guaranteed. However, what amounts to 
an asset on the balance sheet becomes 
a liability in terms of the lack of pro¬ 
grams and services offered to the citi¬ 
zens of Pittsburgh. It is, in short, a 
negative rather than a positive ap¬ 
proach to city government. 

In order to rectify this situation, City 
Council, in an effort to lessen the bur¬ 
den of the taxpayer, can not justify 
raising the 1972 budget to the amount 
recommended by the Mayor. Council 
will only increase the budget for 1972 
in accordance with the Administration’s 
capacity to perform. Let this not be 
misinterpreted as an attempt on the part 
of City Council to e limi nate funds for 
vital services and programs, but rather, 
as an effort to avoid collecting taxes for 
programs which the Administration has 
not planned and funds which will there¬ 
fore remain unspent again. Council can 
not, in all honesty to the people it 
serves, appropriate large sums of money 
to each department for what the Ad¬ 
ministration vaguely terms “flexibility”. 
The citizens of Pittsburgh deserve more 
than that—they have a right to know 
not only if In fact their tax dollar will 
be expended, but also upon what spe¬ 
cifically it will be disbursed. 

During our budget hearings, the cit¬ 
izens who attended were as surprised as 
we were to hear few, if any, requests by 
the Administration for funds to carry 
out improved programs for City services 
or new and desirable public invest¬ 
ments. 

Quite the contrary, Council was con¬ 
fronted throughout the budget hearings 
with untrained administrators of var¬ 
ious departments who appeared to be de¬ 


liberately evasive and vague about pro¬ 
posed appropriations for their respective 
departments. Either they are ill- 
equipped for their responsibilities or un¬ 
willing to work with the elected repre¬ 
sentatives in the legislative process. 

In order to make sound judgment in 
behalf of the people of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, Council must have specific infor¬ 
mation about revenues and expendi¬ 
tures—hard facts, not such vague terms 
as "flexibility”. 

Council fully recognizes that the 
Pittsburgh taxpayer needs and deserves 
tax rslief. At the same time, we must 
balance this with an effort to provide 
for a budget which not only produces 
essential services to all neighborhoods, 
but will also revive in our neighbor¬ 
hoods a sense of confidence in the 
future of our City, in terms of jobs and 
tax producing industries. 

With respect to departmental requests, 
Council's concerns and proposals include 
the following: 

Department of Public Safety 

Concern: An estimated $2-Million sur¬ 
plus was mainly accounted for in 81 
vacancies in the Police Department 
and 71 in the Fire Department. At 
present there is no plan to fill the 
vacancies. The position of Director 
of Public Safety is presently not 
filled with a highly qualified indi¬ 
vidual capable of coordinating the 
efforts of the entire department. 
Since the present bureau chiefs 
have had their positions for only a 
few months and since they must 
continue to learn their new respon¬ 
sibilities, it is hardly likely the Pub¬ 
lic Safety Department can be ef¬ 
fectively organized without the 
leadership of a competent director. 
Also despite the existence of a sur¬ 
plus we see neither an expanded 
program for police-community rela¬ 
tions nor the creation of a specially 
trained unit to deal with organized 
crime In Pittsburgh, especially in 
the area of illegal narcotics traffic. 
We need more aggressive programs 
to bring a stronger measure of per¬ 
sonal security to all people in all 
neighborhoods and to remove the 
threats which prevent people from 
leaving their homes at night. 
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Action: Accordingly, Council provides: 

An appropriation of $34 Million to 
the Department of Public Safety 
with a contingency fund of $1-Mil¬ 
lion for use in emergency or for 
training purposes. 

Department of Parks and Recreation 

Concern: While this Department end¬ 
ed 1971 with a substantial surplus 
of $% Million out of a total budget 
of $6% Million, its request for a 
1972 appropriation still remains at 
$63^ Million. Despite the Director’s 
request for these funds, no valid 
explanation was offered to account 
for this additional money. Although 
it has become obvious to Council 
that one of the prime weaknesses 
in the Parks Department is an in¬ 
sufficient number of personnel to 
supervise recreational activities at 
neighborhood facilities, no such 
plan was offered. 

Action: Accordingly, Council provides: 

1— An appropriation of $6.3 Million 
to the Department of Parks and 
Recreation for 1972. 

2— Establishment of a recreational 
contingency fund of $200,000 to 
provide for additional recreational 
activities as needed in our neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

Department of Water 

Concern: We are pleased to report 
that the Water Department contin¬ 
ues to supply a quality service to 
residents of Pittsburgh at rates well 
below other water authorities in the 
area. City Council continues to re¬ 
inforce this program with expendi¬ 
tures for the upgrading of the de¬ 
livery system. We must recognize, 
however, that our present capabili¬ 
ties for rehabilitation must be kept 
within our engineering capacity. 

Action: Accordingly, Council provides: 

1— An appropriation of $900,000 to 
the Department of Water based on 
past performance. 

2— Expanded capital improvements, 
if needed, should be carried out with 


funds from the capital improvement 
budget rather than with general 
funds. 

Department of Public Works 

Concern: During the past year, the 
Department of Public Works un¬ 
spent appropriations were in excess 
of $2 Million, reducing its expendi¬ 
tures for 1971 from $17 1 / £ to $16 y 2 
Million. The Mayor requests $20 Va 
Million for 1972, a 33-1/3% increase 
over the estimated 1971 expendi¬ 
tures. This undoubtedly suggests 
an enormous amount of deferred 
maintenance that must now be per¬ 
formed, or an unnecessarily large 
request for funds. Neither the 
Mayor nor the Director reported 
adequately on this huge increase of 
$5 Million. The Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works also reported 92 unfilled 
positions at the end of the year. 
This would seem to account for the 
complaints about the level of per¬ 
formance within the DPW which 
Council has received from citizens 
throughout the year. The proper 
maintenance of auto fleets, refuse 
trucks, and safety vehicles must be 
carried out on an "around-the- 
clock”, 7-day-a-week basis. Further¬ 
more, we all recall the objections the 
Mayor had to purchasing asphalt 
from our previous supplier. 

However, in reopening our own 
old asphalt plant, the Administra¬ 
tion did not find an adequate re¬ 
placement to Eerve the City’s needs 
for 1971: only 8 miles of streets 
were repaired in comparison with 
the anticipated goal of 27 miles. The 
Director of Public Works must 
clearly project operations for im¬ 
proving City streets, refuse collec¬ 
tion, and maintenance procedures. 
Thus far, this has not been com¬ 
municated to Council in its hear¬ 
ings. 

Action: Accordingly, Council provides: 

1— An appropriation of $19.3 Mil¬ 
lion to the Department of Public 
Works which represents an increase 
of 20% over 1971 expenditures. 

2— Establishment of a Public Works 
contingency fund in the amount of 
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$500,000 to provide for additional 
activities as required. 

As you know, arbitration awards have 
been made which result in a pay in¬ 
crease for police and fire employees. In 
addition. City Council has instituted a 
flat increase of $500 for all non-uni¬ 
form full time employees, which is 
within the Federal Guidelines. However, 
salaries for Top-Level Administrators, 
The Mayor, and City Council will re¬ 
main at the 1971 level. 

In evaluating the performance of all 
City Departments, Council has come to 
the inevitable conclusion that the Ad¬ 
ministration must stop basing projected 
goals on Comparisons with past perform¬ 
ance. Instead, we need an action budget 
which addresses itself in positive terms 
to existing and future needs of the City, 
and to a business-like approach to fis¬ 
cal planning. 

We see the need for a budget which 
places major emphasis on not only 
’“Housekeeping” responsibilities, but also 
such Issues as: 

-A fully-staffed Planning Depart¬ 
ment that has the ability to make plan¬ 
ning "with people” and not “for peo¬ 
ple” an accomplished fact instead of a 
useless platitude. At present, because 
of understaffing, there is a lack of ade¬ 
quate communication between City 
p 1 a n n e rs and neighborhood groups. 
There are, in fact, only 8 community 
planners for the entire city: 1 for the 
entire North Side, 1 for the whole East 
End, etc. 

-More involvement by the Admin¬ 
istration in such critical problems as 
those posed by the State highways pro¬ 
gram in the East Street Valley and the 
Federally-supported Model Cities pro¬ 
gram. 

-The Mayor and the Planning De¬ 
partment fail to provide effective lead¬ 
ership in resolving the problem of the 
Convention Center. It is now more than 
one year since their recommendations 
were made. Although the Department 
of Commerce of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania continues to object to the 
site selection and will not provide the 
funds, there has been no attempt to ex¬ 
plore the alternatives. For this project 


to move forward, it needs the coopera¬ 
tion of state, county and city officials, 
developers, businessmen, and the host 
neighborhood. 

-Accelerated housing programs to 

substantially expand the housing sup¬ 
ply in all neighborhoods and for people 
of all Income groups. We are disap¬ 
pointed to note that within the last 
two years no new City housing pro¬ 
grams have been brought to our atten¬ 
tion. While housing production nation¬ 
ally is reaching new heights, building 
permit records indicate that 1971 hous¬ 
ing starts in the City of Pittsburgh will 
be considerably under our annual aver¬ 
age for the past 20 years. 

-In this critical time of rising un¬ 
employment and declining business vol¬ 
ume, the City Administration must use 
all its existing resources to search out 
new ways to protect existing jobs and 
to support programs, both public and 
private, aimed at creating new Jobs. 
Let’s stop discouraging capital invest¬ 
ment which can mean jobs for City res¬ 
idents and tax income for the City. 

In the past year, Council repeatedly 
has listened to neighborhood organiza¬ 
tions express their frustrations over the 
Administration’s closed-door policy. 
Council’s desire Is to re-establish rap¬ 
port and communication between the 
neighborhoods and City Hall. 

In order that future budgets can re¬ 
flect municipal priorities in relation to 
problems and issues such as those out¬ 
lined above, Council proposes to follow 
the example of 10 major U.S. cities and 
go directly to the neighborhoods of 
Pittsburgh. 

For that reason, $50,000 is appropri¬ 
ated in this budget for the purpose of 
bridging the gap between the neighbor¬ 
hoods and City Hall. 

If the City Administration can not or 
will not develop programs to serve 
neighborhoods, Council will guarantee, 
by this means, that the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh have full opportunity to enun¬ 
ciate their needs as they see them . 
and to force action from the Adminis¬ 
tration. 

A year ago Council’s budget message 
stated: “There is no justification for ln- 
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flating costs of City government and 
then showing a surplus by not actually 
providing the services implied in the 
Administrtion’s requests for funds . . . 
Should this occur in 1971, we will re¬ 
duce taxes to meet the level of services 
being provided.” 

Since it has occurred, we will honor 
our pledge. 

Therefore, we now announce to resi¬ 
dents of the City of Pittsburgh they will 
receive a 25% refund from the amount 
of Earned Income Tax paid to the City 
in 1971. 

This refund will total approximately 
$3.3 Million and account for income col¬ 
lected beyond expenditures or reason¬ 
able reserves in 1971. By this adjust¬ 
ment, the City will maintain its pres¬ 
ent income base for 1972 and at the 
same time place ready cash in the 
hands of Pittsburgh residents within 
approximately 90 days, In a small way, 
this should serve as an economic gen¬ 
erator to our local economy. 

As a result of reassessments, City 
Council is able to effect a decline in 
millage rates and yet maintain income 
from real estate taxes at the prior year’s 
level. The levy for 1972 shall be 53 
mills on land and 26 1 / z mills on build¬ 
ings, as recommended by the Mayor and 
his fiscal staff. 

Unfortunately, this is a “Tale of Two 
Cities”. Channels of communication re¬ 
main closed between the Mayor and 
City Council. The Administration is 
couched in secrecy—a situation to which 
your City Council can only react with 
suspicion and disappointment. Week 
after week, executive sessions deal al¬ 
most exclusively with the mundane. 
The rare appearances of the Mayor deal 
only with his own polarized position on 
the issue of the moment. 

The important authorities—Urban Re¬ 
development Authority, Housing Au¬ 
thority, Stadium Authority, Parking Au¬ 
thority, and the Planning Commission— 
all under the direct appointment of the 
Mayor, fail to make themselves heard. 
Members of these boards, whether their 
appointments were effected for personal 
convenience or political approbation, 
must honestly recognize their signifi¬ 


cant responsibilities, and perform the 
civic duties incumbent upon them. Fur¬ 
ther appointments to these bodies must 
stretch beyond the limited reach of per¬ 
sonal friendships, understudies, and po¬ 
litical convenience. The educational, in¬ 
dustrial, and financial institutions of 
this City have more to offer than is 
being used now. 

Optimistic interpretation of our 1971 
surplus can be disastrous. Our opera¬ 
tive costs continue to increase beyond 
the increased tax revenue derived from 
reassessment of property values. 

Many of our tax levies are of them¬ 
selves self-defeating. Our special, non- 
real estate taxes, although sorely needed 
to provide revenues, discourage business 
expansion and ultimately real estate 
revenues. 

As the central core of our metropoli¬ 
tan area, we have special responsibili¬ 
ties: 

-The Housing Authority of the 

City of Pittsburgh contributes only 
$211,000 for services provided. 

-Our local universities and hospi¬ 
tals are important employers and eco¬ 
nomic factors in the City of Pittsburgh 
and need to be encouraged in their ex¬ 
pansion programs, but as it now stands 
these institutions do not contribute a 
single dollar to the City Treasury for 
the services we render. 

We therefore need increased State and 
Federal support to resolve these local 
problems. 

Where the Mayor has been prudent in 
expending City funds he is to be con¬ 
gratulated. But in no way can this be 
considered the answer to our dilemma. 
Consider our expenditures of $94 Mil¬ 
lion in 1971 compared to our projected 
costs in 1972 of $109 Million, and the 
squeeze we are in is most apparent. 

In order to present a favorable pic¬ 
ture, the Administration has deleted 
costs in 1971 only to defer them in to 
1972. It is for this reason that the 
Mayor has repeatedly insisted that he 
needs all the appropriations recommend¬ 
ed in his budget request. Council has 
provided 98% of his recommendation 
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and Mayor Flaherty should be encour¬ 
aged by this. We, therefore, trust he 
will be quick to sign the budget. 

We can not continue to be misguided 
by the theory that Pittsburgh’s finan¬ 
cial dilemma can be resolved only 
through cost-cutting practices. We must 
find and enforce methods to expand our 
tax base by creating opportunities for 
new development and by transferring 
certain City functions and costs to 
County, State and other governmental 
agencies. 

We can not do this if there continues 
to be a lack of cooperation between gov¬ 
ernments and agencies. The City has an 
imperative need to re-establish a work¬ 
ing relationship with the County, State 
and the Federal Government, as well as 
with influential private agencies and in- 
stltutions. 

A regional solution must be our long- 
range direction. 

However, Council considers this 
budget a most responsible answer to the 
fiscal problems and issues facing the 
City of Pittsburgh today. 

Miss Ballinger: 

I would like to commend the 
Finance Chairman on his statement. I 
believe this is one of the most out¬ 
standing statements in the history of 
City Government. The people can see 
we want to work with the Mayor; the 
people can see we are willing to work 
with the Mayor, and I believe Mr. Mi¬ 
chaels is to be commended for his pre¬ 
sentation. 

Mr. Mason: 

I agree that Mr. Michael’s pre¬ 
sentation was both provocative and 
meaningful to the City as a whole. 
Thank you, very much. 

I would like to exercise the preroga¬ 
tive of the Chair to say that a new 
Legislative Session will come to order 
with the Swearing-in on Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 3, 1972. 

For me, and I am sure for all of you, 
we have found this an exciting year in 
many respects. One of the things Mr. 


Michael’s Budget Message carried, which 
I did not see until I got here this 
morning, is that the new Council is 
faced with several challenges that are 
very important and these challenges are 
going to be over and above what Mr. 
Michaels referred to as "housekeeping’’ 
activities. This City Council has been 
burdened with ‘‘housekeeping’’ activi¬ 
ties and has not had a chance to get 
out and into the community, which we 
are going to have to do if we are to 
achieve anything and we cannot afford 
to get “bogged down” in these sort of 
things. 

To each of you, thanks for taking 
time out from your busy schedules to 
attend this meeting and in behalf of 
this Council and the members thereof, 
we wish you a very happy, prosperous 
and progressive New Year and we count 
on all of you for your help.

Effective 
January 1, 1972 all other taxes will 
continue in full force and effect at the 
1971 rates. 

In the budget statement of Council 
presented to the public on December 30 
the people were promised a 25% tax 
refund on the earned income taxes paid 
during 1971. 

As Council knows there is no legal or 
practical way of making such tax re¬ 
funds. 

To the extent that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh would reduce earned income tax 
below the present one per cent the out¬ 
side municipalities would largely be the 
real beneficiaries from those City resi¬ 
dents working outside the City. There¬ 
fore, a large number of Pittsburgh tax¬ 
payers would not have benefitted from 
a reduction of the earned income tax. 

Council had the power to decrease 
tax rates beyond the decrease proposed 
by the Mayor. It chose not to do so. 

Council has not passed refund legisla¬ 
tion in the 1972 budget and has no 
power to do so. 

If Council did pass any legislation to 
refund taxes and for any reason failed 
to submit it I disapprove it for the 
reasons stated, and veto it. 

instead of a refund I have proposed 
and you have approved of a real estate 
tax decrease of two mills on land and 
one mill on buildings. This is the largest 
real estate tax decrease in forty years 
in the City of Pittsburgh. 

I believe this was the fairest tax re¬ 
duction and it has been properly en¬ 
acted and the greatest number of our

citizens will benefit from the real estate 
decrease.

Chapter 1. Dog License and General 

Regulations 

Section 101. Dog License Required. 

It shall be unlawful to keep, harbor or 
maintain a dog over the age of six (6) 
months unless the owner procures a li¬ 
cense from the City Treasurer or author¬ 
ized agent. 

(A) Exemption. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply to dogs 
whose owners are temporarily within 
the city or to dogs brought into the 
city for the purpose of participating in 
a dog show. 

(B) License Year. Lioense year runs 
from February 1 to January 31 of each 
year. 

Section 2. Definitions. 

The following terms whenever used in 
this ordinance, have the meaning indi¬ 
cated in th!‘ raction, except where the 
context indie., lcs a different meaning. 

(A) “Dog” shall mean any member 
of the canine genus. 

(B) “Owner” 1 b any person, group 
of persons, forms, or corporations own¬ 
ing, keeping or harboring a dog or 
dogs or other animals. 

(C) “Person” shall mean any nat¬ 
ural person, corporation, partnership, 
or association. 

(D) “Kennel” shall mean any es¬ 
tablishment wherein dogs or other ani-

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mals are kept or maintained for any 
commercial purpose, and which is so 
constructed that dogs or other mam¬ 
mals cannot stray therefrom. This def¬ 
inition is to exclude Veterinary Hos¬ 
pitals, Research. Institutions and Non¬ 
profit animal shelters. 

(E) “Impound” shall mean to ap¬ 
prehend, catch, trap, net or, if neces¬ 
sary, to kill any animal by the local 
police department or authorized local 
agency. 

(F) “Impounding Facilities” are any 
premises for the purpose of impound¬ 
ing and oaring for dogs. 

(G) "At Large” is any dog or other 
animal when it is off the property of 
its owner and not restrained by a 
competent person. 

(H) “Restraint” occurs when a dog 
or other animal is controlled by a 
leash or chain not exceeding six (6) 
feet in length. 

(I) “Veterinarian” shall mean a 
Doctor of Veterinary Medicine who Is 
graduated from an accredited and rec¬ 
ognized school of veterinary medicine 
and possessing a license to practice 
veterinary medicine as issued by the 
Pennsylvania State Board of Veteri¬ 
nary Medical Examiners or licensed to 
practice veterinary medicine in anoth¬ 
er state where residing. 

(J) "Approved Vaccine” shall mean 
any vaccine that has the approval of 
the Allegheny County Health Depart¬ 
ment 

(K) “Euthanasize” is to put to 
death in a humane manner. 

Section 103. Information Required. 
The owner s h all state at the time the 
application is made for such license and 
upon printed forms provided for Buch 
purpose his name and address and the 
name, breed, color and sex of each dog 
for which a license is acquired. 

Section 104. Tag and Collar. 

Upon payment of license fee, there 
shall be issued to the owner a tag for 
each dog so licensed. The tag shall be 
changed every year and shall have 
stamped thereon the year for which it 


was issued. Every owner shall be re¬ 
quired to provide each dog with a collar 
to which license tag must be affixed. 

(A) Non-Transferable and Non-Re- 
fundable. Dog tags shall not be trans¬ 
ferable from one dog to another and 
no refunds shall be made on any dog 
license fee because of death of dog or 
owner’s leaving City before expiration 
of license period. 

(B) Lot or Stolen Tags. Tags that 
are lost or stolen may be reissued for 
the same dog upon payment of a fee 
of one ($1.00) dollar. 

Section 106. Fee. 

Before a license may be issued, a fee 
of two ($2.00) dollars must toe paid to 
City Treasurer or authorized agent. 

(A) Free Licenses. Licenses are to 
be issued without charge to “seeing- 
eye” or "hearing-ear” dogs which are 
properly trained to assist blind or deaf 
persons. 

Section 106. Running at Large. 

It shall be the duty of every police 
officer or authorized agency to seize and 
detain any dog or dogs which are run¬ 
ning at large, either upon the public 
streets or highways of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh or upon the property of other 
than owner of such dogs and not re¬ 
strained by owner or keeper. 

Section 107. Harboring a Nuisance. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to 
keep any dog, or dogs, cats, or other 
animals which by frequent howling, 
baying, yelping and screeching shall dis¬ 
turb the peace of the neighborhood or 
constitute a health hazard to the citi¬ 
zens of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 108. Notice and Redemption 
of Licensed Dog. 

After the impounding of any licensed 
dog, the owner shall be notified and the 
dog shall be held for a period of ten 
days. The owner of any dog so im¬ 
pounded may reclaim such dog upon 
payment of all costs and charges in¬ 
curred by the City of Pittsburgh for im¬ 
pounding and maintenance of said dog. 

(A) Charges. The following charges 
shall be paid to City Treasurer or 
authorized agent: 
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(1> for Impounding any dog, five dol¬ 
lars ($5.00); 

(2) for keeping any dog, one dollar 
per day. 

Section 109. Disposition of Unlicensed 
and Unclaimed Dogs. 

(A) Unlicensed Dogs. Any unli¬ 
censed dog may be euthanized if not 
redeemed or claimed within three (3) 
days. 

(B) Licensed Dogs. At the expira¬ 
tion of ten days from the date of no¬ 
tice to the owner of a licensed dog, 
such dog not having been redeemed, it 
may be euthanized. 

Chapter 2. Vaccinations. 

Section 201. Dogs To Be Vaccinated. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to 
keep, harbor, or own any dog over six 
(6) months of age in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh unless such dog has been vacci¬ 
nated against rabies with an approved 
vaccine by a veterinarian. 

(A) Every person keeping, harbor¬ 
ing, or having any dog over six (0) 
months of age in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall cause such a dog to be 
vaccinated with an approved rabies 
vaccine by a veterinarian on or before 
the latest of the following dates: 

(1) One (1) year after vaccination 
with inactivated vaccine. 

(2) Three (3) years after vaccination 
with approved modified live virus 
vaccine. 

(3) Thirty (30) days after first acquir¬ 
ing such a dog or the dog coming 
of age for such vaccination. 

(4) Thirty (30) days after the ef¬ 
fective date of this ordinance. 

(5) Thirty (30) days after bringing 
such dog into the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Section 202. Re-vaccination of Dogs. 

(A) It shall be unlawful for any 
person keeping, harboring, or having a 
dog in the City of Pittsburgh which 
has been vaccinated with an approved 
modified live virus vaccine, not to 


cause such dog to be re-vaccinated 
within a period of not more than thir¬ 
ty-six (36) months after such prior 
vaccination. 

(B) It shall be unlawful for any 
person keeping, harboring, or having 
a dog in the City of Pittsburgh which 
has been vaccinated with inactivated 
vaccine, not to cause such dog to be 
re-vaccinated within a period of not 
more than twelve (12) months after 
such prior vaccination. 

Section 203. Certification of Vaccino- 
tion. 

Any owner who has his dog vaccinated 
with an approved rabies vaccine, shall 
have the veterinarian who vaccinates a 
dog in accordance with Section 201 and 
Section 202 of this ordinance, issue to 
him a vaccination tag to be worn by said 
dogs at all times, and an original of a 
certificate signed by said veterinarian 
which states: 

(A) The name and address of the 
owner, or harborer, of the vaccinated 
dog. 

(B) The kind of vaccine used. The 
name of the manufacturer, and the 
manufacturer's serial or lot number, 
and the date of vaccination, 

(C) The breed, age, color, and sex 
of the vaccinated dog. 

(D) The year and serial number of 
the vaccination tag. 

Chapter 3. Animal Biting. 

Section 301. Animal Bite Reporting. 

(A) It shall be unlawful for any¬ 
one treating a patient who has received 
a bite or laceration caused by a mam¬ 
mal not to report Buch injury to the 
local police department. The report 
shall give the name, age, sex, and ad¬ 
dress of the patient, date of occur¬ 
rence; name and address of the ani¬ 
mal’s owner, along with a description 
of the animal owned as to breed, sex, 
age, color, and history of vaccination. 

(B) The local police department or 
other authorized local agency is here¬ 
by authorized to investigate a reported 
biting incident and to notify the dog 
owner, using quarantine notice that 
said animal must be quarantined for 
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not less than ten (10) days following 
the evening of the day of the bite. 

(G) Following the Investigation of 
each biting incident, the local police 
department or other authorized local 
agency is to send a report to the Al¬ 
legheny County Health Department on 
an animal bite reporting form as pro¬ 
vided by such Department. 

Section 302. Quarantine of Biting Ani¬ 
mal. 

It shall be unlawful for the owner of 
any dog, cat or other mammal which 
bites any person, regardless of the cir¬ 
cumstances or whether the animal is 
vaccinated for rabies protection or not, 
not to confine said mammal either with¬ 
in an enclosure at home, a veterinary 
hospital, or restrained by leash composed 
of a chain or other indestructible mate¬ 
rial, for a period of not less than ten 
(10) days following the evening of the 
day of the bite. 

(A) Test Required. It shall be un¬ 
lawful to destroy any mammal which 
should, for any reason, die during the 
ten (10) day quarantine, be it at 
home, pound, or a veterinary hospital. 
Instead, the head shall be removed and 
submitted, within twelve (12) hours 
following the animal’s death, to any 
qualified official laboratory for exam¬ 
ination. The head, when submitted, 
shall be accompanied by a full descrip¬ 
tion of the animal’s breed, sex, age, 
vaccination, if any, owner’s name, ad¬ 
dress, telephone number; and the 
name, address, and telephone number 
of persons bitten. 

Section 303. Animals Exposed to Rabies. 

Any dog, cat, or mammal which has 
been exposed to rabies, should be de¬ 
stroyed immediately, unless herein oth¬ 
erwise provided. If the owner is un¬ 
willing to do this, one of the following 
alternatives must be followed: 

(A) Strict isolation in a kennel or 
animal hospital for six (6) months. 

(B) If no previous vaccination has 
been given with an approved modified 
live virus vaccine, or within one (1) 
year using an inactivated vaccine, 
there must be administered post-ex¬ 
posure treatment and confinement 


in a kennel for three (3) months. Post¬ 
exposure treatment must be done in 
accordance with the method pre¬ 
scribed by the Allegheny County 
Health Department. 

(C) If the animal has been vacci¬ 
nated previously within one (1) year 
with an inactivated vaccine or within 
three (3) years with approved modi¬ 
fied live virus vaccine, the animal 
must be re-vaccinated and restrained 
by a leash or confined at home for 
thirty (30) days. 

Chapter 4. Administration, Enforcement, 

and Penalties. 

Section 401. Issuance of Citation. 

When a commission of a violation of 
this ordinance is observed by a police of¬ 
ficer, he may, in his discretion, Issue a 
citation to such person charging the vio¬ 
lation of said summary offense as an al¬ 
ternative to filing an ordinance com¬ 
plaint. 

Section 402. Plea of Defendant. 

The defendant shall within ten (10) 
days of issuance either: 

(A) Plead not guilty by: 

(1) Appearing before the Magistrate's 
Court of the City of Pittsburgh, 
entering his plea and posting such 
security for his appearance at trial 
as the issuing authority shall re¬ 
quire; or 

(2) Notifying the Magistrate’s Court 
of the City of Pittsburgh in writ¬ 
ing of his plea and forwarding an 
amount equal to the fine and costs 
specified in the citation, or, if ->«t 
specified, the sum of fifty cj I. s 
($50.00) as security for his appear¬ 
ance at trial. 

(B) Plead guilty by: 

(1) Forwarding to the Magistrate’s 
Court of the City of Pittsburgh an 
amount equal to the fine an d 
costs when specified in the stat¬ 
ute or ordinance, which amount 
shall be set forth in the citation; 
or 

(2) Appearing before the Magistrate's 
Court of the City of Pittsburgh 
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when the fine and costs are not 
specified in the statute or ordi¬ 
nance. 

(C) A notice that failure to re¬ 
spond to the citation as herein 
provided within the time specified 
shall result in the issuance of a 
warrant for the arrest of the de 
fendant. 

Section 403. Pines and Penalties. 

(A) Any owner of a dog who vio¬ 
lates any provision of Chapter 1 shall 
pay a fine of not more than ten dol¬ 
lars ($10.00) or in default of payment 
thereof shall undergo imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding twenty-four 
hours. 

(B) An owner of a dog violating 
any other provisions shall upon con¬ 
viction before a Magistrate, be sen¬ 
tenced to pay a fine of not more than 
three hundred dollars ($300.00), and 
in default of payment thereof, shall 
undergo imprisonment for a period 
not exceeding ten (10) days. 

Section 404. Severability Clause. 
Should any section, paragraph, sen¬ 
tence, clause, or phrase of this ordinance 
be declared unconstitutional or Invalid 
for any reason, the remainder of said 
Rules and Regulations shall not be af¬ 
fected thereby. 

Section 405. Specific Repealer. 

This Ordinance specifically repeals Or¬ 
dinance No. 18, approved February 24, 
1936, Ordinance No. 85, approved March 
25, 1966, and Ordinance No. 220, ap¬ 
proved July 3, 1963. 

Section 406. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and the 
same is hereby repealed so far as the 
same affects this Ordinance.

ORDINANCE—Establishing annual 
vacation leave for all full time em¬ 
ployees in the service of the City of 
Pittsburgh and providing for vacation 
pay In the event of death or termina¬ 
tion of service, and repealing certain 
prior ordinances. 

The Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby enaits as follows: 

Section 1. Entitlement: 

Each employee of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall be entitled to vacation with 
pay after one (1) year of service from 
the beginning date of employment and 
during each subsequent calendar year 
thereafter. For the purposes of this or¬ 
dinance, “employee” means each em¬ 
ployee of the City of Pittsburgh who 
works 225 or more days per calendar year 
on a daily, monthly or per annum basis. 
Accrual of vacation leave after the first 
year of service shall be computed from 
the first day of the calendar year. 

Section 2. Vacations: 

(a) Two Week Vacations — Each em¬ 
ployee who has been in the service 
of the City of Pittsburgh from one 
(1) through nine (9) years shall be 
entitled to two (2) calendar weeks 
vacation each year with pay. 

(b) Three Week Vacations — Each em¬ 
ployee who has been in the service 
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of the City of Pittsburgh for ten 
(10) years through fourteen (14) 
years shall be entitled to three (3) 
calendar weeks vacation each year 
with pay. 

(c) Four Week Vacations — Each em¬ 
ployee who haB been in the service 
of the City of Pittsburgh for fifteen 
(15) years or more shall be entitled 
to four (4) calendar weeks vacation 
each year with pay. 

Section 3. Arrangement: 

The head of each department shall ar¬ 
range each employee’s vacation time in 
accordance with the needs and schedule 
of business for each department. 

Section 4. Vacations to be Used dur¬ 
ing Year in which Earned: 

Each employee must take the vaca¬ 
tion to which he is entitled hereunder 
during the year in which it accrues and 
said vacation cannot be carried over to 
any succeeding year. 

Section 4: Death: 

In the event of the death of an em¬ 
ployee entitled to receive a vacation dur¬ 
ing the year in which the death has oc¬ 
curred, the head of the department shall 
certify to the City Treasurer the death of 
the employee and the amount of vaca¬ 
tion pay due and payable, Thereupon, 
pursuant to Section 201 of the Fiducia¬ 
ries Act of April 18, 1949, Pi. 512, as 
amended, the City Treasurer shall pay 
any amount due and payable to the 
spouse, any child, the father or mother, 
or any Bister or brother (preference 
being given in the order named) of the 
deceased employee, but where the to¬ 
tal of vacation pay and any other 
amounts due to the deceased employee 
exceeds $750, payment of any amount in 
excess of $750 may be made only to the 
personal representative of the deceased 
employee upon presentation of a short 
certificate evidencing the appointment 
of the person to receive the money. 

Section 6. Termination: 

In the event of termination of employ¬ 
ment of an employee who has not yet re¬ 
ceived accrued and unused vacation for 
the calendar year, the employee shall re¬ 
ceive suoh vacation prior to termination 
of employment. The termination date 


shall be deemed deferred until the end 
of the vacation period. 

Section 6. Effective Date: 

This ordinance shall take effect im¬ 
mediately. 

Section 7. Specific Repealer: 

Ordinance No. 298, which became law 
June 25, 1923, as amended and supple¬ 
mented by Ordinance No. 390, which be¬ 
came law August 24, 1923, Ordinance No.

ORDINANCE—Regulating and pro¬ 
viding for the licensing of certain 
businesses and occupations including but 
not limited to pawnbrokers, junkdealers, 
second hand and antique dealers, ven¬ 
dors, or peddlers, transient merchants, 
trade fairs, drivers of commercial pas¬ 
senger vehicles, warm - air heating con¬ 
tractors, pressure vessel operators, elec¬ 
tricians, welders, commercial parking 
lots, commercial refuse operators and 
various fornix cf amusements. 

The Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby enacts as follows: 

ARTICLE I GENERAL PROVISIONS 

Section 1-101. Short Title. 

This Ordinance Bhall be known as the 
Business Licensing Code of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Section 1-102. Scope. 

It is not intended by this Ordinance 
to repeal, abrogate, annul or In any way 
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impair or interfere with existing provi¬ 
sions of other laws or ordinances, except 
those specifically repealed by this Ordi¬ 
nance. Where this Ordinance imposes a 
greater restriction upon persons, prem¬ 
ises or personal property than is im¬ 
posed or required by such existing pro¬ 
visions of law, ordinance, contract or 
deed, the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall control. 

Section 1-103. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, the 
following terms, phrases, words and 
derivitations shall have the meaning giv¬ 
en herein. When not inconsistent with 
the context, words used in the present 
tense Include the future, words in the 
plural number include the singular 
number and words in the singular num¬ 
ber include the plural number. The 
word "shall” is always mandatory and 
not merely directory. 

(1) "Business” is meant to include 
all kinds of vocations, occupations, 
professions, enterprises, establish- 
ments, and all other kinds of activi¬ 
ties and matters, together with all de¬ 
vices, machines, vehicles and appurte¬ 
nances used therein, which are con¬ 
ducted for profit, or benefit, either 
directly or indirectly, on any premises 
in this City, or anywhere else within 
its jurisdiction. 

(2) "City” is the City of Pittsburgh. 

(3) "City Council” is the City Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Pittsburgh. 

(4) “City License Officer” or "Li¬ 
cense Officer” is the Supervisor of the 
Office of Licenses and Permits, De¬ 
partment of Publi", Safety. 

(5) "Insignia,” or its singular num¬ 
ber “insigne” is any tag, plate, badge, 
emblem, sticker, or any other kind of 
device which may be required for any 
use in connection with any license. 

(6) “License’ or "licensee” as used 
generally herein, shall include respec¬ 
tively the words "permit” or "permit¬ 
tee” or the holder for any use or pe¬ 
riod of time of any similar privilege, 
wherever relevant to any provision of 
this Ordinance or other law or ordi¬ 
nance. 


(7) "Person” is meant to include 
individual natural persons, partner¬ 
ships, joint ventures, societies, associ¬ 
ations, clubs, trustees, trusts, or cor¬ 
porations; or any officers, agents, em¬ 
ployees, factors or any kind of per¬ 
sonnel representatives of any of the 
above, in any capacity, acting either 
for himself, or for any other person, 
under either personal appointment or 
pursuant to law. 

(8) “Premises” is meant to include 
all lands, structures, places, and also 
the equipment and appurtenances 
connected or used therewith in any 
business, and also any personal prop¬ 
erty which is either affixed to, or is 
otherwise used in connection with 
such business conducted on such 
premises. 

Section 1-104. Application of Regula¬ 
tions. 

(A) Compliance Required. It shall be 
unlawful for any person, either directly 
or indirectly to conduct any business or 
non-profit enterprise or to use in con¬ 
nection therewith any vehicle, premises, 
machine or device, in whole or in 
part, for which a license or permit is 
required by any law or ordinance of the 
City, without a license or permit there¬ 
for being first procured and kept in ef¬ 
fect at all such times as required by this 
Ordinance or other law or ordinance of 
the City. 

(B) Special Sales. This Ordinance 
shall apply to all business in the nature 
of special sales for which a license is 
required by any law or ordinance of this 
City and it shall be unlawful for any 
person, either directly or indirectly, to 
conduct any such sale except in con¬ 
formity with the provisions of this Or¬ 
dinance. 

(1) One Act Constitutes Doing Busi¬ 
ness. For the purpose of this Ordi¬ 
nance, any person shall be deemed to 
be in business or engaging in non¬ 
profit enterprise, and thus subject to 
the requirements of Sub-sections A 
and B of this Section, when he does 
one act of: 

(a) selling any goods or service 
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(b) soliciting business or offering 
goods or services for sale or hire 





(c) acquiring or using any vehicle or 
any premises in the City for busi¬ 
ness purposes. 

(2) Agents Responsible for Obtain¬ 
ing License. The agents or other rep¬ 
resentatives of non-residents who are 
doing business in this City shall be 
personally responsible for the compli¬ 
ance of their principals and of the 
businesses they represent with this 
Ordinance. 

(3) Separate License For Branch 
Establishments. A license shall be ob¬ 
tained in the manner prescribed here¬ 
in for each branch establishment or 
location of the business engaged in, as 
if each such branch establishment or 
location were a separate business; pro¬ 
vided that warehouses and distribut¬ 
ing plants used in connection with 
and incidental to a business licensed 
under the provisions of this Ordi¬ 
nance shall not be deemed to be sep¬ 
arate place of business or branch es¬ 
tablishments. 

(4) Non Profit and Charitable En¬ 
terprises. Non Profit and charitable 
enterprises are to procure a license 
and pay all fees or other charges there¬ 
for unless specifically exempted there¬ 
from. 

(a) Application for non profit permit. 
Where a non profit or charitable 
organization is specifically ex¬ 
empted from the payment of per¬ 
mit fees, it shall present to the 
License Officer an "Exempt Mer¬ 
cantile License” before any such 
license shall be issued. 

Section 1-105. Supervisor of Office of 
Licenses and Permits. 

(A) Issue Licenses. The Supervisor of 
the Office of Licenses and Permits shall 
collect all license fees and shall issue li¬ 
censes in the name of the City to all 
persons qualified -under the provisions of 
this Ordinance and shall 

(1) Make Rules. Promulgate and 
enforce all reasonable rules and regu¬ 
lations necessary to the operation and 
enforcement of this Ordinance. 

(2) Adopt Forms. Adopt all forms 
and prescribe the information to he 

given therein. 


(3) Require Affidavits. Require ap¬ 
plicants to submit all affidavites and 
oaths necessary to the administration 
of this Ordinance. 

(4) Obtain Endorsement. Submit all 
applications, in a proper case, to inter¬ 
ested City officials for their endorse¬ 
ments thereon as to compliance by the 
applicant with all City regulations 
which they have the duty of enforc¬ 
ing. 

(5) Investigate. Investigate and de¬ 
termine the eligibility of any appli¬ 
cant for a license as prescribed herein. 

(6) Examine Records. Examine the 
books and records of any applicant or 
licensee when reasonably necessary to 
the adminstration and enforcement of 
this Ordinance. 

(7) Give Notice. Notify any appli¬ 
cant of the acceptance or rejection of 
his application and shall, upon his re¬ 
fusal of any license or permit, at the 
applicant’s request, state in writing 
the reasons therefor and deliver them 
to the applicant. 

(B) Information Confidential. The Li¬ 
cense Officer shall keep all information 
furnished or secured under the author¬ 
ity of this Ordinance in strict confi¬ 
dence. Such information shall not be 
subject to public inspection and shall be 
kept so that the contents thereof shall 
not become known except to the persons 
charged with the administration of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 1-106. Qualifications of Ap¬ 
plicants. 

(a) General Standards to be Applied. 
The general standards set out relative to 
the qualifications of every applicant for 
a City License shall be considered and 
applied by the License Officer. 

(1) Good Moral Character. Each 
shall be of good moral character. In 
making such determination the Li¬ 
cense Officer shall consider only. 

(a) Penal history. All convictions and 
the reasons therefor and subse¬ 
quent parole conduct if applicable. 

(b) License history. The license his¬ 
tory of the applicant; whether such 
person, in previously operating in 
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this or another State under a li¬ 
cense has had such a license re¬ 
voked or suspended and the rea¬ 
son therefor. 

(2) Mercantile License. The License 
Officer must determine from the City 
Treasurer’s office if applicant has se¬ 
cured a mercantile license, if applica¬ 
ble. 

(3) No Obligation to the City. Each 
applicant shall be in default under the 
provisions of this Ordinance or in¬ 
debted or obligated in any manner to 
the City except for current taxes. 

(4) Compliance with Building and 
Zoning Laws. Applicant shall certify 
to his knowledge he is not in viola¬ 
tion of the Building or Zoning Laws of 
the City of Pittsburgh. The License 
Officer upon anytime learning the 
contrary, shall revoke the license im¬ 
mediately. 

Section 1-107. Procedure for Issuance 
of License. 

(A) Formal Application Required. Ev¬ 
ery person required to procure a license 
under the provisions of any ordinance or 
law of the City shall submit an applica¬ 
tion to the License Officer, Office of Li¬ 
censes and Permits which shall: 

(1) Form of Application. Be a written 
statement upon forms provided by 
the License Officer; such form 
shall include a sworn affidavit. 

(2) Contents of Application. Require 
the disclosure of all information 
necessary for compliance with Sec¬ 
tion 1-106 above and of any other 
information which the City Li¬ 
cense Officer shall find to be rea¬ 
sonably necessary for the fair ad¬ 
ministration of this Ordinance. 

(3) Payment of Fees. Be accompanied 
by the full amount of the fees 
chargeable for such license. 

<B) Issuance of Receipts. Whenever a 
license cannot be issued at the time the 
application for the same is made, the 
City License Officer shall issue a receipt 
to the applicant for the money paid In 
advance, subject to the following condi¬ 
tions: 

(1) Construction. Such receipt shall 


not be construed as the approval of 
the City License Officer for the issu¬ 
ance of a license; nor shall it entitle 
or authorize the applicant to open or 
maintain any business contrary to 
the provisions of this Ordinance. 

(C) Duplicate License Procedure. A 
duplicate license or special permit shall 
be Issued by the License Officer to re¬ 
place any license previously issued, 
which has been lost, stolen, defaced, or 
destroyed, without any wilful conduct 
on the part of the licensee, upon the 
filing by the licensee of an affidavit 
sworn to before a Notary Public of this 
State attesting to such fact and the pay¬ 
ing to the License Officer of a fee of 
$5.00 (Five Dollars). 

(D) Non-Approval of License. The Li¬ 
cense Officer shall upon disapproving 
any application submitted under the 
provisions of this Ordinance, refund all 
fees paid in advance to the applicant. 

(1) Compliance Pending Legal Ac¬ 
tion. When the issuance of a license is 
denied and any action instituted by 
the applicant to compel its issuance, 
such applicant shall not engage in 
the business for which the license was 
refused unless a license be issued to 
him pursuant to a Judgment ordering 
the same. 

Section 1-108. Determination of Li¬ 
cense Fee. 

(A) Fee Established. License fees shall 
be in amounts established in the gov¬ 
erning section of this Ordinance. 

(2) Adjustment of Fee. The Li¬ 
cense Officer shall require an increase 
in fee when the status of a licensee 
changes to place him in a classifica¬ 
tion imposing such increase in fc 

(2) Rebate of Fee. No rebate or re¬ 
fund of any license fee or part thereof 
shall be made for any reason except if 
such license fee was collected through 
an error, such rebate shall be made. 

Section 1-109. Contents of License. 
(A) Information Required. Each li¬ 
cense issued hereunder shall state upon 
its face 

(1) the name of the licensee and 
any other name under which such 
business is to be conducted. 
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(2) the kind and address of each 
business so licensed. 

(4) the amount of license fee there¬ 
fore. 

(4) the dates of issuance and expi¬ 
ration thereof. 

(5) such other information as the 
License Officer shall determine. 

Section 1-119. Duties of Licensee. 

(A) General Standards of Conduct. 
Every licensee under this Ordinance 
shall: 

(1) Permit Inspection. Permit all 
reasonable inspections of his business 
and examinations of his books by pub¬ 
lic authorities so authorities by law. 

(2) Comply with Governing Law. As¬ 
certain and at all times comply with 
all laws and regulations applicable to 
such licensed business. 

(3 Operate Properly. Avoid all for¬ 
bidden, improper or unnecessary prac¬ 
tices or conditions which do or may 
affect the public health, morals or 
welfare. 

(4) Cease Business. Refrain from 
operating the licensed businesses on 
premises after expiration of his license 
and during the period his license is re¬ 
voked or suspended. 

(B) Display of License and Insignia. 
Every licensee under this Ordinance shall 

(1) Premises. 

(a) Licenses. Post and maintain such 
license or insignia upon the li¬ 
censed premises in a place where 
it may be seen at all times. 

(2) Vehicles. Affix any insignia de¬ 
livered for use in connection with li¬ 
censed activity involving a vehicle in 
prominent place on the outside there¬ 
of. 

(3) Persons. Carry such license on 
his person when he has no licensed 
business premises. 

(4) Machines. Affix any insignia 
delivered for use in connection there- 


vending, or other business machine or 
with upon the outside of any coin, 
device, so that it may be seen at all 
times. 

(5) Inoperative Licenses. Special 
Permitis and Insignia. Not allow any 
license, special permit or insignia to 
remain posted, or displayed, or used, 
after the period for which it was is¬ 
sued has expired; or when it has been 
suspended or revoked, or for any rea¬ 
son become ineffective. The licensee 
shall promptly return such inoperative 
license, special permit or insignia to 
the License Officer. 

(6) Unlawful Possession. Not loan, 
sell, give or assign, to any other per¬ 
son, or allow any other person to use 
or display, or to destroy, damage or 
remove, or to have in his possession, 
except as authorized by the License 
Officer or by law, any license, or in¬ 
signia which has been issued to said 
licensee. 

(O) New Location Desired. A Licensee 
shall have the right to change the loca¬ 
tion of the licensed business provided 
he shall; 

(1) Approval of License Officer. Ob¬ 
tain written permission from the Li¬ 
cense Officer for such change of loca¬ 
tion. 

(2) Payment of Fee. Pay a removal 
fee of $5.00 (Five Dollars) to the Li¬ 
cense Officer. 

(D) Keep Records. Keep all records 
and books necessary to the computation 
of his license fee and to the enforce¬ 
ment of this Ordinance. 

(1) Where Applicant Fails to Record. 
The License Officer shall make his 
own determination as to the financial 
statement for any business where the 
licensee has failed to keep books and 
records as required herein. 

Section I-111. Transfer of License 
Forbidden. 

A licensee shall not transfer his license 
to another person. 

Section 1-112. Term of License. 

A license runs from February 1 to 
January 31 of each year unless shorter 
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periods are provided in the applicable 
section of this Ordinance. 

Section 1-113. Enforcement. 

(A) Inspections: 

(1) Persons Authorized. The follow¬ 
ing persons are authorized to conduct 
inspections in the manner prescribed 
herein: 

(a) License Officer. The License Of¬ 
ficer shall make all investigations 
reasonably necessary to the en¬ 
forcement of this Ordinance. 

(b) Officials having duties. The Li¬ 
cense Officer shall have the au¬ 
thority to order the inspection of 
licensees, their business and prem¬ 
ises, by all City Officials having 
duties to perform with reference 
to such licensees or businesses. 

(c) Police Officers. All police officers 
shall inspect and examine busi¬ 
nesses located within their respec¬ 
tive jurisdictions or beats to en¬ 
force compliance with this Ordi¬ 
nance. 

(B) Authority of Inspectors. All in¬ 
spectors shall have the authority to en¬ 
ter premises to inspect for violation of 
any provisions of this Ordinance. If a 
license has been issued, refusal of licen¬ 
see to prevent entry of inspector shall 
be ground for immediate revocation of 
license. 

(1) Report by Inspectors. Persons in¬ 
specting licensees, their businesses, or 
premises as herein authorized shall re¬ 
port all violations of this Ordinance or 
of other laws or ordinances to the 
License Officer and shall submit such 
other reports as the License Officer 
shall order. 

(C) Duty of Licensing Officer when 
Violation is Reported. 

(1) When License Issued. When li¬ 
cense has been issued and license is 
not in compliance with its terms, the 
License Officer shall in writing by 
regular mail give offending party ten 
days to comply unless the License Of- J 
ficer shall determine that the health j 
or safety of the citizens of the City is j 
endangered or that the licensee will j 
leave the jurisdiction of the Common¬ 


wealth before that time. At the end 
of the ten day period the License Of¬ 
ficer shall file an Ordinance Complaint 
before a Magistrate of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

(2) Failure to Procure License or 
cease business after Revocation of Li¬ 
cense. Where a person fails to procure 
a license or it it has been revoked, the 
Enforcing Official shall immediately 
file an Ordinance Complaint before a 
Magistrate of the City of Pittsburgh 
specifying the section of this Ordi¬ 
nance violated. 

Section 1-114. Additional persons held 
responsible. 

Where a person allows another person 
who has not procured a license to use 
his premises for an activity requiring a 
license under this ordinance, such per¬ 
son who allows his premises to be used 
shall be held liable for any applicable 
fees required herein. 

Section 1-115. Right of Appeal. 

Any person aggrieved by the License 
Officer by having his application for his 
license denied or his license revoked can 
appeal to Magistrate’s Court of the City 
of Pittsburgh within 10 days following 
the effective date of such action com¬ 
plained of. 

(1) Contents of Appeal. Such ap¬ 
peal shall set out a copy of the order 
or decision appealed from and shall in¬ 
clude a statement of the facts relied 
upon to avoid such order, 

(2) Notification of License Officer. 
At the time of filing such appeal a 
copy thereof shall be filed by the ap¬ 
pellant with the License Officer. 

(3) Hearing. The Magistrate’s Court 
fix a time and place for hearing the 
appeal and shall serve a written no¬ 
tice, as provided herein, upon the ap¬ 
pelant informing him therefor. The 
Magistrate’s Court shall also give such 
notice to the License Officer and such 
officer shall be entitled to appear and 
defend such order. 

(4) Effect of Decision. The findings 
of the Magistrate shall be final and 
conclusive. 

Section 1-116. Penalties. 

Any person convicted of violating the 
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a Magistrate of the City of Pittsburgh 
Ordinance 1 shall upon the Judgment of 
determining such violation, be subject 
to pay a fine not exceeding $300.00 
(Three Hundred Dollars), and costs for 
each offense or imprisonment in the Al¬ 
legheny County Jail for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding 10 (Ten) Days. Each day in 
violation of any section of this Ordi¬ 
nance shall constitute a separate and 
distinct offense. 

Section 1-117. Severability. 

It is the intention of City Council 
that each separate provision of this Or¬ 
dinance shall be deemed independent of 
all other provisions herein, and it is fur¬ 
ther the intention of City Council that if 
any provision of this Ordinance be de¬ 
clared invalid, all other provisions there¬ 
of shall remain valid and enforceable. 

ARTICLE II. BUSINESS ENGAGED 

PREDOMINANTLY IN SELLING 

Chapter 1. Auctions 

Section 2-101. License Required to 
conduct Auctions. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
to sell or offer for sale, or act as auc¬ 
tioneer at auction, goods, wares and mer¬ 
chandise, without obtaining a license 
from the Office of License and Permits. 

Section 2-102. Definitions of Terms. 
As used in this Ordinance unless the 
context indicates otherwise: 

(A) “Auction or “Sale at Auction*’ 
shall mean the verbal exchanges be¬ 
tween an auctioneer and the members 
of his audience, constituting a series 
of invitations for offers for the sale 
of goods or real estate made by the 
auctioneer or offers by members of 
the audience, and the acceptance of 
the highest or most favorable offer by 
the auctioneer. 

Section 2-103. Issuance and Revoca¬ 
tion of License. 

In addition to the information re¬ 
quired in Section 1-106 and Section 1- 
107 of this Ordinance the following 
Bhall be required: 

(A) the names and addresses of 
the person or persons whose goods, 
ware and merchandise are to be sold. 


(B) the names and addresses of 
the person or persons who are to act 
as auctioneers. Such auctioneers to be 
duly licensed under applicable laws of 
the Commonwealth. 

(C) the names and addresses of all 
persons to whom goods, wares and 
merchandise axe sold. 

Section 2104. Licensee Responsible for 
Conduct of Agents. 

A licensee will be held responsible for 
the conduct of such person or persons as 
may be employed to sell said goods, 
wares and merchandise, and shall not 
make or permit anyone conducting such 
sale to make untruthful statements or 
misrepresent articles to bidders as to 
the wares and merchandise offered for 
sale, nor shall he offer or make or per¬ 
mit anyone to offer or make a false bid 
or a pretense of buying goods, wares, or 
merchandise offered for sale by virtue of 
his license, nor shall the licensee offer 
or permit to be offered or give or per¬ 
mit to be given any premiums or any 
merchandise as a premium or Incentive 
to bidders. 

Section 2-106. Auction to take place 
only at designated location. 

No person holding a license shall con¬ 
duct thereunder a sale at any other 
place or places than that designated 
therein. 

Section 2-106. Additional Goods. 

No licensee under this Ordinance shall 
provide additional goods, waxes or mer¬ 
chandise during the conduct of the auc¬ 
tion sale and shall state in his applica¬ 
tion previous to the granting of the li¬ 
cense the amount and value of goods al¬ 
ready on order but not delivered, and 
what said goods consist of. 

Section 2-107. Auctions exempted from 
Procuring License. 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
not apply to: 

(A) Judicial sales or sales by exec¬ 
utors or administrators. 

(B) Sales of unredeemed pledges 
by or in behalf of licensed pawnbrok¬ 
ers in the manner prescribed by law. 

(C) from products or farm imple¬ 
ments. 
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(D) household goods sold from pri¬ 
vate homes. 

(E) auctions of real estate. 

Section 2-108. Fee. 

Before any licensee may be issued a 
license a fee of $100.00 (One Hundred 
Dollars) per day must be paid by Auc¬ 
tioneer to conduct an auction at desig¬ 
nated location. 

Chapter 2. Pawnbroker’s 

Section 2-201. License required to be 
Pawnbroker. 

No person shall use, exercise or carry 
on the trade for business of pawnbroker 
within the City without first obtaining 
a license from the Office of Licenses and 
Permits. 

Section 2-202. Definition of Terms. 

As used in this Ordinance, unless the 
context indicates otherwise. 

“Pawnbroker” includes any person, 
who—(1) engages in the business of 
lending money on the deposit or 
pledge of personal property, other 
than choses in action, securities, or 
written evidence of indebtedness; or 
implied agreement or understanding to 
sell it back at a subsequent time at a 
stipulated price; or (3) lends money 
upon goods, wares or merchandise 
pledged, stored or deposited as collat¬ 
eral security. 

“Pledge” means an article or articles 
deposited with a pawnbroker as a se¬ 
curity for a loan in the course of his 
business as defined in the preceding 
paragraph. 

“Pledger” means the person who ob¬ 
tains a loan from a pawnbroker and 
delivers a pledge into the possession 
of a pawnbroker, unless such person 
discloses that he is or was acting for 
another In which case a "pledger” 
means the disclosed principal. 

Section 2-203. Records to be kept. 
Each and every pawnbroker shall keep 
a book legibly written in the English 
language in which shall be recorded 

(A) A full and accurate descrip¬ 
tion of all articles purchased or left in 
pawn with him. 


(B) The time of pledging, pawning 
or purchasing the same. 

(O) The time within which such 
pawned or pledged article is to be re¬ 
deemed. 

(D) The amount of money lent or 

paid therefor. 

Section 2-204. Report to Police. 

All pawnbrokers before twelve o’clock 
noon of every business day shall report 
to Superintendent of Police a descrip¬ 
tion of all articles so received in the 
course of his pawnbroking business on 
the business day immediately previous, 
together with the number of ticket or 
tickets and a description of the person 
or persons making such sale. Forms for 
this purpose are to be provided by the 
Bureau of Police. 

Section 2-205. Information Pawn¬ 
broker shall give to Pledger. 

Every pawnbroker shall at the time 
of making or receiving any article in 
pawn,deliver to the pledger a memoran¬ 
dum signed by him containing: 

(A) The Date. 

(B) The amount of the loan. 

(C) The rate of interest and stor¬ 
age charges. 

(D) The time within which the ar¬ 
ticle is to be redeemed. 

(E) A description of the article 
pledged. 

Section 2-206. Business Hours. 

A pawnbroker shall not transact any 
business on Sunday nor shall he accept 
a pledge on any other day between the 
hours of nine o’clock p.m., and seven 
o’clock a.m. 

Section 2-207. Forbidden Transactions. 
A pawnbroker shall not accept a 
pledge from a person under the age of 
twenty-one years nor from any intoxi¬ 
cated person or any known thieves. 

Section 2-208. Conviction of Certain 
Crimes. 

If any pawnbroker who is convicted 
of robbery, burglary, larceny, receiving 
stolen goods or any other crime involv- 
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tug the unlawful obtaining of personal 
property, the License Officer shall imme¬ 
diately revoke his license. 

Section 2-209. Fees. 

The fee of insurance of a pawnbrok¬ 
er’s license shall be $200.00 (Two-hun¬ 
dred Dollars). 

Chapter 3. Junk Dealers, 

Section 2-301. 

No person shall carry on the business 
of buying or selling and dealing in junk, 
rope, scrap, iron, brass or other mate¬ 
rials commonly referred to as junk with¬ 
out first having received a license from 
the Office of Licenses and Permits. 

Section 2-302. Records to be kept. 
Every junk dealer shall keep a book 
legibly written In English at the time of 
acquiring any article in the course of 
his business which book shall contain: 

(A) A full and accurate description 
of the article purchased. 

(B) The name and address of the 
person selling the same. 

(C) The name and address of any 
person to whom goods are sold. 

Section 2-303. Report to Police. 
Before twelve o’clock noon the licensee 
shall report to the Superintendent of Po¬ 
lice the information required by Section 
2-302 on all articles received on the pre¬ 
vious business day. The Superintendent 
shall provide forms for this purpose. 

Section 2-304. Period of Retention or 
Purchased Articles. 

All persons, firms or corporations li¬ 
censed under the provisions of this Ordi¬ 
nance, shall keep and retain on their 
premises such scrap, iron, brass, lead, 
copper, or other metals and rags, bones 
and other materials commonly termed 
Junk, in their original form, shape or 
condition in which they received such 
goods a minimum period of 48 (forty- 
eight) hours shall have elapsed. 

Section 2-305. Forbidden Transactions. 
No person licensed under this Section 
shall receive or purchase articles from 
individuals under 18 years old or intox¬ 
icated individuals or any known thieves. 


Section 2-306. 

A junkdealer shall not transact any 
business on Sunday nor between the 
hours of nine o’clock pm. and seven 
o’clock a.m. 

Section 2-307. Conviction of certain 
crimes. 

Any Junkdealer who is convicted of 
robbery, burglary, larceny, receiving 
stolen goods or any other crime involv¬ 
ing the taking of personal property, the 
License Officer shall immediately revoke 
his license. 

Section 2-308. Fees. 

The fees for issuance of a license un¬ 
der this Section shall be $100.00 (One- 
hundred dollars). 

Chapter 4. Antique or Second Hand 

Dealers. 

Section 2-401. License Required to be 
an Antique or Second-Hand dealer. 

No person shall engage in the business 
om being a Second-Hand Dealer wtih- 
out procuring a license from the Office 
of Licenses and Permits. 

Section 2-402. Definition of Second 
Hand Dealer and Antique Dealer 
A Second-hand dealer or antique deal¬ 
er for the purpose of this Ordinance is 
any person who whether wholly or in 
part engages or operates the trade or 
business of buying and selling used 
goods, such as antiques, precious stones, 
metals and Jewelry, any tools, any elec¬ 
trical devices, fixtures, appliances, sec¬ 
ond hand cars, any automobile accesso¬ 
ries or tires, household goods, firearms 
and bric-a-brac. 

(A) Enumeration of articles not ex¬ 
clusive. 

The foregoing enumeration of arti¬ 
cles, goods and property shall not be 
deemed to be exclusive or all-inclusive. 
Second-hand articles or goods for the 
purpose of this ordinance are any ar¬ 
ticles or goods that are purchased, sal¬ 
vaged, or received, from any person, 
association, co-partnership or corpo¬ 
ration. 

Section 2-403. Records to be kept. 
Each and every Second-Hand and An¬ 
tique Dealer shall keep a book legibly 
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written in the English language at the 
time of acquiring articles in the course 
of business which book shall give: 

(1) an accurate description of the ar¬ 
ticle purchased. 

(2) the name and address of person 
Belling same. 

(3) name and address of person buy¬ 
ing same. 

Section 2-404. Repbrts to Police. 

Every Second-Hand and Antique Deal¬ 
er shall furnish the inforination speci¬ 
fied In Section 2-403 of this Article by 
12 noon Monday for the previous week 
to the Superintendent of Police. The Su¬ 
perintendent shall furnish forms for this 
purpose. 

Section 2-405. Retention of purchaser 

Articles. 

No second-hand or antique dealer 

shall sell or dispose of in any way any of 
the following second-hand articles or 
goods: antiques, precious stones, jewel¬ 
ry, watches, old gold, platinum, silver or 
other precious metals, or any similar 

articles or things, until 30 (thirty) days 
have elapsed after the purchase of the 
same. No second-hand dealer shall sell 
or dispose of in any way any other sec¬ 
ond-hand articles or goods until 7 

(seven) days have elapsed after the pur¬ 
chase of the same. 

Section 2-406. Forbidden Transactions. 

Ne Second-Hand or Antique Dealer 

shall purchase any article from any per¬ 
son under the age of 18 or from any in¬ 
toxicated person or from known thieves. 

Section 2-407. Conviction of Certain 
Crimes. 

If any Second-Hand or Antique Dealer 
shall be convicted of robbery, burglary, 
larceny, receiving stolen goods or any 
other crime involving the unlawful ob¬ 
taining of personal property the License 
Officer shall immediately revoke his Li¬ 
cense. 

Section 2-408. Fee. 

The fee for the issuance of a license 
Second Hand or Antique License shall be 
$100.00 (One Hundred Dollars). 


(A) Exception. 

Any person who can prove by appro¬ 
priate records that his total sales in 
the previous year from Second-Hand or 
Antique articles did not exceed $1,- 
000.00 (One Thousand Dollars) shall 
be charged $25.00 (Twenty-five Dol¬ 
lars). 

Chapter 5. Vendor’s and Peddler’s. 

Section 2-501. License Required. 

It shall be unlawful to engage in the 
business of being a Vendor or Peddler 
within the City without first obtaining a 
license from the Office of Licenses and 
Permits. 

Section 2-502. Definitions of Vendor 
and Peddler. 

The words “vendor” and “peddler” 
as used herein shall include any person 
traveling on foot or any conveyance who 
goes from door to door, place to place, 
house to house, street to street, carrying 
or conveying goods, wares, merchandise, 
food provisions, produce, offering to buy 
or sell such articles. One who conveys 
articles or solicits orders for articles for 
delivery at a later date Is deemed a ven¬ 
dor or peddler and Is subject to the pro¬ 
visions of this Article. 

(A) It shall not be held to apply 
and no license shall be required for 
the sale by a fanner or producer di¬ 
rectly, or by his, their or its employ¬ 
ees of any of the food products pro¬ 
duced by such farmer nor to Individ¬ 
uals who are engaged in vending or 
peddling for a charitable organization. 

(B) Disabled Veterans. 

Any veteran of the U.S. Armed 
Forces disabled therein shall lie issued 
a license under this Section of this 
Article free of charge. 

(1) Writing from Veteran’s Adminis¬ 
tration. Before the License Officer can 
issue a free license to applicant he 
must provide a letter from the Veter¬ 
ans’ Administration that his disability 
was service-connected. 

Section 2-503. Information Required. 

In addition to information required 
under Section 1-106 and Section 1-107 of 
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this Ordinance the applicant shall sup¬ 
ply the License Officer with the follow¬ 
ing information: 

(A) A brief description of the na¬ 
ture of the business and goods to be 
bought or sold. 

(B) If employed, the name and 
address of the employer, together with 
the credentials establishing the exact 
relationship. 

(C) The length of time in which 
the right to do business is requested. 

(D) If a vehicle is to be used, a de¬ 
scription thereof and its license num¬ 
ber. 

Section 2-504. Loud noises and Speak¬ 
ing Devices. 

Section 2-505. Use of Streets. 

No peddler or vendor shall have any 
exclusive right to any public street, nor 
shall any be permitted a stationary loca¬ 
tion. Further he shall obey all ordi¬ 
nances and regulations which forbid him 
to operate on certain streets within the 
City. 

Section 2-500. Revocation of License. 
A license Issued tinder the provisions 
of this Ordinance may be revoked by 
the License Officer for any of the fol¬ 
lowing reasons: 

(A) Fraud, misrepresentation, or 
false statement in the application for 
license; 

<B) Fraud, misrepresentation or 
false statement made in the course of 
carrying on his business as peddlers. 

(C) Any violation of this Ordinance. 

(D) Conviction of any crime or 
misdemeanor involving moral turpi¬ 
tude. 

(E) Conducting the business of 
peddling in an unlawful manner or in 
such a manner as to constitute a 
breach of the peace or to constitute a 
menace to the health, safety, or gen¬ 
eral welfare of the public. 

Section 2-507. Fees. 

The fees for a Vendor’s or Peddler’s 
License: 


(1) Vending or peddling involving the 
use of a vehicle a fee of ($50.00) 
(Fifty Dollars) shall be paid before 
a license shall be issued. 

(2) All other peddlers or vendors shall 
pay a fee of $25.00 (Twenty-five 
Dollars) before a license shall be 
issued. 

Chapter 6. Transient Merchants. 

Section 2-001. License required to 
Conduct Business within the City Tran¬ 
siently. 

It shall be unlawful for every person 
to engage in any business within the 
City on a transient basis unless he pro¬ 
cures a license from the Office of Li¬ 
censes and Permits. 

Section 2-602. Definition of Transient 
Merchant. 

A “Transient Merchant” Ib any person 
who occupies a room, apartment, store, 
shop, building, building for the exhibi¬ 
tion or sale of goods, wares, or merchan¬ 
dise with the intention of not remaining 
more than 100 (One hundred) days. 

(A) Farmers Exempted. 

This section of this article shall not 

apply to farmers selling their own 

produce. 

Section 2-603, Information Required. 

In addition to the information required 
under Section 1-106 and Section 1-107 
of the Ordinance the applicant shall sup¬ 
ply the License Officer with the follow¬ 
ing information: 

(a) a brief description of the nature 
of the business and goods to be 
bought or sold. 

(b) if employed, the name and ad¬ 
dress of the employer, together 
with the credentials establishing 
the exact relationship. 

(c) the length of time for which the 
right to do business is requested. 

(d) if a vehicle is to be used, a de¬ 
scription thereof and its license 
number. 

Section 2-604. Bonding Required on 
Certain Sales. 

Where a transient merchant contracts 
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to deliver at a future date and the pur¬ 
chaser pays for goods before delivery, be¬ 
fore an applicant may be issued a li¬ 
cense, the applicant must post with the 
License Officer for 4 (Four) months 
from date of lost sale an approved surety 
in the amount of $1,000.00 (One thou¬ 
sand dollars) which applicant shall for¬ 
feit to the extent to cover the cost of 
goods not delivered within the 4 (Four) 
month period. 

(A) Exception. 

Forfeiture does not occur where li¬ 
censee proves that non - delivery was 
the result of a strike, calamity or other 
extraordinary beyond his control. 

Section 2-605. Revocation of License. 

Any license issued under the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance may be revoked 
by the License Officer for any of the fol¬ 
lowing reasons: 

(A) Fraud, misrepresentation, or 
false statement contained in the appli¬ 
cation for license. 

(B) Fraud, misrepresentation or 
false statement made in the course 
of carrying on his business as a Tran¬ 
sient Merchant. 

(C) Any violation of this ordinance. 

(D) Conviction of any crime or mis¬ 
demeanor involving moral turpitude. 

(E) Conducting the business in an 
unlawful manner or in such a manner 
as to constitute a breach of the peace 
or to constitute a menace to the 
health, safety, or general welfare of the 
public. 

Section 2-606. Fee. 

The fee to be paid for a Transient 
Merchant’s license shall be $200.00 (Two- 
hundred dollars) per month or fractional 
part thereof. 

Chapter 7. Trade Fairs. 

Any person who desires to conduct a 
trade fair within the City shall procure 
a license from the Office of Licenses and 
Permits. 

Section 2-702. Definition of Trade Fair. 
"Trade Fairs” shall mean any exhibi¬ 


tion at which goods, merchandise or 
services are sold and in whichv at least 
10 (Ten) persons participate who deal in 
the type of goods, merchandise or service 
exhibited. The term should not include 
any exhibition at which there is extend¬ 
ed an offer to buy goods, merchandise or 
services from the public at large, nor any 
exhibition where there are no direct sales 
and where orders are taken for future 
delivery of goods and merchandise to 
wholesale or retail dealers. 

Section 2-703. Requirements for Li¬ 
cense. 

The applicant shall be 

(A) Either a resident of the City of 
Pittsburgh who deals in the goods, 
merchandise or services to be exhibited 
or the owner of the premises upon 
which the trade fair is to be held. 

(B) File the application at least 2 
(two) weeks prior to the opening of 
the trade fair. 

1.The application shall state the 
names, addresses and businesses of 
all persons who are to participate in 
the trade fair, the site of the trade 
fair and any other pertinent infor¬ 
mation requested by the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety. 

Section 2-704. Other Licenses. 

With respect to the activities licensed 
under this Section, any person listed in 
the application as a participant shall 
not be required to comply with Section 
2-400 and Section 2-600 of this Article. 

Section 2-705. Fees. 

Before a license for a trade fair may 
be issued, a fee of $200.00 (Two-’^'n- 
dred dollars) shall be paid. 

ARTICLE III. EMPLOYMENT NEEDING 
SPECIAL REGULATION 

Chapter 1. Taxicabs and Passenger Mo¬ 
tor Vehicles for Hire. 

Section 3-101. License Required to 
Operate Taxicabs and other Passenger 
Motor Vehicle for Hire. 

No person shall operate a taxicab or 
other passenger motor vehicle for hire in 
the City without a license procured from 
the Office of Licenses and Permits. 
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Section 3-102. Information Required. 

In addition to the information re¬ 
quired by Section 1-106 of this Ordi¬ 
nance,applicant must supply the follow¬ 
ing: 

(A) Two photographs. , 

(B) Valid Pennsylvania Motor Ve¬ 
hicle License. 

(C) Any other information required 

by the License Officer. 

Section 3-103. License Only Issued to 
Applicants, from Authorized Employer. 

Licenses shall be issued only to appli¬ 
cants who shall be employed by an en¬ 
tity which has been authorized to engage 
in a taxicab business by the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Public Utility Commission. 

Section 3-104. Agent of Superinten¬ 
dent of Police. 

For the purpose of Article III Chapter 
1 the License Officer is the agent of the 
Superintendent of Police. 

Section 3-105. Temporary License. 

It shall be the duty of the License Of¬ 
ficer to issue without charge a tempo¬ 
rary driver's license at once upon appli¬ 
cation therefor; said license to remain 
effective until a permanent license has 
been either granted or refused. 

Section 3-106. License Valid for Du¬ 
ration of Employment. 

Permanent licenses issued under the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall be 
valid without renewal during such time 
as licensee remains in the service of the 
employer at the time said license was 
issued. 

Section 3-107. Revocation of License. 

Upon the conviction of any crime in¬ 
volving moral turpitude, the License Of¬ 
ficer shall revoke the license to operate 
a taxicab or other passenger vehicle for 
hire. 

Chapter 2. Warm Air Heating Contrac¬ 
tor's. 

Section 3-201. License Required to be 
a Warm Air Heating Contractor. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
act, engage, advertise or otherwise repre¬ 
sent himself to be a warm air heating 
contractor unless he procures a license 
from the Office of Licenses and Permits. 

Section 3-202. Qualifications of Ap¬ 
plicant. 

In addition to qualifications enumer¬ 
ated for all applicants applying for li¬ 
censes, an applicant for a license for a 
warm air heating contractor must 

(A) Show at least four years ex¬ 
perience in warm air heating or be a 
graduate mechanical engineer with 
two years experience. 

(B) Pass an examination to be pre¬ 
pared and given by Superintendent of 
Building Inspection. 

Section 3-203. Bonding Required. 

Before a Warm Air Heating License 
may be issued, applicant must post a 
surety bond in the amount of $1,000.00 
(One-thousand dollars) to guarantee 
compliance with the terms of the Build¬ 
ing Code of the City. 

Section 3-204. 

The authorized representative who is 
a licensee must not apply for permits 
for more than one person, firm or cor¬ 
poration, partnership or business orga¬ 
nization. 

Section 3-205. License Property of 
Business. 

A License issued to an authorized rep¬ 
resentative of a business organization 
shall be considered the property of such 
organization, and should the individual 
licensee leave the employment, his for¬ 
mer employer should so advise said Bu¬ 
reau and may have another employee 
examined for such license at the next 
examination period without additional 
cost. 

Section 3-206. Revocation of License. 

Any violation of the Building Code of 
the City of Pittsburgh, or the rules and 
regulations authorized thereby or any 
violation of the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance may be grounds for suspension or 
revocation of license by the License Of¬ 
ficer with Concurrence of the Superin- 
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tendent of Building Inspection. Upon 
two convictions within a two-year period 
of violation of said code, rules and regu¬ 
lations of this Ordinance, such revoca¬ 
tion shall be mandatory, and shall pre¬ 
vent the issuance of a new license with¬ 
in one year. 

Section 3-207. Appeal to Board of 
Standards and Appeals instead of the 
Magistrate’s Court. 

Appeals from decisions of License Of¬ 
fice concerning warm air heating licenses 
are to be referred to the Board of Stand¬ 
ards and Appeals of the Bureau of 
Building Inspection, as provided in the 
Building Code, when a license is refused 
because of lack of professional qualifi¬ 
cations of applicant. When a license is 
refused for failure of applicant to meet 
the general requirements stated in Arti¬ 
cle I of this Ordinance, the appeal will 
still be to the Magistrate’s Court of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 3-208. Fee. 

A licensee must pay a fee of $50.00 
(Fifty-dollars) for the first year, which 
shall expire on the following January 
31, before a warm air heating license 
may be issuer, and said licensee m ust 
pay a renewal fee of $25.00 (Twenty-five 
dollars) each year thereafter. 

Chapter 3. Welder’s. 

Section 3-301. License Required to be 
a Welder. 

All persons who intend to weld or use 
welding torches, on or for a structure 
except only those who shop-weld exclu¬ 
sively shall obtain a license from the 
Office of Licenses and Permits, which 
license shall specify the type of welding 
for which it is issued. 

Section 3-302. Approval of Superin¬ 
tendent of Building Inspection Required. 

Before the License Officer shall issue 
a permit the Superintendent of Building 
Inspection must approve the qualifica¬ 
tions of the applicant. 

Section 3-303. Approved Testing Lab¬ 
oratories. 

The Superintendent of Building In¬ 
spection shall approve competent labo¬ 


ratories which shall conduct qualifica¬ 
tion examinations for welders. 

(A) Any approved laboratory shall 
employ as examiners only persons who 
possess the experience, training and 
knowledge necessary to determine the 
fitness of applicants for the perform¬ 
ance of duties for which they seek a 
certificate of qualification. 

(B) The laboratory shall test ap¬ 
plicants in accordance with the stand¬ 
ards prescribed by the 1946 American 
Welding Society Standard Code or the 
latest published revisions thereof for 
its arc and gas welding in building 
construction. After testing, the lab¬ 
oratory shall rate applicants and issue 
certificates of qualification as mer¬ 
ited. 

Section 3-304. Qualification of Appli¬ 
cant besides the Requirements of Sec¬ 
tion 1-106. 

Applicant must 

(A) be able to read and speak the 
English language. 

(B) pass a test in accordance with 
Section 3-303 of this Article. 

(O) Submit, upon request, evidence 
that he has been employed as a welder 
within 90 days of the commencement 
of his intended welding work, or sub¬ 
mit upon request, evidence that he 
was employed as a welder during the 
90 (ninety) days subsequent to his 
qualification test; and 

Section 3-306. Additional Tests. 

In any case of doubtful qualification 
the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Building Inspection may require any ad¬ 
ditional tests that he reasonably deems 
advisable. 

Section 3-306. Term of License. 

The welding license issued shall be 
non-transferable and shall be valid for 
the period of 1 (One) year from the 
date of testing by the approved labora¬ 
tory unless sooner revoked, suspended 
or restricted as herein set forth. A weld¬ 
ing lecense may be renewed for an ad¬ 
ditional period of 1 (one) year without 
j an additional qualification examination 
* if the applicant’s record indicates satis- 
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factory welding performance during the 
previous year. An additional qualifica¬ 
tion examination shall be required, how¬ 
ever, of any welder who has not been 
employed at the process for which he has 
been qualified for a period exceeding 90 
(ninety) days. 

Section 3-307. Shop Welding. 

Shop welding may be performed by 
Welders who do not have a current li¬ 
cense issued by the Bureau of Building 
Inspection provided that they produce 
a certificate of qualification issued by an 
approved laboratory. The employer of 
such welders shall obtain the services of 
an approved laboratory which shall ex¬ 
amine the welding so performed and 
submit to the Bureau a report approving 
or disapproving such welding. All such 
laboratory reports must be received di¬ 
rectly from the laboratory and not from 
the employer or any other person. Such 
employer shall also submit to the Bureau 
a report of welding so performed, and 
the names of the welders. The employer 
is responsible for determining that all 
of the reports are received by the Bu¬ 
reau before metals fabricated by such 
weldefs are shipped. 

flection 3-308. Employer must require 
welder’s Permit. 

No employer shall employ any person 
as a welder or permit any person to weld 
who does not meet the qualifications 
herein contained, nor shall any person 
who does not meet the qualifications 
herein contained obtain employment as 
a welder or weld in the employ of an¬ 
other. 

Section 3-309. Revocation of Permit. 

The License Officer upon request of 
the Superintendent of the Office of 
Building Inspection may revoke, sus¬ 
pend or restrict the welding permit or 
certificate of qualification, if permit¬ 
tee’s workmanship falls below the stand¬ 
ards established in the Welder’s Test or 
if permittee is negligent in his work. 

Section 3-310. Qualification for Arc 
or Gas Welding not Inclusive. 

Qualification for arc welding shall not 
constitute qualification for gas welding 
and qualification for gas welding shall 


not constitute qualification for arc 
welding. 

Section 3-311. Fees. 

Before a license may be issued or re¬ 
newed, Applicant must pay a fee of 
$15.00 (Fifteen dollars) per year. 

Chapter 4. Pressure Vessels. 

Section 3-401. Permit to Operate Pres¬ 
sure Vessels Required. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to 
control in the City of Pittsburgh any 
pipes, boilers, engines (Stationary or Lo¬ 
comotive), containers, tanka or vessels 
under pressure of air, water, gas or 
steam, except pipes, containers, tanks or 
vessels used in the transportation of air, 
water, gas or steam, hot water tanks 
used for domestic purposes, which are 
subject to City water pressure only, and 
steam generators, unless such person 
holds a permit as hereinafter provided. 

Section 3-402. Qualifications of Ap¬ 
plicant besides the 

In addition to the requirements of 
Section 1-106 and Section 1-107 of this 
Ordinance. 

Applicant must 

(1) have reached the age of 21 (Twen¬ 
ty One) years. 

(2) have two years practical experi¬ 
ence. 

(3) pass an examination to be admin¬ 
istered by the Superintendent of 
Building Inspection or his repre¬ 
sentative. 

Section 3-403. Owner Responsible; 
Only Licensed Individual shall Operate 
Equipment. 

It shall be unlawful for any owner or 
lesseci or agent of any owner or lessee of 
any pipes, containers, boilers, engines, 
(Stationary or Locomotive) tanks or ves¬ 
sels embraced within the provisions of 
this Ordinance or for any person acting 
for such owner, lessee or agent to com¬ 
mit in any manner the responsibility of 
controlling any of said pipes, contain¬ 
ers, boilers, engines (Stationery or Loco¬ 
motive), tanks or vessels to any person 
Other than a person holding a permit is¬ 
sued in accordance with the terms of 
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this Ordinance or to permit any person 
or persons to operate any of said pipes, 
containers, boilers, engine (Stationary or 
Locomotive) tanks or vessels. 

Section 3-404. Revocation of Permit. 

If after investigation it has been de¬ 
termined that the licensee is competent 
or has bzen guilty of negligence, or has 
endangered life or property, or wilfully 
violated any of the provisions of this 
Section, the License Officer shall sus¬ 
pend or revoke his license as the case 
may require. 

Section 3-405. Permits Renewed with¬ 
out Examination. 

Permits shall be renewed annually 
without examination, provided said per¬ 
mits are presented within 30 (Thirty) 
days after their expiration. 

Section 3-406. Pees. 

Before a license may be issued a fee of 
$35.00 (Thirty-five dollars) must be paid. 
Before a permit may be renewed a li¬ 
cense fee of $10.00 (Ten dollars) must 
be paid. 

Chapter 5. Electricians. 

Section 3-501. Electrician Registra¬ 
tion. 

Any person, before receiving a permit 
to install electric wiring within the City 
must file with the License Officer a reg¬ 
istration card, giving the name of the 
person, his address and telephone num¬ 
ber. 

Section 3-502. Must understand wiring 
regulations. 

The person registering shall pass a 
written test prepared by the Superin¬ 
tendent of Building Inspection to insure 
his comprehension of the wiring regula¬ 
tions of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 3-503. License Officer to Re¬ 
ceive Authorization from Superintendent 
of Building Inspection. 

Before the License Officer shall re¬ 
ceive registration card, he must receive 
authorization from the Superintendent 
of Building Inspection. 

Section 3-504. Identification of work 
Required. 


On completion of the work covered by 
a permit, the person installing the same 
shall attach at some suitable point his 
name and address. 

Section 3-545. Pees. 

A fee of Seventy-Five Dollars ($75.00) 
shall be paid at the time of registration 
and the registration shall be renewed an¬ 
nually during the month of February. 
The fee for renewal shall be $25.00 
(Twenty-five dollars). 

(a) Lapse of Registration. 

If registration is not renewed dur¬ 
ing the month of February it will 
be Judged to have lapsed and shall 
be cancelled. The full fee of $75.00 
(Seventy-five Dollars) shall be 
subsequent registration. 

ARTICLE IV. BUSINESS REQUIRING 
SPECIAL REGULATION. 

Chapter 1. Parking Lots. 

Section 4-101. 

No operator shall conduct any com¬ 
mercial parking place without obtaining 
an annual license for each parking place 
from the Office of Licenses and Permits. 

Section 4-102. Definitions. 

The following words are defined as 
follows unless the context indicates 
otherwise, 

(A) Commercial Parking Place” 
or “Parking Place”. 

Any place within the City, whether 
wholly or partially enclosed or open, at 
which motor vehicles are parked or 
stored for any period of time in return 
for a consideration, not including: 

1. Any parking area or garage to the 
extent that it is provided or leased 
to occupants of a residence on the 
same or other premises for use only 
in connection with, and as accessory 
to, the occupancy of such residence, 
and 

2. any parking area or garage operated 
exclusively by an owner or lessee of 
a hotel, tourist court or trailer park, 
to the extent that the parking area 
or garage is provided to guests or 
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tenants of such hotel, tourist court 
or trailer park for no additional 
consideration. 

(B) “Operator”. Any person con¬ 
ducting the operation of a parking 
place or receiving the consideration 
paid for the parking or storage of mo¬ 
tor vehicles at such parking place. 

(C) “consideration” refers to con¬ 
sideration received upon an express or 
implied contract or under a lease or 
otherwise, whether or not separately 
stated, and whether or not paid, pro¬ 
vided or allowed by the person on 
whose behalf the motor vehicle is 
parked or Btored or by some other 
person. 

Section 4-103. Requirements for Li¬ 
cense. 

In addition to the informational re¬ 
quirements of Section 1-106, the appli¬ 
cant, before a license can be issued or 
renewed., must provide 

(A) A certificate of insurance 
showing that the applicant has se¬ 
emed, for the calendar year Involved, 
public liability insurance covering the 
parking place with limits of not less 
than $50,000.00 (Fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars) for personal injuries and not less 
than $10,000.00 (ten thousand dollars) 
for property damage; however, the Li¬ 
cense Officer may accept, in lieu of 
such certificate, a statement showing 
applicant’s financial ability to pay 
claims in the amounts indicated. 

(B) With respect to commercial 
parking places which consist entirely 
of open lots rather than buildings— 
a sketch or plot plan showing the lo¬ 
cation, size of the driveways, en¬ 
trances and exits and their proximity 
to sidewalk and structures, the char¬ 
acter of curbing, fencing, walls or oth¬ 
er enclosures surrounding the lot, the 
locations where signs are to be posted 
and the character and Bize thereof, 
and such other pertinent information 
as may be required by the License Of¬ 
ficer; however, the License Officer may 
permit the omission of such sketch or 
plot plan in applications for renewal 
of licenses where no changes have oc¬ 
curred since the issuance of the prior 
license. 


(C) Proof of compliance with the 
Zoning Code of the City of Pittsburgh. 

(D) Proof of payment in full of 
any Parking Tax imposed by the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

Section 4-104. Safety Requirements. 

The operator shall maintain each 
parking place in such condition as not 
to constitute a hazard to the patrons 
thereof or the motor vehicles parked 
therein, and shall also comply with the 
following requirements: 

(A Parking and driving areas shall 
be of smooth, compact surfacing. 

(B) Commercial parking places lo¬ 
cated on open lots shall be properly 
enclosed or maintained with bumper 
protection for sidewalks and adjacent 
property. 

(C) Entrances and exits to and 
from parking places shall be plainly 
marked and so situated as to avoid 
obstructing traffic on the abutting 
street and to prevent interference 
with or obstruction of pedestrian 
traffic on the sidewalk. 

Section 4-105. Use of Streets. 

No operator shall permit any motor 
vehicle brought to any commercial park¬ 
ing place to be parked on a street or 
Bidewalk. 

Section 4-106. Posting Rates. 

Every operator shall, from and after 
30 (Thirty) days following the effective 
date of this ordinance, post and main¬ 
tain, in a conspicuous place at each en¬ 
trance to each parking place, a sign 
showing the r^aedule of rates charged, 
the operator’s name and address, and the 
operator’s license number printed in let¬ 
ters of such size and character as to be 
readily readable by prospective patrons. 

Section 4-107. Revocation of License. 

The License Officer may revoke any li¬ 
cense issued to any operator who vio¬ 
lates any provision of this ordinance or 
of any regulations adopted hereunder, 
or who shall be or become delinquent in 
the payment of any parking tax im¬ 
posed by the City of Pittsburgh, upon 
written notice from the City Treasurer 
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of such, delinquency, and may reinstate 
the name if compliance is thereafter as¬ 
sured. 

Section 4-108. Fees. 

Before any parking lot license is is¬ 
sued or renewed a license fee of $50.00 
(Fifty dollars) must be paid. 

Chapter 2. Commercial Refuse. 

Section 4-201. License Required to 
Collect Commercial Refuse. 

No person «haii collect commercial 
garbage and/or rubbish from any prem¬ 
ises within the City unless he procures 
a license from the License Officer of the 
Office of Licenses and Permits. 

Section 4-202. Definitions. 

The following words are defined as 
follows unless context Indicates other¬ 
wise. 

<A) "Commercial Garbage" 

All refuse of animal or vegeta¬ 
ble matter which has been used for 
the food of man, and all refuse of ani¬ 
mal or vegetable matter, which was 
Intended to be so used, and all of¬ 
fal, condemned food, and all dead 
animals or parte thereof. 

(B) "Commercial Rubbish" 

All discards and waste material 
from commercial and/or processing 
or manufacturing concerns, exclu¬ 
sive of garbage and ashes. 

Section 4-203. Information Required. 

Besides the information required by 
Section 1-100 and Section 1-107 Ordi¬ 
nance, the following information is re¬ 
quired: 

(A) The districts from which col¬ 
lections will be made. 

(B) The place or places to which 

collections will be taken for disposal. 

Section 4-204. License Officer to Issue 
Licenses Only after Approval of Director 
of Public Works. 

The License Officer will only Issue a 
license after receiving the approval of 
the Director of Public Works who shall 


also be responsible for the Investigation 
of applicants. 

Section 4-205. Requirements for Col¬ 
lection. 

Any person, persons, firm or corpora¬ 
tion licensed to make collection of gar¬ 
bage or rubbish under the terms of this 
Ordinance shall 

(A) Make such collection in an or¬ 
derly manner, complying with all the 
health and safety laws and ordinances 
and orders of the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works; 

(B) See that no garbage or rubbish 
is dropped or scattered on the prem¬ 
ises from which collections are made, 
or on the streets; 

(C) Keep the collection receptacles, 
wagons and trucks in good repair and 
properly coyered at all times as air 
and as water-tight as Is reasonably 
possible; 

(D) Make collections In business or 
commercial districts only at such 
times and in such places as will not 
interfere with the movement of traf¬ 
fic through or on the streets of such 
districts; 

(E) Take collections for incLnera^ 
tion or other disposal only to such 
places as may not he prohibited for 
such use by law or ordinance and as 
may be approved by the Director of 
the Department of Public Works. 

Section 4-208. Reports Required. 

East licensee shall file with the Li¬ 
cense Officer a list of any and all places 
from which he collects commercial gar¬ 
bage and/or rubbish, stating which or 
both, and giving the approximate 
monthly tonnage. Such list shal l be 
corrected quarterly for addition or de¬ 
duction of places from which collection 
is made and for monthly tonnage. 

Section 4-207. Farmers Exempted. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall 
not apply to farmers or hog raisers col¬ 
lecting garbage for feeding and/or fer¬ 
tilizing purposes. 

Section 4-208. Fee. 

Before a license is issued or renewed 
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a license fee of $150.00 (One-hundred 
fifty dollars) per year per truck shall be 
paid. 

ARTICLE V. REGULATION OF 
AMUSEMENT BUSINESSES 

Chapter 1. Amusements. 

Section 5-101. Must procure license 
to operate amusement business. 

It shall be unlawful to conduct a 
place of amusement or a producer of 
amusement within, the City without pro¬ 
curing a license from the Office of Li¬ 
censes and Permits. 

Section 5-102. Definitions. 

The following words and phrases 
when used In this Ordinance shall have 
the meaning ascribed to them in this 
Section except when the context indi¬ 
cates a different meaning. 

(A) AMUSEMENTS — All manner 
and forms of entertainment, includ¬ 
ing among others, theatrical or oper¬ 
atic performances, concerts, moving 
picture Bhows, vaudeville, all forms of 
entertainment at fair grounds and 
amusement parks, athletic contests, 
including wrestling matches, boxing 
and sparring, exhibitions, football, 
basketball and baseball games, bil¬ 
liards, pool, skating, golfing, tennis, 
hockey, bathing, swimming, archery, 
shooting, riding and all other forms of 
diversion, sport, recreation or pastime, 
shows, exhibitions, contests, displays 
and games, and all other methods of 
obtaining admission charges, donations, 
contributions or monetary charges of 
any character from the general public 
or a limited or selected number there¬ 
of, directly or indirectly, in return for 
other than tangible property, or spe¬ 
cific personal or professional service. 

(B) PLACE OF AMUSEMENT—Any 
place, indoors or outdoors, within the 
City of Pittsburgh, where the general 
public or a limited or selected number 
thereof may, upon payment of an es¬ 
tablished price, attend or engage In 
any amusement as herein defined, and 
other like places. 

(C) PRODUCER — Any person who 
conducts, stages or produces an amuse¬ 


ment at any place of amusement where 
the general public or a limited or se¬ 
lected number thereof may attend or 
engage in any amusement. 

(D) SEASON SCHEDULE — A con¬ 
tractual commitment under which a 
producer arranges to use a place of 
amusement for a series of the same 
type of amusement within a year. 

(E) AMUSEMENT ARCADE — Any 
location where seven or more mechan¬ 
ical devices are licensed under Section 
5-401 of this Article. 

Section 5-103. Information Required. 

In addition to the requirements of 
Section 1-106 and Section 1-107 of this 
Ordinance, the applicant shall: 

(A) state the anticipated hours of 
operation 

(B) state the type of amusement 
being conducted 

(C) where applicable, the number 
of people expected to attend, and 

(D) file the application at least 3 
(Three) days before its effective date. 

Section 5-104. License Fees for Places 
of Amusement. 

The base license fee for place of 
amusement shall be: 

(A) THEATERS. The license fee for 
every theater, opera house, moving 

picture show or other place of sim¬ 
ilar amusement shall be 

(1) where the seating capacity is not 
more than 300 (Three hundred) 
persons, the license fee shall be 
$25.00 (Twenty-five dollars) per 
month. 

(2) where the seating capacity is 
more than 300 (Three hundred) 
persons, the license fee shall be 
($100.00 (One hundred dollars) 
per month. 

(B) STADIUM AND INDOOR 
ARENAS. The license fee for every 
stadium, ball park, arena, indoor arena 
shall be as follows: 

(1) where the seating capacity is not 
more than 10,000 (ten thousand)

persons, the license fee shall he 
($50.00 (Fifty dollars) per month. 

(2) where the seating capacity is 10,- 
000 (ten-thousand) persons or 
more, the license fee shall be 
$200.00 (Two-hundred dollars per 
month. 

(C) SKATING RINKS. The license 
fee for operating a public skating 
rink shall be $25.00 (Twenty-five dol¬ 
lars) per month. 

(D) SHOOTING GALLERY. The li¬ 
cense fee for operating a shooting gal¬ 
lery where admission is charged shall 
be $100.00 (One hundred dollars) per 
month. 

(E) POOL AND BILLIARD TA¬ 
BLES. The license fee for owners and 
operators of buildings containing pool 
or billiard tables shall be $2.00 (Two 
dollars) per month for each table. 

(F) AMUSEMENT ARCADES. The 
license fee for amusement arcades shall 
be $150.00 (One-hundred fifty dollars) 
per month. 

(G) ITINERANT AMUSEMENTS. The 
license fee for producers of itinerant 
amusements mounted on vehicles shall 
be $2500 (Twenty-five dollars) per 
month. 

Section 5-105. License fees for Pro¬ 
ducers. 

Any producer of amusement who does 
not own or operate the places where said 
amusements take place, whether the 
same be licensed or not, shall pay the 
following base license fee. 

(A) PRODUCERS OF AMUSE¬ 
MENTS ON A SEASON SCHEDULE. 
Producers of amusements on a season 
schedule, at places of amusement hav¬ 
ing a seating capacity of fewer than 
15,000 (Fifteen thousand persons, shall 
pay $200.00 (Two-hundred dollars) per 
month in such season schedule. 

(B) All other producers of amuse¬ 
ment shall pay for each day such 
amusement is produced, a license fee 
of $1.00 (One dollar) for every .20c 
(Twenty cents) charged in the highest 
priced seat or admissibn charge where 
the total capacity of the place of 


amusement does not exceed 750 (Sev¬ 
en hundred fifty) persons, but such 
license fee shall be doubled if the ca¬ 
pacity exceeds 750 (Seven hundred 
fifty) persons. 

Section 5-106. FAILURE OF PRODU- 
SER TO PAY FEE. 

If any producer fails to pay the li¬ 
cense fees provided for herein for 
amusements conducted by him, the 
owner or operator of the place where 
such amusements were conducted shall 
be liable for such license fees. 

Section 5-107. ADDITIONAL FEES. 

Where the Director of Public Safety in 
his discretion determines that police of¬ 
ficers must be specifically detailed to 
any event licensed under Section 5-104 
and Section 5-105 of this ordinance, the 
owner or operator of a place of amuse¬ 
ment or producer of the event must pay 
for police so detailed. The Director of 
Public Safety shall use the following 
factors to determine the need for spe¬ 
cially detailed police 

(A) the estimated number of per¬ 
sons attending an event 

(B) the type of amusement being 
engaged in 

(C) the traffic situation at the 
particular place of amusement 

(D) past experience in similar 
types of events. 

Section 5-108. COLLECTION OF AD¬ 
DITIONAL FEES. 

The License Officer is authorized to 
collect such additional fees after 
event licensed has occurred the own*., r 
operator or producer operate on a sea¬ 
son schedule. 

(A) NON - SEASONED SCHEDULED 
EVENTS—Where a producer of a non¬ 
season scheduled event is required to 
deposit a fee in advance of the Issuance 
of permit to cover the estimated cost of 
police protection. 

(1) Over Payment—Where the deposit 
is more than the cost of specified 
police protection a refund shall be 
made upon application to the Li¬ 
cense Officer. 
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(2) Under Payment — License Officer 
shall bill applicable party for any 
underpayment of special police 
protection. 

Chapter 2. Sunday Activities. 

Section 5-201. Additional License For 
Sunday Activities. 

No license shall be issued to any per¬ 
son who conducts, Btages, manages or 
presents any baseball or football game, 
basketball, ice hockey or ice shows to 
which an admission fee is charged or is 
incidental, to be held on Sunday be¬ 
tween 1 p.m. and 7 p.m. unless the appli¬ 
cant procures additional license from 
the Office of Licenses and Permits. 

Section 5-202. Information Required. 

In addition to the information re¬ 
quired in Section 1-106 and Section 1- 
107 of this ordinance, the applicant must 
furnish information concerning: 

(A) the type of athletic contest to 

be played. 

(B) seating capacity of place of 

event. 

Section 5-203. Fees. 

License fee for baseball or football, 
basketball, ice hockey and ice shows 
held in a stadium, ball park or other 
structure with seating accommodations 
shall be 

{a) 13,500 or more spectators, $50.00 
for each game 

(b) 6,000 to 12,999 spectators, inclu¬ 
sive $35.00 for each game 

(c) 2,500 to 4,999 spectators, inclusive, 
$10.00 for each game 

(d) 1,000 to 4,999 spectators, inclu¬ 
sive, $5.00 for each game 

(e) up to 999 spectators, inclusive, or 
in a playground, field or open lot 
containing no seating accommoda¬ 
tions for spectators, $1.00 for each 
game. 

Chapter 3. Carnivals and Street Fairs. 

Section 5-301. License Required to 
Conduct Carnival or Street Fair. 


It shall be unlawful to conduct a car¬ 
nival or street fair unless a license is 
procured from the License Officer of the 
Office of Licenses and Permits. 

Section 5-302. Definition of Carnival 
or Street Fair. 

A carnival or street fair is the tempo¬ 
rary setting up and maintaining a place 
indoors, in the open, or under canvas, 
for public amusement or entertainment, 
at which merchandise or any commodity 
is disposed of by sale, auction, or in any 
manner whatsoever, or when there is set 
up, maintained and operated mechanical 
devices of any character whatever for 
the enjoyment of the public and for the 
use of which a fee is charged. 

Section 5-303. Information Required. 

Besides the information required by 
Section 1-106 and Section 1-107, the fol¬ 
lowing information is required: 

(1) proposed date and place of car¬ 
nival 

(2) organization, society or club, if 
any, for whose benefit the carni¬ 
val is to be given 

(3) the nature of structures and de¬ 
vices to be used and the enter¬ 
tainment to be given or permitted. 

Section 5-304. Unlawful Conduct. 

Any person licensed to conduct a car¬ 
nival shall 

(A) close the carnival not later 
than 12 Midnight 

(B) take action which is reason¬ 
ably required to prevent use of loud, 
noisy, devices or activities and the oc¬ 
currence of disorder. 

Section 5-305. Fees. 

Before the issuance of a street fair or 
carnival license, a fee of $25.00 (Twenty- 
five dollars) per day must be paid. 

Section 5-306. Additional Fees. 

The provisions of Section 5-107 and 
Section 5-108 shall be equally applicable 
to the procuring of Street Fair or Car- 
nical License. 

Chapter 4. Mechanical Amusement De¬ 
vices. 
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Section 6-401. License Required for 
Mechanical Devices. 

No person shall set up, or establish, 
or cause to be set up or established, or 
shall exhibit, display, or maintain for the 
purposes of gaining advantage or profit 
within the City of Pittsburgh, any me¬ 
chanical device, machine or apparatus 
of any kind for the playing of games or 
otherwise used for the purpose of 
amusement or entertainment by the in¬ 
sertion therein of a coin or any other 
metal disc, slug or token whatsoever, 
unless or until such person, persons, 
firm or corporation shall have procured 
a license and insignia from the Office 
of Licens's and Permits or its agent. 

(A) NOT APPLICABLE TO CER¬ 
TAIN DEVICES. This section is not 
applicable to devices, machines or ap¬ 
paratus where the cost, price or con¬ 
sideration for playing one game shall 
be less than .05c (five cents). 

Section 6-402. Information Required. 

In addition to the information re¬ 
quired in Section 1-106 and Section 1- 
107 applicant shall state: , 

(A) the name or names, the resi¬ 
dence or residences of the person so 
applying and length of residences at 
that address. 

(B) the previous occupations of 
such applicants. 

(C) the name of the owner of the 
premises upon which the aforesaid 
machines are to be used and installed, 
and if the owner of the premises is 
not the applicant, then the applicant 
shall s?t forth the length of time for 
which the premises have been leased. 

Section 5-403. Forbidden Devices. 

Nothing in this ordinance shall in any 
way be construed to authorize, license or 
permit any gambling devices whatsoever, 
or any mechanism that has been judici¬ 
ally determined to be a gambling device, 
or in any way contrary to law, or that 
may be contrary to any future laws of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Section 5-404. Fee. 

No license shall be issued until an an¬ 
nual fee has been paid in the sum of 


$75.00 (Seventy-five dollars) for each 
machine. 

Chapter 5. Dance Halls. 

Section 5-501. Public Dance Halls and 
Dances. 

The Office of License and Permits shall 
enforce and administer and enforce the 
provisions of the Act of May 16, 1919, 
P.C. 193, 54 P.S. 2431 et seq., licensing 
and regulating public dances and dance 
halls.

Ordinance No. 210, ap¬ 
proved ‘'May 11, 1966, Fire ’Prevention 
Code, as .amended .is -hereby .amended 
and supplemented as follows: 

Add a new Section 2.6 to Article 2. 

Section 2.6. Fee Required— 

‘Before a permit may "be• issued under 
Section 2.5 a fee of $25.00 must be 
paid annually. 

Add a new Section .3.6 to Article 3.

1. City hereby engages Freedom House 
as an independent contractor to provide 
emergency ambulance service to the 
public in Police District No. 2A (Down¬ 
town) and to maintain the 1970 level of 
services in Police District No. 2B (Hill 
District), for a term ending December 
31, 1971, and Freedom House hereby 
agrees to perform said services upon the 
terms and conditions hereinafter set 
forth. 

2. Freedom House shall provide an 
ambulance station at Mercy Hospital or 
at some other suitable location in the 
City of Pittsburgh, which shall func¬ 
tion as the base for the dispatching of 
the ambulance provided for in Para¬ 
graph 4 (a) of this Agreement.

3. Freedom House Bhall provide a staff 
program to insure all necessary service 
and training for the operators of the 
ambulances used under this Agreement. 
Freedom House shall be responsible for 
the payment of its own overhead, pay¬ 
roll, supplies, rents and other costs, pro¬ 
vided, however, that the City Rhfyn pro¬ 
vide gasoline and oil for one specifically 
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designated ambulance referred to in 
Paragraph 4 (a) of this Agreement, at 
the City Garage operated by the Bureau 
of Automotive Equipment. 

4. Freedom House shall provide the 
ambulance service in the area of the 
City described in Paragraph 1 hereof, on 
a 24-hour, 7-day-a-week basis, using at 
least one-fully equipped modern ambu¬ 
lance manned by two trained attend¬ 
ants. 

(a) Such ambulance and crew shall be 
available for emergency ambulance 
calls in the aforesaid districts on an 
exclusive basis twenty-four hours 
per day. 

(b) The ambulance service which shall 
be provided between 8:00 A.M. and 
4:00 P.M. shall be augmented by a 
second ambulance available for 
backup when such second ambu¬ 
lance is not otherwise dispatched or 
committed. 

(c) Ambulances shall be radio-equipped. 

6. Prior to beginning work hereof. 
Freedom House shall deliver to City 
certificates of insurance duly executed 
by the officers or authorized represen¬ 
tatives of a responsible company, evi¬ 
dencing the following coverage for the 
benefit of City as an additional insured, 
which insurance shall be noncancellable 
except upon thirty (30) days prior 
written notice to City, all premiums 
being at the expense of Freedom House: 

Public Liability —$100,000-8300,000 
Property Damage _$ 50,000 

8. All operations of Freedom House 
under this Agreement shall be subject 
to the approval of t’ e Director of the 
Department of Public Safety. 

7. This Agreement may be terminated 
by either party upon thirty (30) days 
prior written notice to the other. 

8. As full compensation for the per¬ 
formance of said professional services, 
City shall pay Freedom House and Free¬ 
dom House shall accept a fee not to 
exceed the total sum of $50,000.00, pay¬ 
able at the rate of $4,166.67 per month. 
It is acnowledged that services in Police 
District 2B (Hill District) beyond the 
maintenance of services required by 


Paragraph 1 above are being provided 
by Freedom House using funds allocated 
by the Model Cities program. 

9. Freedom House shall fully obey 
and comply with all laws, ordinances 
and administrative regulations duly 
made in accordance therewith which are 
applicable to the work done under this 
Agreement. 

10. Freedom House shall comply with 
the Human Relations Ordinance No. 75, 
approved February 28, 1967, and any 
amendments or supplements thereto. 

11. Freedom House hereby certifies 
that it has accepted the provisions of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act of 
1915, as amended and supplemented, in¬ 
sofar as the work covered by this Agree¬ 
ment is concerned, and that it has 
insured its liability thereunder in accor¬ 
dance with the terms of said Act, or has 
duly filed a certificate of exemption 
from insurance with the Pennsylvania 
Department of Labor and Industry. 

12. In the event that the City should, 
by ordinance, adopt a standard fee or 
charge for ambulance service, City and 
Freedom House shall, by mutual agree¬ 
ment, arrange for the billing of such 
charge with respect to ambulance ser¬ 
vice performed under this contract by 
Freedom House, and for a division of 
the proceeds thereof between the City 
and Freedom House. 

13. This Agreement is subject to the 
provisions of the Act of March 7, 1901, 
P.L. 20, as amended and supplemented, 
and the liability of the City hereunder 
is limited to the sum of $50,000.00 ap¬ 
propriated for the same, chargeable to 
and payable from Code Account No. 
1403, Department of Public Safety, Mis¬ 
cellaneous Services. 

14. This Agreement shall be nonas- 
signable, 

15. In the event of any dispute as to 
the interpretation of the terms of this 
Agreement, the decision of the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety 
shall be final.

10. To vacate, without cost to the 
Authority or any redeveloper, and 
without the assessment of benefits 
against the Authority or any rede¬ 
veloper, all Btreets and alleys, in whole 
or in part shown to be vacated on 
Drawing No. 6, Right-of-Way Adjust¬ 
ments, of the Plan and to convey, 
without consideration, to the Auth¬ 
ority, all of the right, title and in¬ 
terest which the City has in said 
streets and alleys so vacated. The time 
of such vacation is to occur after title 
to all property affected is in the Auth¬ 
ority or consents with waiver of dam¬

AN ORDINANCE — Providing for the 
designation of certain districts or 
structures within the City of Pittsburgh 
as districts of historic or landmark im¬ 
portance and regulating the reconstruc¬ 
tion, exterior alteration, restoration, or 
demolition of structures within districts 
so designated. 

The Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. Findings of Fact and Dec¬ 
laration of Policy. 

a. Findings of Fact 

Urban and suburban growth, attended 
by massive demolition of existing hous¬ 
ing in and about the center city for 
highway construction and other forms 
of urban redevelopment, and accom¬ 
panied by deterioration of existing hous¬ 
ing, civic unrest and discontent has 
created the need to pause and find safe¬ 
guards to preserve the architectural heri¬ 
tage of our past and stability of our 
present. 

b. Declaration of Policy 

The purpose of this Ordinance is to 
promote the public welfare and the 
usages and benefits of tourism by pre¬ 
serving historic districts and structures 
which are important to the education, 
culture, traditions and economic values 
of the City and to afford the City, in¬ 
cluding interested persons, historical 
societies or organizations the opportun¬ 
ity to acquire or arrange for the pre¬ 
servation of such districts or structures. 

Section 2. Definitions 

a. Demolition: Total and complete 
razing of a structure. 

b. District: A territorial division of 
land, which may include only one (1) 
lot or parcel of property, or which may 
include a number of lots or parcels of 
property. 

c. District of Historic Significance: A 
district which includes one (1) or more 
historic structures. 

d. District of Landmark Significance: 


A district which includes one (1) or 
more landmark structures. 

e. Exterior Alteration: Any change, re¬ 
arrangement, addition, deletion, partial 
razing, or modification in construction 
which affects the exterior appearance 
of a structure. 

f. Historic Structure: A structure 
which has a distinctive character re¬ 
calling the rich historic heritage of 
Pennsylvania and which is or likely may 
become a source of inspiration to the 
people by awakening interest in our 
historic past and thus promoting the 
general welfare, education and culture 
of the community in which the historic 
structure is located. 

g. Landmark Structure: A structure 
which has a distinctive character re¬ 
calling the architectural heritage of 
Pennsylvania, and which If preserved 
will promote the general welfare, edu¬ 
cation and culture of the community in 
which the structure is located. 

h. Permit for Change: Any permit for 
the construction, demolition or exterior 
alteration of a structure or for the alte¬ 
ration or establishment new of any ex¬ 
terior sign. 

1. Structure: Anything constructed or 
erected, the use of which requires, di¬ 
rectly or indirectly, a permanent location 
on the land. 

Section 3. Designation 

a. The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh may designate districts of his¬ 
toric significance or districts of land¬ 
mark significance, upon its own initia¬ 
tive or at the request of any resident of 
the City of Pittsburgh. Before so desig¬ 
nating any such districts, the Council 
shall: 

(1) seek the recommendation of the 
City Planning Commission as to the 
feasibility and desirability of such 
designation. Before making such re¬ 
commendation the City Planning 
Commission shall consult with the 
Pittsburgh History and Landmarks 
Foundation or its successor concern¬ 
ing such recommendation; 

(2) hold a public hearing at which own¬ 
ers or tenants shall have the right 
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to appear and be heard in person or 
be represented by counsel. Any other 
person or organization interested in 
said designation may also be heard 
at that hearing. Public notice of the 
time and place and purpose of 
Council’s public hearing with respect 
to the aforesaid designation of dis¬ 
tricts shall be given at least fifteen 
(15) days prior thereto by the fol¬ 
lowing methods: 

(a) by at least two (2) publications 
on consecutive days in one (1) 
newspaper or general circulation 
in the City; 

(b) by mailing of notification by 
the Department of City Plan¬ 
ning to the owners of record, at 
their addresses available in the 
office of the Board of Property 
Assessment and eRview of Alle¬ 
gheny County, of all property 
within any proposed district 
proposed to be designated. 

b. No permit for change of any struc¬ 
ture within a district which has being 
designated as a district of historic or 
landmark significance, shall be issued 
without the approval of the Planning 
Commission of the City of Pittsburgh, 
except as provided in this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Effect of Designation 

No permit for change in any district 
designated as being of historic or land¬ 
mark significance shall be issued by the 
Bureau of Building Inspection without 
the prior approval of the Pl ann ing Com¬ 
mission of the City of Pittsburgh. The 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection or his designee shall 
of any application for a permit for 
notify said Commission upon the receipt 
change of any structure in a district 
so designated, upon receipt of such 
application. Said Commission shall pass 
upon the appropriateness of such 
change which can be seen from a public 
street or way only, and shall consider 
the general design, arrangement, tex¬ 
ture, material and color of the struc¬ 
ture. Said Commission shall not con¬ 
sider any materials not pertinent to the 
preservation of the historic or land¬ 
mark aspect and nature of the struc¬ 
ture. Said Commission shall indicate 


its approval or disapproval of the pro¬ 
posed application by Resolution and if 
it should disapprove said proposal, shall 
state its reason therefor. In determin¬ 
ing whether to approve or disapprove 
said application, said Commission may 
grant hearing upon the request of the 
owner of the land on which the struc¬ 
ture exists or upon the request of any 
other citizen of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 5. Effect of Disapproval of 
Application 

Should the Planning Commission of 
the City of Pittsburgh disapprove any 
application for permit for change, no 
such permit shall issue for a period of 
six (6) months from the date of the 
action of said Commission, or such 
shorter period as may be fixed by City 
Council at the time of designation, but 
shall issue at the request of the appli¬ 
cant upon the expiration of said period. 

Section 6. Exception 

The limitation upon the issuance of 
permits for change in any district as 
being of historic or landmark signifi¬ 
cance shall not apply where the work 
involved in said permit has been order¬ 
ed by the Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion or the Allegheny County Health 
Department for the preservation of pub¬ 
lic health, safety, morals or general wel¬ 
fare. 

Section 7. Penalty 

Whoever constructs, reconstructs, al¬ 
ters or demolishes any exterior archi¬ 
tectural feature or establishes new any 
exterior sign in or on any structure in 
a properly designated district of his¬ 
toric or landmark significance, in viola¬ 
tion of this act shall be punished by 
a fine up to three hundred dollars 
($300.00) for any one offense, recover¬ 
able with costs, together with Judgment 
or imprisonment not exceeding ninety 
(90) days, if the amount of said Judg¬ 
ment and costs shall not be paid. Each 
day's violation shall be a separate 
offense. 

Section 8. That any Ordinance or part

(c) Keeps said premises in good order 
and free from rubbish and other 
refuse and in such condition as all 
public health agencies may require. 

6. SEAMAN shall maintain in effect 
through the term of this Agreement the 
following insurance for the protection 
of CITY, all premiums being at the ex¬ 
pense of SEAMAN, which insurance shall

Insurance shall cover and name CITY 
as an additional insured:

7. CITY shall not be liable for any 
injury or damage to any person or prop¬ 
erty at any time on or about the pre¬ 
mises occupied and used by SEAMAN 
from any cause whatsoever which may 
arise from the use or condition of said 
premises or from the operation of said 
riding stable and school during the term 
of this Agreement; and SEAMAN shall 
and does hereby completely indemnify, 
save harmless and agree to defend CITY 
from any and all damages or claims for 
damages arising by reason of said use, 
condition or operation.

WHEREAS, it is necessary that the in¬ 
debtedness of the City of Pittsburgh be 
increased in the amount of Nine Million 
Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($9,300,000) for the purpose of paying 
all or part of the costs, damages and 
expenses, including planning, engineer¬ 
ing and architectural expenses, expenses 
in connection with the acquisition of 
necessary property and property rights, 
and other expenses incurred or to be 
incurred in connection with various 
general public improvements; and 


WHEREAS, by Resolution No. 95, ap¬ 
proved April 7, 1971, the Council of the

Section 1. That the indebtedness of 
the City of Pittsburgh be and it is 
hereby increased in the amount of Nine 
Million Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($9,300,000) for the purpose of paying 
all or part of the costs, damages and 
expenses, including planning, engineer¬ 
ing and architectural expenses, expenses 
in connection with the acquisition of 
necessary property and property rights, 
and other expenses necessarily incurred 
or to be incurred in connection with the 
following general public improvements: 

One Million Nine Hundred Eighty- 
three Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
($1,983,500) for the construction, recon¬ 
struction, replacement and purchase of 
water lines, hydrants and related equip¬ 
ment by the Department of Water. 

Six Million Eleven Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($6,011,500) for the 
construction, reconstruction, rehabilita¬ 
tion and resurfacing of streets, generally 
including the City's share of state high¬ 
way projects within the City; the con¬ 
struction, reconstruction, rehabilitation, 
resurfacing and improvement of street 
intersections; the construction, recon¬ 
struction, rehabilitation and replacement 
of sewers generally within the City; the 
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construction, reconstruction and reha¬ 
bilitation of bridges; the installation of 
street lighting and the purchase of 
automotive and heavy duty equipment 
for the Department of Public Works. 

One Million One Hundred Seventy 
Thousand Dollars ($1,170,000) for the 
acquisition, of property and property 
rights, the construction, reconstruction, 
alteration, rehabilitation and equipment 
of playgrounds and other facilities under 
the jurisdiction of the Department of 
Parks and Recreation; 

One Hundred and Thirty Five Thou¬ 
sand Dollars ($135,000) for the con¬ 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, re¬ 
placement and rehabilitation of police 
and fire houses and other municipal 
buildings and facilities and the con¬ 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, re¬ 
habilitation and equipment of library 
buildings. 

Section 2. That the indebtedness shall 
be evidenced and secured by a tempor¬ 
ary indebtedness note or notes, which 
shall be in form agreeable to the suc¬ 
cessful bidder or bidders and the City 
Solicitor. Said temporary indebtedness 
note shall be designated as ‘‘Temporary 
Indebtedness Note No. 1 of 1971” in the 
principal amount of Nine Million Three 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($9,300,000), 
dated and bearing interest from April 
27. 1971, which sum shall be used for 
the purposes set forth in Section 1 of 
this Ordinance, and shall be repaid, 
along with the interest thereon, from 
the sale of Councilmanic Bonds to be 
issued in the year 1971 or 1972.

In case of the ab¬ 
sence or disability of the Mayor or the 
City Controller the execution and de¬ 
livery may be made by the City official 
authorized by law or by Resolution of 
Council to act in their place. 

That the note Bhall be due 
and payable on April 26, 1972, together 
with interest at the rate of 2.73 per 
centum per annum; that is the total 
sum due on April 26, 1972, shall be the 
sum of $9,553,890.00. In the event that 
the temporary indebtedness note is not 
paid from bond funds on or before April 
26, 1972, the principal and interest of

Section 6. That there is hereby levied 
and assessed annually on all subjects

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For the above, the Association, by sub¬ 
contract, may obtain the services of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of 
Pittsburgh and of such other agencies 
as shall be approved in writing by the 
representative of the City.

order to avoid duplication and con¬

b. Evaluation of the effectiveness of 
both (1) crime prevention programs 
for juveniles and of (2) the coor¬ 
dination of the work of agencies 
engaged in such programs. 

These consultation, research and 
evaluation services of the Association 
shall commence upon receipt of a writ¬ 
ten authorization to proceed from the 
representative of the City. Such ser¬ 
vices shall be provided by the appro¬ 
priate planning and research staff mem¬ 
bers of the Association, for which the 
Association shall receive total compensa¬ 
tion not exceeding $1,740.00. 

5. In consideration of the matters to 
be obtained and performed by the Asso¬ 
ciation under paragraphs 3 and 4, above, 
the City, from the State Grant, shall 
make payments to the Association, and 
through it, to its subcontractors, in the 
following manner:

Section 2-101. License Required to 
Conduct Auctions. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
to sell or offer for sale, at auction, 
goods, wares, or merchandise, without 
obtaining a license from the Bureau 
of Licenses and Permits. 

Article II, Section 2-108 is amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 2-108. Fee. 

Before any license shall be issued a 
license fee of $10.00 (Ten dollars) per 


day must be paid to conduct an auc¬ 
tion at the designated location. 

Article II is supplemented at the end 
thereof by addition of a new sec¬ 
tion to read as follows: 

Section 2-109. Permit Fee For Auc¬ 
tioneers. 

The auctioneer conducting the auc¬ 
tion sale for the licensee shall, prior 
to the day of such sale, pay a permit 
fee of $2.50 (Two dollars and fifty 
cents) to the City Treasurer, as pro¬ 
vided by the law of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania under which 
such auctioneer is licensed.. 

Article V, Section 5-104, Subsection (A) 
is amended to read as follows: 

(A) Theaters. The license fee for 
every theater, (whether exhibiting 
stage plays, motion pictures or any 
other form of entertainment), opera 
house, music hall, lecture hall, and 
other place of similar amusement shall 
be $50.00 (Fifty dollars) a year. 

Article V, Section 5-404 is amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 5-404. Annual Fee. 

(A) The annual fee for a license 
for every mechanical amusement de¬ 
vice, except juke boxes, shall be $75.00 
(Seventy-five dollars) for each ma¬ 
chine. 

(B) The annual fee for a license 
for mechanical music machines, com¬ 
monly known as juke boxes, shall be 
$50.00 (Fifty dollars) for each ma¬ 
chine. 

Article V is supplemented by the addi¬ 
tion at the end thereof of the 
following section: 

Section 5-405. Transfer of Licenses. 

(A) A machine or device licensed 
under Section 5-401 may be removed 
to another location after the licensee 
notifies the designated agent of the 
License Officer and pays a $5.00 relo¬ 
cation fee, 

(B) The license for a particular 
machine may be transferred to an¬ 
other similar type of machine at the 
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same location. Such transfer shall 
only take place in the manner speci¬ 
fied by written regulations of the Li¬ 
cense Officer, or his designated 
agent, and only upon payment of a 
$5.00 transfer fee. 

Section 2. Effective Date. 

The amendment to Article V, Section 
5-404, shall be effective January 1, 1972. 
All other provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be effectively immediately upon 
its approval. 

Section 3. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance, be and the 
same is hereby repealed so far as the 
same affects this Ordinance.

EXONERATONS 
(FLAT RATE ONLY) 

FOR VACANCIES — Where the prem¬ 
ises are completely vacant and the en¬ 
tire supply of water is shut off, upon 
filing by the owner of a notarized va¬ 
cancy affidavit in the office of the De¬ 
partment of Water, exonerations of 
ninety percent (90%) will be issued for 
the flat rate assessment for the period 
during which the entire premises were 
vacant and the water shut off, provid¬ 
ed that the period during which the wa¬ 
ter is shut off is greater than sixty (60) 
consecutive days; and provided further 
that where premises acquired by the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, the 
School District of Pittsburgh and the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh for highway, school and re¬ 
development purposes respectively, are 
completely vacant and the entire supply 
of water is shut off and the meter re¬ 
moved, exonerations of 100% shall be 
made in the case of any building which 
the Commonwealth, the School District 
of Pittsburgh or the Urban Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority of Pittsburgh certifies 
to be vacant and scheduled for demoli¬ 
tion. 

All requests for exonerations for ex¬ 
cessive assessments must be made dur¬ 
ing the current year in which the as¬ 
sessments are made, or within twelve 
(12) months after the termination of 
said year, and no exonerations shall be 
granted after said period has expired. 

The additional exonerations provided 
for in this ordinance for premises ac¬ 
quired by the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania, the School District of Pitts¬ 
burgh and the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority of Pittsburgh shall apply only 


to water charges incurred subsequent to 
the certification of vacancy above de¬ 
scribed. 

FOR CHANGES IN WATER USES 

Where fixtures are removed and water 
uses discontinued, exonerations will be 
issued covering the discontinued use 
from the date of approval of contract 
covering the revised water uses. In case 
any owner of any premises shall cause 
or allow water to be used for any pur¬ 
pose or in any fixtures for which there is 
no approved water contract on file, the 
rates Bhall be as specified in the fore¬ 
going schedule and shall date from the 
preceding January 1st, and the water for 
the entire premises shall be shut off un¬ 
til an approved contract for such addi¬ 
tional water uses or fixtures has been 
signed and placed on file in the office 
of the Department of Water. 

All fixtures on any premises, whether 
used or not, will be assessed as long as 
they remain in position. 

WATER FOR FIRE PURPOSES 

No charge shall be made for water 
used during fires. All water used 
through fire systems except during fires, 
shall be charged for at metered rates. 
All fire systems shall be metered, ex¬ 
cepting sprinkler head systems, and the 
minimum charge for each quarter year 
shall be as follows: 

2" and 3" meters $7.12 per quarter 

4" meters 10.67 per quarter 

6" meters and over 16.01 per quarter 

EXPLANATION OF THE 
FOREGOING SCHEDULE 

In the foregoing schedule of rates, in 
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cases where both, flat and metered rates 
are specified, such flat rates shall govern 
until a meter or meters, controlling the 
entire supply of water, shall have been 
installed, when the metered water rates, 
rules and regulations shall govern. In 
the foregoing schedule of rates, in cases 
where metered rates, only, are specified, 
and the meter or meters are not in serv¬ 
ice or approved service during any por¬ 
tion of the water rent period, the regis¬ 
tration for the portion of the water rent 
period during which the meter or meters 
are in approved service, or the registra¬ 
tion during the preceding water rent pe¬ 
riod, shall be applied pro rata to the 
period during which the meter or meters 
are not in approved service. All water 
supplied at metered rates shall be at 
the following rates per quarter year:

For all water taken, the rate for which 
is not specifically provided and which is 
not measured by meter, the quantities 
shall be estimated and charged for at 
the above metered rates; and provided, 
further that in no case where metered 
water rates are in force shall the charge 
for such premises for each quarter be 
less than the amount specified in the 
following schedule: 

(Applicable—whether rooms are 
occupied or vacant) 

Subject, however, to an additional pro¬ 
vision governing service charges to va¬ 
cant or dilapidated buildings and prem¬ 
ises having no structures, as follows: 

A quarterly minimum charge for water 
service shall be billed the owner for va¬ 
cant or dilapidated buildings, as shown 
in this schedule under “Metered Water 
Rates”, as long as the service line is con¬ 
nected to the City street main. Where 
there is no structure on the premises a 
quarterly ready-to-serve charge of Two 
Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) shall be 


made as long as the service line is con¬ 
nected to the City street main. Aban¬ 
doned service line shall be removed or 
dead-capped at the expense of the own¬ 
er by registered plumber, under the su¬ 
pervision of a City Inspector and shall 
be reported to the Office of the Depart¬ 
ment of Water.—This also applies to 
Flat Rate Accounts.

All meters shall be read quarterly and 
promptly thereafter as possible. A state¬ 
ment of water used by consumer in the 
preceding quarter, together with the 
amount then due the City of Pittsburgh 
shall be promptly mailed to said con¬ 
sumer. All charges to metered water 
consumers shall be subject to a dis¬ 
count of two per centum (2%) on the 
face thereof if paid within ten days; 
shall be payable at face if paid within 
the next succeeding ten days, and if not 
paid within the next succeeding ten 
days after date of said notice shall be 
BUbJect to penalty for nonpayment of 
two per centum (2%) additional plus 
one-half of one per centum for each 
month or any part thereof that the same 
shall not be paid. 

In case the said accounts are not paid 
within twenty days as provided in above 
paragraph hereof, they shall become de¬ 
linquent and the said accounts shall 
thereafter be collected by the Collector 
of Delinquent Taxes, who shall, in de¬ 
fault of payments, proceed with the col¬ 
lection thereof, and the filing of liens 
in the same manner and at the same 
time as is provided under the Acts of 
Assembly for the year.

ORDINANCE — Levying taxes upon 
all real property subject to taxation 
within the limits of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh for the first fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1972, and ending December 
31, 1972, in the amount of fifty-three 
(53) mills on land and twenty-six and 
one-half (26%) mills on buildings, and 
providing for the payment of such taxes. 

The Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. That for the purpose of 
providing revenue for the payment of 
the ordinary current expenses of said 
City, for the payment of interest on the 
funded and floating indebtedness of 
said City and of the constituent milts 
constituting the present City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, created prior to their annexation 
to or consolidation with said City, for 
the payment of the amounts required 
to be paid to the several si nking funds 
for the retirement at maturity of the 
outstanding indebtedness of said City 
and of the constituent units constitut¬ 
ing the present City of Pittsburgh, cre¬ 
ated prior to their annexation to or 
consolidation with said City, due or to 
become due during the fiscal year be¬ 
ginning January 1, 1972, and ending De¬ 
cember 31, 1972, and for the payment 
of other liabilities of said City due or 
to become due during the fiscal year 
beginning January 1, 1972, and ending 
December 31, 1972, the following taxes 
shall be and the same are hereby levied 
and assessed upon all real property tax¬ 
able for state, county and city purposes 
within the limits of the said City, viz: 
fifty-three (53) mills upon each dollar 
or five dollars and thirty cents ($5.30) 
upon each one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
of the assessed valuation of land, and 
twenty-six and one-half (26 %) mills 
upon each dollar or two dollars and 
sixty-five cents ($2.65) upon each one 
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hundred, dollars ($100.00) of the as¬ 
sessed valuation of all buildings. 

Section 2. Any taxpayer will have the 
option or right to pay taxes in month¬ 
ly installments of not less than eight 
and one-third per centum (8-1/3%) 
per month or quarterly installments of 
not less than twenty-five per centum 
(25%) per quarter for the current year, 
providing that during the month of 
January the said taxpayer shall elect to 
do so by paying the installment for that 
month, or the first quarter, as the case 
may be, the future installments to be 
paid in equal amounts in the succeed¬ 
ing months or quarters during the year. 

If the taxpayer shall fail to pay any 
subsequent installment after the Jan¬ 
uary Installment in the month when it 
is due and payable, the said installment 
shall become delinquent on the first day 
of the succeeding month. 

To each installment on the date 
when it becomes delinquent a penalty 
of five per centum (5%) shall be added 
which shall be collected in the same 
manner and like powers and authority 
as in the case of taxes under existing 
laws. 

If a taxpayer shall thereafter permit 
one-half (y 2 ) or more of the total num¬ 
ber of installments of taxes to become 
delinquent an additional penalty of 
three per centum (3%) shall be added 
to each such delinquent installment. 

Where a taxpayer shall fail to evi¬ 
dence an intention to pay on the in¬ 
stallment plan as hereinbefore provid¬ 
ed, his, her or its taxes shall become 
due and payable and be collected, under 
existing laws, subject to the discounts, 
penalties and interest provided by such 
laws. 

Section 3. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance, be and the 
same Is hereby repealed so far as the 
same aflects this Ordinance.

ORDINANCE — Making appropria¬ 
tions to pay the expenses of con¬ 
ducting the public business of the City 
of Pittsburgh and for meeting the debt 
charges thereof for the fiscal year, be¬ 
ginning January 1, 1972. 


Tfio Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby enacts as follows: 


Section 1. That the revenues of said 
City derived from taxes and other 
sources for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1972 and ending December 
31, 1972, including therein cash surplus 
on hand at the close of business on 
December 31, 1971, are hereby appro¬ 
priated in the sum of $109,569,387.00 to 
pay the expenses of conducting the 
public business of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and meeting the debt charges 
thereof during the said period beginning 
January 1, 1972 and ending December 
31, 1972, as well as all encumbrances 
incurred prior to January 1, 1972 for 
which services have not actually been 
rendered, or supplies, materials and 
equipment delivered prior to December 
31, 1971 and so reported to the City 
Controller. Said encumbrances shall be 
charged to the proper appropriation ac¬ 
counts against which encumbrances had 
been originally charged, and all unex¬ 
pended balances of appropriations re¬ 
maining open upon the books of the 
City Controller at the close of the fiscal 
year 1971, shall be and the same are 
hereby ordered to be cancelled, except 
such amounts as shall be required for 
payment for services actually rendered 
or supplies, materials or equipment act¬ 
ually delivered prior to December 31. 
1971 and so reported to the City Con¬ 
troller, or such amounts as shall be di¬ 
rected to be carried over to the fiscal 
year 1971 by resolution or ordinance of 
Council. 


Section 2. No liability shall be in¬ 
curred against any appropriation item 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
thereof, and said appropriation item 
shall be administered subpect to and in 
conformity with the following terms 
and conditions: 


(a) Data required for preparation of 
payrolls shall be submitted to the 
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City Treasurer in such form, and at 
such times as he may prescribe, this 
data to include records of employ¬ 
ment, time worked, whether com¬ 
pensation is based upon hours or 
days worked, quantity of work per¬ 
formed, or upon a monthly or an¬ 
nual salary basis, and such other 
records or reports with reference to 
personal service as may be required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the 
City Treasurer upon the basis of 
such records or reports, and sub¬ 
mitted by him to the respective di¬ 
rectors or heads of departments or 
offices for approval and certifica¬ 
tion in such forms as he may pre¬ 
scribe. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from one 
appropriation item to another ex¬ 
cept by resolution or ordinance of 
Council, and such resolution or or¬ 
dinance shall in each case set forth 
the reasons for such request, and be 
accompanied by a certification from 
the Controller stating that there is 
a sufficient balance unencumbered 
and available in the appropriation 
item from which the transfer is to 
be bade. 

Section 3. No obligation shall be in¬ 
curred by any department of the city 
government other than for salaries or 
wages, or for necessary expenses of em¬ 
ployees when engaged upon City busi¬ 
ness, except through the issue of an or¬ 
der stating the service to be rendered, 
work performed or supplies, materials or 
equipment to be furnished together with 
the estimated cost of the same.

The Director of the Department of 
Supplies is hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department all neces¬ 
sary supplies, materials, equipment and 
machinery for such department; pro¬ 
vided, however, that no requisition of 
any department shall be filled by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
of the appropriation properly charge¬ 
able, and that no order shall be issued 
by the Director of the Department of 
Supplies, or by the head of any other 
department of the City government, un¬ 
til it has been approved by the City 
Controller. Payments on account of di¬ 
rect purchase shall be made from the 
amounts hereinafter appropriated there¬ 
of respectively. Purchase made by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
to go into stores shall be paid from the 
fund provided for such purposes, and 
when as directed by the City Controller; 
said fund shall be reimbursed from oth¬ 
er appropriations to the extent of de¬ 
liveries made from stores. 

Section 4. Council may, by resolu¬ 
tion of the Finance Committee from 
time to time, restrict expenditures from 
the appropriations made hereby, both 
as to amounts of expenditures and the 
periods within which suah expenditures 
may be made, and also, by resolution of 
the Finance Committee at any time 
cancel in whole or in part any unen¬ 
cumbered balance of any said appro¬ 
priations. 

Section 5. For purposes of adminis¬ 
tration and accounting control, the code 
numbers indicated shall be considered 
as part of the appropriation titles.

When such uniform member is required to appear on the 
same day at a downtown location and a location removed from the downtown area, he 
may be paid for both appearaces but such payment shall not erceed Ten Dollars ($10.00) 
for any one day. Such court pay shall be in addition to witness fees payable from the 
court by law, but there shall not be any multiple payments of court pay for multiple 
appearances on the same day. 

The Chief Park Patrolman shall provide rules and procedures insuring that not 
more than one member shall testify whJen the testimony of only one is neded, and that 
unnecessary cumulative testimony will not be authorized. No member shall receive 
overtime pay or compensatory time off with rspect to any appearances covered by court 
pay. When a member is subpoenaed by another party in any civil case, compensation 
shall be the responsibility of that party. 


Section 84. 

Uniform members of the Division of Park Patrolmen, as defined in Section 82 of 
this Ordinance, holding ranks up to and including Assistant Chief Park Patrolman, shall 
be paid overtime compensation for overtime work performed during 1972 at the rate 
of one and one-half (V 2 ) times.

Overtime compensation shall not be paid for the first 45 minutes of overtime work 
in any day: overtime work shall be recorded for compensation only when it exceeds an 
actual time period of 45 minutes.

However, a member 
of the Division called to duty from off-duty status shall be entitled to a minimum of 
four (4) hours overtime compensation for such extra turn of duty. Overtime work 
computed to the nearest quarter hour shall be evidenced in writing in such manner 
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as the Chief Park Patrolman prescribes. By written regulations or general order of the 
Division of Park Patro’men, compensatory time-off may be allowed in place of payment 
of overtime compensation.

Assistance Project 

The purpose of this Project is to pro¬ 
vide funds to hire consultants so that 
the residents of the Model Neighborhood 
may be able to develop a community 
development corporation which will be 
able to meet the requirements of the 
Dept, of Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment. the Small Business Administra¬ 
tion, the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
and the City of Pittsburgh. 

The economic development strategy 
calls for the development of a commun¬ 


ity development corporation reflecting 
the diverse views of the Model Neighbor¬ 
hood. This CDC would coordinate the 
economic development activities of the 
Model Neighborhood. The total cost of 
this Project will not exceed $30,000.00. 

2. Comprehensive Development Plan 
Project 

The Comprehensive Development Plan 
will serve as a guide to the residents 
of the Model Neighborhood in making 
decisions on the location of proposed 
facilities and activities which will affect 
the Model Neighborhood. 

This program helps carry out several 
Model Cities strategies: 

1. Identify locations and support the 
need for commercial and industrial 
activities (based on market studies) 
which will create Jobs and streng¬ 
then the economic base of the 
community. 

2. Provide for the orderly growth of 
educational facilities which are 
conveniently located and easily 
accessible to residents of the Model 
Neighborhood. 

3. Provide for the orderly development 
of comprehensive health facilities 
in the Model Neighborhood. 

4. Identify additional housing sites for 
the construction of low and moder¬ 
ate income housing. 

5. Improve the circulation patterns of 
the Model Neighborhood (pedestri¬ 
an and vehicular), both internally 
and externally, as it relates to other 
areas of the City and the region. 

6. Coordinate all planning activities 
presently occurring in the Model 
Neighborhood. (City and Federal 
agencies). 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $100,000.00. 

3. Corrections and Career Development 
Project 

The primary purpose of this Project 
is to establish a delivery system that will 
accomplish two things: (1) establish 
needed resources and provide heretofore 



lacking services; (2) effect a permanent 
change in the total delivery system for 
criminal corrections in Allegheny County. 

This Project shall be divided into two 
components, juveniles up to 18 years of 
age and adults 18 years of age and older. 

This Project will provide Jobs for 
approximately 80 professional and para- 
professional model neighborhood resi¬ 
dents; counseling and comprehensive 
social, psychological, medical and dental 
follow-up services for approximately 400 
families; educational opportunities for 
approximately 200 confined inmates; edu¬ 
cational opportunities for approximately 
40 professionals in undergraduate and 
graduate work. 

Although it is a little difficult to 
quantify this statement, this program 
should, over a reasonable period of time, 
make a major and socially positive im¬ 
pact on the lives of the individuals and 
families served, and should contribute 
greatly to the reduction of the crime 
rate in the Model Neighborhood. A more 
positive social environment should be 
realized by the Model Neighborhood and 
tho immediate community-at-large. 

Although the extension of services 
shall be directed at Model Neighborhood 
residents, programmatic structure e.g. 
transitional living, drug addiction ser¬ 
vices, etc. and enhancement in achieving 
a major program goal, permanent changes 
in the criminal corrections delivery sys¬ 
tem in Allegheny County, necessitates 
the extension of serlces to the commun¬ 
ity-at-large. The extension of services 
shall be at the discretion of the pro¬ 
gram administrative agencies. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $1,195,000.00. Budget (Model 
Cities Share Replanning) $100,000.00 
Second Year Action Funds $240,000.0. 

4. Roberts - Devilliers Rehabilitation 
Project 

The purpose of this project is to (1) 
upgrade the economic base, and (2) pro¬ 
vide a stimuli for new dollar investments 
into the Model Neighborhood. The pro¬ 
ject not only insures that the vested in¬ 
terests of the current residents and busi¬ 
nessman (in the area) are secured, but 
also guarantees benefits to future resi¬ 


dents, organizations, and investors from 
metropolitan Pittsburgh. 

The project will help carry out several 
Model Cities Strategies: 

1. Increase the total amount of usable 
commercial space in the Model 
Neighborhood, which will create 
jobs and at the same time make 
available needed commercial outlets 
to residents of the Model Neighbor¬ 
hood. 

2. Increase the existing housing stock 
of rental units in the Model Neigh¬ 
borhood. 

3. Improve the physical conditions of 
the Model Neighborhood. 

4 Provide a catalyst for increased in¬ 
vestments in the Model Neighbor¬ 
hood. 

5. Provide a relocation resource for 
residents being displaced by other 
governmental activities. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $309,858.00. 

5. S.M.A.R.T, — Vocational Education 
Project 

The Occupational, Vocational, and 
Technical Division of the Pittsburgh 
Public Schools has over the past six 
years expended considerable time, energy, 
and money in order to upgrade and up¬ 
date programs within the Secondary and 
Post Secondary. These activities have 
been part of long-range plans to intro¬ 
duce comprehensive vocational education 
into the school system of the greatest 
number of students. The initial capital 
expenditures phase of the program is 
nearing completion; and in the future, 
focus must be placed on a continuation 
of improving the instructional quality of 
skill-centered programs at all levels of 
instruction in order to meet the chang¬ 
ing needs of the community. A variety 
of methods must now be investigated to 
incorporate in educational programs such 
a time element that the instructional 
process may be conducted at an opti¬ 
mum level. This would mean that all 
students could obtain a maximum degree 
of skill development in a m inim um 
amount of time and at their own indivi¬ 
dual rate of learning. For example the 




slower student at his rate, the quick 
learner at his rate, and the average stu¬ 
dent at his rate. All of this could be 
done with the dynamics of motivation. 
Computers as thorough reinforcement 
(successful trials), help the instructor in 
keeping up motivation, help set indivi¬ 
dual pace, and give additional (and im¬ 
mediate) practice and information as to 
individual progress. The use of computers 
in skill centered education is so new it 
has only been used sparingly. Because 
of this, and best of all, with experimen¬ 
tation and demonstration, much know¬ 
ledge could be gained. The total cost of 
this Project will not exceed $136,582.00. 

6. Coinprhensive Recreation Facilities 
Project 

This Project proposes to alleviate some 
of the overwhelming inadequacies in the 
current recreation situation in the Model 
Neighborhood. The Project will improve 
and expand existing recreational facili¬ 
ties, increase the availability of facilities, 
and raise the quality of program activi¬ 
ties. 

The Project would achieve the goal 
of making available to all residents of 
the Model Neighborhood increased oppor¬ 
tunities to enjoy a variety of recreation 
facilities. The rehabilitation and renova¬ 
tion of these recreational areas will im¬ 
prove the immediate neighborhood en¬ 
vironment to support new and reha¬ 
bilitated housing for sale and rental. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $314,231.50. 

7. Hill City Renovation Project 

The Project will provide a safe and 
attractive facility for continuing pro¬ 
grams for the youth and adults of the 
community. The rehabilitation and reno¬ 
vation of these recreational facilities will 
improve the immediate neighborhood 
environment to support new and reha¬ 
bilitated housing for sale and rental. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $75,625.00. 

8. Renovation of Paul Younger Com¬ 
munity Center Project 

This Project is intended to provide a 
modem indoor recreational facility for 
use by all members of the community. 


Renovation is essential if present and 
planned programs are to be effectively 
operated in the community. The reha¬ 
bilitation and renovation of these recrea¬ 
tional areas will improve the immediate 
neighborhood environment to support 
new and rehabilitated housing for sale 
and rental. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $71,400.00. 

9. South Oakland Arts Council Renova¬ 
tion Project 

The purpose of this Project is to pro¬ 
vide a permanent facility for the South 
Oakland Arts Council as a headquarters 
for the continuation of existing cultural 
programs and the establishment of new 
programs in the Model Neighborhood. 
Specifically the organization is in serious 
need of a permanent facility for the 
purposes of organizational cohesiveness, 
safe storage of equipment and supplies, 
and a reasonable degree of privacy. This 
facility will allow space for various cul¬ 
tural training and rehearsal, exhibition 
of artistic works, sound recording, music 
practice, a workshop area, cultural activi¬ 
ties demanding maximum noise-free con¬ 
ditions. The organization intends to 
serve through its facility and its pro¬ 
grams the entire Model Neighborhood. 
Further, the rehabilitation of the prop¬ 
erty would improve the immediate neigh¬ 
borhood environment to support new 
and rehabilitated housing for both sales 
and rental. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $11,300.00. 

10. Centre Avenue YMCA Renovation 
Project 

That the facilities of the Centre Ave¬ 
nue YMCA Program Center be renovated 
to provide more program area and better 
facilities for the use of the citizens of 
the Model Neighborhood. 

The Centre Avenue YMCA serves all 
the residents of the different age groups, 
male and female, of the Model Neigh¬ 
borhood. The center provides space for 
offices and classrooms for employment 
and Job training. The meeting rooms, 
gym, swimming pool, and game room are 
utilized by 3000 people representing ap¬ 
proximately 200 different groups. 
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The rehabilitation and renovation of 
these recreational facilities will improve 
the immediate neighborhood environ¬ 
ment to support new and rehabilitated 
housing for sale and rental. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $263,800.00. 

11. Kay Boys’ Club Project 

Request is for estimated architectural 
and engineering fees for renovation of 
existing K a y Club and additional further 
construction. The new facility is to even¬ 
tually include an indoor swimming pool 
and gymnasium. The completed facility 
will eventually serve the entire com¬ 
munity. 

The rehabilitation and renovation of 
these recreational facilities will improve 
the immediate neighborhood environ¬ 
ment to support new and rehabilitated 
housing for sale and rental. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $56,000.00. 

12. Carnegie Library Project 

The purpose of the Project is to pro¬ 
vide library service, both educational and 
recreational, to the residents of the Hill 
District and South Oakland, where there 
is no convenient services at present. The 
Project will benefit all of the commun¬ 
ity—adults, young adults and children: 
it will reach senior citizens and home- 
bound persons of all ages who cannot 
get out of their immediate neighbor¬ 
hoods; it will provide young adults with 
a place for study and tutorial help; it 
will offer neighborhod meeting facilities. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $39,100.00. 

13. lie Elegba, Inc. Renovation Project 

The goal is to arrest the growing threat 
of drug addiction and alcoholism. 

The strategy is He Elegba which is a 
psychologically supervised and medically 
competent program of narcotic rehabili¬ 
tation. lie Elegba will be a Therapeutic 
Community of hardened addicts and a 
directing staff of ex-addicts who have 
completed and manipulated a Thera¬ 
peutic Community. 


14. Housing Enclosure Project 

The Department of Lands and Build¬ 
ings estimates that there are approxi¬ 
mately 385 vacant, open, or vandalized 
buildings in the Model Cities area owned 
by the three taxing bodies. These build¬ 
ings are a threat to the safety, health 
and development of the community. They 
are often used as a place to harbor nar¬ 
cotic addicts, criminals as well as a place 
to dump garbage. 

Although the city has earmarked for 
first year activity $100,000 for the demo¬ 
lition of such structures many of these 
structures could be rehabilitated by one 
of the many profit and non-profit hous¬ 
ing corporations currently operating 
within the Model Neighborhood. The 
purpose of this Project is to provide 
funds for temporary enclosure of these 
buildings while the determination is 
made whether they should be rehabili¬ 
tated or demolished. Model Cities resi¬ 
dents will benefit from this Project in 
the following ways; 

1. Approximately 385 vacant, open, or 
vandalized buildings will be sealed, 
thereby, improving both the safety 
and the health of the residents of 
the Model Neighborhood. 

2. Model Neighborhood contractors and 
craftsmen will be given work. 

3. Additional housing which might not 
be available to Model Neighborhood 
residents can be provided by allow- 
for the possibility of the rehabili¬ 
tation of many of these vacant units 
without indiscriminate demolition 
of sound structures. 

The total cost of this Project will not 
exceed $64,000.00. 

WHEREAS, the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh finds that these Projects are 
necessary and desirable in order to im¬ 
prove the living conditions of residents 
of the Model Neighborhood Area; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved by 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
that:
